It develops that the Georgia colonels 
can get out.a good deal lighter on the 
uniform proposition than wae at first re- 
ported. It is true the price for the tull 
outfit, dress and full dress, dangles 
around the $200 mark, running a bit over 
or under it depending on certain optinal 
articles included in the full parapherna- 
lia, but the cost of that portion of the 
uniform which it is necessary to have in 
order to qualify as a full HMeutenant colo- 
nel and aide de camp is only $70. 

This is fully explained in the leter of 
Colonel James W. English, Jr., chairman 
of the unfform committee, to Governor 
Terrell ‘with reference to the contract 
made with the M. C. Lity Company. 

It appears that there are two uniforms 
and outfits in the complete equipment of 
a Georgia colonel, known as the dress 
anda the full dress untforms. The coloneis 
are required to have only the dress unl- 
form, which will let them out at less than 
half the sum originally stated. 

This will be welcome newe to many of 
the 138 new colonels on Governor Terrell’s 
staff. In fact, they had begun to be 
pretty badly stirred up over the report 
that the initiation fee was $200, and one 
or two of them hurried their resignations 
to the governor without waiting to in- 
vestigate. These resignations may be 
withdrawn when the true facts are learn- 
ed. However, there will be a few, no 
doubt. who may not feel like being @ 
colonel $70 worth.

PRISONERS ARE FURIOUS © 

BECAUSE OF CAPTURE 


They Threaten To’ Get Even with 
Certain Parisians and Expose 
the Frauds by Which They 
Acquired Millions of 
Francs. 


Madrid, December 20.—Madame Humbert 
and the other members of her family 
who became notorious in connection with 
the great safe frauds in Paris, have been 
arrested here. They had been in Madird 
since May 9. The police made a clean 
haul of tne whole family—Madame Hum- 
bert, her husband, Eva Humbert and the 
three D’Aurignacs, Romain, Ele and Ma- 
rie. 

The police suspected the house and 
watched. Some time yesterday Romain 
D’ Aurignac Wag seen to enter thé build- 
ing, a search warrant was obtained and 
the house surrounded. After some diffi- 
culty the police were admitted and ar- 
rested the long sought for defaultera. 

The prisoners protest that they are the 
victims of infamous proceedings. They 


threatened to get even with certain per- 


sons in France and said they had come 
direct from Paris. Mile. Eva became 
hysterical and Mme. Humbert clasped 
Marie D’Aurignac and her daughter in her 
arms, pleading with the police for them 
not to “part me from my daughter.” 

The police made an inventory of-the 
contents of the apartments and found @ 
parcel of jewels valued at $2,000, a couple 
of lottery tickets and about $115 in cash. 
Seals were then attached to the house and 
the family removed to jail and placed at 
the disposition of the French ambassa- 
dor. The police’suspect the Humberts of 
having disposed of important papers in 
the lavatories while delaying the entry 
of the officers. The family tried to es- 
cape by the windows, but fafled, as the 
heuse was cordoned. 

The prefect of police subsequently had 
an audience with King Alfonso and re- 
ported the capture. The king congratu- 
lated the prefect, saying: 

“I rejoice that gur police have been 
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able to render service to France.” 

The prefect said he nad known of the 
presence of the Humberts for a week, 
but delayed action until he was assured 
he had the whole party cooped. 

The Humberts maintain they are inno- 
cent, saying they are being victimised 
and desire to go to France and defend 
themselves against the charges. 

Madame Humbert Talks. 

Paric, December 20.—The correspondent 
at Madrid of The Temps had an interview 
today with the arrested members of the 
Humbert family. 

Mme. Humbert stated to the correspon- 
dent her desire to return to France for 
trial. She seemed annoyed when told that 
the trial was likely to. be delayed and 
said that she and the other members of 
the family had made up their minds to 
disclose the truth and to “confound the 
authors of their misfortunes.”’ 

M. Humbert and Romain d’Aurignac 
are confined in a separate room. They 
also say that they desire to return to 
France, and assert that their only ob- 
ject in taking fifght was to escape from 
imprisonment during the preliminary in- 
vestigation of the affair. They said they 
intended to return eventually for trial.

: Influential Accomplices. 
Seon after the alleged death of her

Here 
she conquered the affections of M. Fred- 
eric Humbert, who not only was a lawyer 
himself, but was the son of one of the 
most distinguished lawyers in Il rzaace, 
a vice president of the senate, an ex- 
minister of justice, and president of the 
cour des comptes. By this means she 
secured, if not influential accomplices, at 
any rate @ great mine of forensic erudl- 
tion to guide her in the complicated legal 
maneuvres by which she managed event- 
vally to borrow no less a sum than 60,000,- 
000 francs on the security of the Craw- 
ford heritage. For over twenty yeats 
she maneged to hold a foremost position 
in the “haute volce’’ of French society, 
entertaining royally in her magnificent 
town house and at her country seats, 
renting the fincst box at the opera, driy- 
ing the handsomest horses, and taking 
ner recreations on a fine steam yacht at 
sea, or in a marvelous mahogany gondola 
on the river. : 

Her sister. Mile. Marie d' Aurignac, 
seems to have been a lay figure in her 
hands. Sane was, however an important 
element in thé fraud, for on her mar- 
riage much was alleged to depend, and it 
was largely during her minority that 
Mme. Humbert was enabied to borrow 
such fabulous sums. At one time it was 
rumored that Mile. d’Aurignas was to 
marry M. Paul Deschanel, the y and 
handsome president of the chamber of 
deputies, who was promised a casa dowry 
of 5,900,000 francs. M. Deschanel, however, 
declined the dazzling offe1. 

Husband Not Active. 

The husband of Mme. H.gnbert appears 
to have piayed no active part in the 
fraud. He was preeminently “le mari de 
sa femme.” Relieved of the necessity of 
earning his living by the cleverness of his 
wife, he gave up the bar and took to poli- 
tics and tae arts. For a time he repre- 
sented the Seine-et-Marne in the cham-

It was organized in 
Canada by men who knew the saving pro- 
pensities of ‘the French Canadian opera- 
tives and also knew that their thrift 
made them easy victims to get-rich-quick 
schemes. Tickets at $1 were sold entitling 
the holder to a chance in the distribu- 
‘tion of prizes. These prizes ranged fy™ 
$1,000 to $15,000. In every mill city and 
town in the three states mentioned the 
gang had agents, and it is said that the 
names of over 5,000 operatives have 4 
ready been found on the roll of victims. 

The parties wanted by the Massachi- 
etts police are gaid to have been promi- 
nent politically and one of them figured 
largely in the recent Shaw-Gardner com 
gressional campaign in the sixth district.

Shortly after the receipt of the notice 
of blockade from the United States em- 
bassy at London a message was received 
from Consul Smith at Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, as follows: 

“Venezuela blockaded.” 

This was understood to mean that the 
blockade already had begun and com- 
pletely mystified the state department as 
it shawed a conflict in date with the 
blockade notice received from London, 
namely, December 2. However the de- 
partment has resolved to regard the date 
given in the London dispa@ch as offisial 
until further advised.

VENEZUELA SOLDIERS AT LA GUAYRA. 
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‘This Is in Answer to the Pres- 
dent's Suggestion of 
Hague Tribunal 


PRESIDENT 1S AVERSE 
TO DECIDING ISSUES 


Still Rather Than See the Trouble 
Proceed to Etremes He Will 
Probably Act—The Posi- 
tion Is a Very Deli- 
cate One. 


Washington, December 20.—President 
Roosevelt has proposed to the allied pow- 
ers that the Venezuelan dispute be sub- 
mitted to the arbitration of The Hague 
tribunal. The powers have replied with 
a counter proposal that President Roose- 
; velt himself arbitrate the issues. 

These were the developments over night 
sin the Venezuelan matter and they seem 


dispatches that the critical point ‘aad 
been passed. President Roosvelt does not 
wish to act as arbitrator in this dispute, 
for as such it is felt here he would be 
at once judge, jury and constable, and 
would be under the moral obligation to 
execute his own judgment. The president 
feels that a reference to The Hague tribu- 
nal would vastly strengthen tae cause of 
arbitration. 
Roosevelt May Accept. 

Still, rather than see the present dis- 
pute proceed to extremes, it is probable 
the president will reluctantly assume the 
duties of arbitrator. It is fully realized 
that any decision rendered by him in that 
capacity would be sure to bring him the 
enmity of one or the other of the parties 
to tne controversy, and this fact was 
pointed out to the president early in the 
week by a leading senator, who had been 
called into consultation. Nevertheless, to 
prevent bloodshed and the destruction of 
property and interference with great 
commercial interests that would result in 
loss, it is belleved that the president 
would assume the charge, providing hté 
own view cannot prevail, 

An important fact developed today is 
tnat the punitive measures about to be 
instituted, and in fact now in force in 
some degree, will not be suspended by the 
allies until a definite agreement is 
reached as to arbitration. 

Venezuela also has been told through 
Minister Bowen that the president would 
welcome a reference to the dispute to The 
Hague tribunal. While no direct reply has 
been received, it is not doubted that the 
reply would be favorable if the otaer par- 
ties consented to such reference. 


Arbitration Procedure. 

If an agreement is reached on arbi- 
tration, the proceedure would be for Mr. 
Bowen, representing Venezuela as a pleni- 
potentiary, to sign with the representa- 
tives of the allies a protocol stating that 
the case is to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion; that Venezuela admits the right of 
diplomatic inéervention in behalf of a 
claimant, a principle she has always re- 
sisted and that the details of the arbitra- 
tion shall be arranged in a formal treaty 
which she pledges herself to sign. This 
treaty will provide in the greatest detail 
for the security of foreign interests 
against vexatious and extortionate inter- 
ference on the part of the Venezuelan 
government hereafter and will insure the 
administration of exact justice in the set- 
tlement of claims and especially will It 
relieve foreign residents of Venezuela 
from foreed loans and persecution in 


times of: revolutions. . 
The status of the arbitration negotia- 


tions at the close of the efficial day as 
disclosed at the state department was 
that the powers were waiting for an an- 
swer from the president to their pro- 
posals. fhat he himself undertake to ar- 
bitrate the Venezuelan difficulty. 


Roosevelt Wants Hague. 

The president’s answer can only be 
guessed at for the officials decline to ex- 
press any opinion of theirown. However, 
it is believed to be a safe prediction that 
he will renew his suggestion that the. 
case be submitted.to The Hague tribunal, 
adding to the argument he has aiready 
produced the fact that the United States 
having claims of its own against Vene- 
zuela to the amount of about $100,000 is a 
party in interest and it would be unfair 
to put the president in the position of 
having to arbitrate his own claim. For 
their part, the powers bring against The 
Hague proposition the argument that 
President Castro would feel lightly bound 
by any decision by that tribunal, but 
would be certain to heed a judgment reiff- 
dered by the president. 

It is seid at the state department that 
no matter how these two propositions are 
disposed of, there will be ro backward 
step, and that an agreement of some 
king which will bring about a peaceable 
settlement of the Venezuelan troubles will 
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course, if the president should accept the 
charge, which he would do only as a‘iast 
resort, it is understood that the actual 
burdensome work. of arbitrating the 
claims would not’ be undertaken by him 
personally, but probably would be, as is 
customary, In such cases, confided to one 
of the thoroughly efficient and trained 
assistant secretaries of the department. 
No Territory Wanted. 

At the German embassy tonight denial, 
emphatic and authoritative, was given 
to the various reports in circulation that 
Germany is anxious to acquire Margarita 
island and will work to this end in any 
settlement that may be agreed upon, Ger- 
many, it was said, has never for an in- 
stant had designs on Margarita island 
or any other Venezuelan territory. Her 
effort throughout has been merely to ob- 
tain satisfaction for the claims pending 
+ against the Caracas government and for 
indignities committed against German 
citizens. This position was made plain to 
the state department by the German am- 
bassador, Mr, Von Holleben, last year, 
and the Washington authorities accepted 
then and accept now in good faith assur- 
ances made by the Berlin government 
that no encroachment on the Monroe 
doctrine was intended or threatened by 
the German government's scheme for col- 
lecting her claimms from Venezuela. It 
developed today that the position of the 
French government: in: claiming priority 
of settlement for her.claims against Ven- 
ezuela prior to 18f9, because of a settle- 
ment that has been agreed upon between 
the two countries; has not only appealed 
to the Washington authorities, but that 
it may find support*from the Berlin gov- 
ernment. No fnformation has been re- 
ceived at the state department to this 
effect, nor is it thought that in the event 
President Roosevelt decides to arbitrate 
the dispute that he will be called upon 
to settle this question between the Euro- 
| pean powers. t is thought that Great 


Britain and’ Italy: are rather inclined to 
dispute the right of France to prior set- 
tlement of claims arising before 1899. 


Confirmed by Powers. 

Berlin, ‘December 20.—A semi-offictal 
statement made today says: 

“The invitation to President Roosevelt 
to act as arbitrator was made after a 
thorough consultation between Germany 
and Great Britain. An understanding has 
been reached by the two powers on the 
reservations attached to the offer, and 
the German note will agree with the 
English note on all essential points.”’ 

London, December 20.—It is confirmed 
here that an invitation has been sent to 
President Roosevelt to arbitrate in the 
Venezuelan difficulty. It seems that the 
proposal to submit the matter to the 
president's arbitration emanated from the 
German government. The foreign office 
here says it has the strongest reasons 
for believing that President Roosevelt 
will decline to act as arbitrator. 


Georgian Goes to Aid of Bowen. 

The following cablegram has been re- 
ceived at the navy department from Ad- 
miral Dewey, dated San Juan, Decem- 
ber 19: 

“Torpedo boat destroyer not availa- 
ble for duty assigned. Lieutenant Mar- 
bury Johnston has sailed in Albany.” / 

This action {s in accordance with in- 
structions sent by the department several 
days ago upon the request of the state 
department that a naval officer be dis- 
patched to the relief of Minister Bowen 
at Caracas. Secretary Moody suggested 
in his cablegram to the admiral that a 
torpeslo boat destrcyer be selected for the 
mission because of the speed of that type 
of vessel. The Albany, however, is 2 
fast protected cruiser of 3,487 tons dis. 
placement. She carries a battery of ten 
guns. The vessel will land Lieutenant 
Johnston at La Guayra and may return 
to her station. 

Ideutenant Johnston, who has heen se- 
tected for this important mission, was 
appointed to the naval academy from 
Georgia in 1878. His arrival at Caracas is 
anxiourly awaited by Minister Bowen, 
who has under his care the subjects and 
property of Great Britain, Germany, Italy 
and Holland, in addition to those of his 
own country,

BY THE GERMANS 


Chancellor Von Buelow Makes 
an Explicit Denial 


He States That Germany Has Given 
the United States Assurances 
That the Monroe Doctrine 
Will Not Be Infringed 
Upon. 


Berlin. December 2.—Chancellor Von 
Buelow received the correspondent of the 
Associated Press today. The correspond- 
ent, in asking an interview, represented 
that a statement from Emperor William's 
first minister at this time might clear up 
any doubt which might exist as to Ger- 
many’s purposes. The chancellor men- 
tioned that the idea was prevalent in the 
United States that Germany was engaged 
in the collection of business debts. He 


said: 

“Among the German claims against 
Venezuela we gave precedence to those 
arising from the latest Venezuelan civil 
wars. These claims have not the charac- 
ter of mere business debts contracted by 
tae republic, but they have grown out of 
acts of violence committed against Ger- 
man citizens in Venezuela, either by 
forced loans or by the seizure of cattie 
without any payment, or by the pillage 
of German houses and estates. For these 
acts of violence no redress whatever was 
obtainable from the Venezuelan govern- 
ment. waich flatly refused to settle the 
question by diplomatic dealings. Conse- 
quently the imperial government was to 
its utmost regret forced to take the mat- 
ter into its own hands. 

“The first step taken ag a compulsory 
measure against Venezuela was the seiz- 
ure of her men of war. Ag this mea:sure 
had no immediate effest we are now 
blockading the Venezuelan ports. This 
blockade will have the character of 
blockade of war, and we shall, thereford, 
make no distinction as to the nationality 
of neutrals, but we do not intend to is- 
sue a formal declaration of war, Germany 
and England having agreed for the pres- 
ent only to blockade the soaust and not 
to take any further measures of a hostile 
character against Venezuela except in the 
case of an unexpected emergency. We 
regret the necessit’ of a blockade and 
we shell certainly take care that as lit- 
tle inconvenience and trouble as possible 
shall be caused by it to neutral trade. 

“Of course, we have not the slightest 
intention to make any territorial acquisi- 
tions in Venezuela. In that respect the 
United States government has, months 
ago, received from us explanations of a 
positive character. We are thankfui to 
the United States government for the 
trouble that it takes to brimg about a 
settlement by arbitration. We think that 
a fair arrangement might be made in 
that wey.” 

The chancellor added that the note to 
Secretary Hay yesterday accepting the 
principle of arbitration would be supple- 
mented by another tomorrow, making 
suggestions as to the form of arbitration. 
He also alluded to the pleasure the em- 
peror had yesterday in receiving Am- 
bassador Tower, who has made an ex- 


cellent impression in official quarters here. 


British Wart Sloop Aground. 

Port of Spain, December 20.—The Brit- 
ish sloop of war Fantome, which was 
sent to command the entrance to the 
Orinoco, is hard aground near Barrancas 
on the left bank of that river and 120 
miles southwest of Trinidad. Assistance 
has been rendered her, but up to the 
present it has not been possible to float 
her, 

First Prize Under. Blockade. 

Caracas, December %.—ihe_ British 
cruiser Indefatigable has made the first 
prize under the blockade, capturing the 
Venezuelan schooner Julia, which was 
going to itiguerote, a seaport in the prov- 
ince of Miranda. The Julia’s cargo, by 
the irony of fate, belongs to the German 
firm of Biohm, which has lodged a pro- 
test with the United States consul. 

Venezuela Notified of Blockade. 

Caracas, December 20.—A notification 
that a blockade of the Venezuelan ports 
by the allied powers would be made ef- 
fective today was transmitted to the 
Venezuelan government by the British 
consul at La Guayra. The announcement 
was not expected and caused a commercial 
panic. The rate of exchange jumped 5 
points. 

The people here are still ignorant of 
the answer of the allied governments to 
the propogal to arbitrate the Venezuelan 
differences. Tne government has knowl- 
edge of’ the answer through a communi- 
cation from the United States legation, 
but it is puzzled by the wording, and, 
moreover, cannot understand why, if Ger- 
many and Great Britain have accepted 
the arbitration proposal, the blockade 
should be made effective the same day 
that their acceptance is announced. 

The French charge d'affaires Quiv- 
reux, this morning delivered to Vene- 
zuela a request that if case of a settle- 
ment of the claims of other powers be- 
ing made France be accorded equally fa- 
vorable treatment. 

Madame Von Pilgrim-Baltazzi, ti.e wife 
‘of the German charge =-‘rtfaires, left for 
La Guayra today to rejoin her husband. 
She is still an invalid and had to be 
transported on a bed from the German 
legation to the railroad station. United 
States Minister Bowen and the staff of 
the American legation escorted her to the 
train. The government ofticials have 
shown h.adame Von Pilgrim-Baltazzi 
great courtesy. 


Two French Schooners Seized. 

La Guayra, December 20.—The Trinidad 
schooners, Mercedes and Immaculada, be- 
longing to a French subject, but flying 
the Venezuelan flag, 
port today and were seized by the Brit- 
ish cruiser Tribune. The commanders 
boarded the Tribune and explained to her 
commander that no notification of the 
blockade had been given before the 
schooners cleared and claimed also that 
the cargo belonged to foreign subjects. 
The commander of the Tribune refused to 
release the Mercedes and Immacuiada, 
saying that he was obeying orders. 

The commander of the Trfbune sent to 
the British consul for the publication of the 
official announcement of the blockade. 
Dating from today, according to notifi- 
eation, the ports of La Guayra, Carenero, 
Guanta, Cumana, Carupano and the 
mouths of the Orinoco are placed under 
the supervision of the British naval 
forces. 

The British cruiser Retribution and the 
United States cruiser Albany left today 
at noon. The Retribution is reported to 
have arrived off Carenero. 

The German charge d'affaires, Herr Von 
Pilgrim-Baitazzi, gpent two hours. on 
shore here today. He was recognized, 
but was. not molested. Madame Von Pti- 
grim-Baltazzi, who is very ill, arrived 
here this afternoon. She will be taken to 
Willemstad, Curacao.

Secretary of Treasury Address3s 
“the Chicago Bankers 


He Points Out What He Considers 
Defects in Our Monetary Sys- 
tem — The Greenback Is 
Not at All to His 
Liking. 


Chicago, December 20.—Two hundred of 
Chicago’s most prominent business men 
were at the banquet of the Chicago Bank- 
ers’ Club at Kingsley tonight. The chief 
speaker of the evening was Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw, who addressed the 
club on ‘“‘Possibie Financial Legislation.” 

His remarks were well received by his 
hearers. 

Secretary Shaw said in part: 

“Those who most strenuously object to 
exchangeability are the ones who most 
vigorously insist that.no such law 1s 
needed. They declare that 62 cents of fiat 
in the silver dollar is no menace to com- 
merce so long as the governmert accepts 
it at par in tne payment of revenues, but 
with equa] vehemence thev urge that it 
would be a menace to the government if 
it should accept the same dollar a part in 
exchange for gold. Bither the parity of 
silver will be maintained naturally, and 
without assistance from the secretary of 
the treasury, or it will not. If t.s.e exist- 
ing law is sufficient, express provision for 
exchangeability will do no harm. If the 
ereont law is inadequate, then some- 

hing more is necessary. | 


The Greenback. 


“Who is responsible for the existence of 
the greenback and the treasury note, 100 
r cent fiat? Certainly commerce is not 
ommerce suffered fram a _fiuctuating 
currency between 1862 and 1879 more than 
n can record, until congress came to 
ts relief by a provision for exchangea- 
bility which maintained the parity. Who 


Boke tis responsible for the silver dollar, 62 per 


cent fiat? Not commerce. Commerce in 
the ‘8s again suffered, not from a fiuctu- 
ating currency as in the 60s, but from 
the fear that the secretary of the treas- 
ury would interpret ‘coin’ to mean eith- 
er silver or gold, at the, convenience of 
the treasury, and congress was compelled 
to come again to the reiief of commerce 
and declared that gold coin should be ex- 
changed for greenbacks and creasury 
notes. The secretar of the treasury 
was thus relieved of discretionary au- 
thority as regards the maintenazie of tne 
parity between United States and treas- 
ury notes and gold, buc stands charged 
with the greater responsibility of inter- 
preting the act requiring him to main- 
tain the parity between silver and gold. 
Both reason and experience show that 
there is but one way to maintain parity 
between different forms of money, and 
that is by exchanging one for the other 
at the will of the holder. But when the 
test shali come, if anv doubt exists 
whether the secretary of the treasury 
will follow reason and experience, a panic 
will be precipitated as in 1893. 

“The only objection to exchangeability 
of gold and silver I have ever heard ex- 
pressed is that it would put again in 
operation the ‘endless chain.’ [I am dis- 
posed to think the greenback was made 
the scapegoat in '93 and ‘94 to bear the 
sins of silver. If the statute had then 
provided for the exthange of gold for 
all forme of United States money, no 
gold would have been hoarded, and reve- 
nues would have been paid largely in gold 
as they were before the fear arose that 
silver would depreciate. Had there been 
no greenbacks to redeem, the se@retary 
of the treasury would have been com- 
pelled to redeem silver in gold, as he 
expressed his determination to do, if nec- 
essary. or silver would have been sold 
at a discount. People wanted gold, and 
they would have bought it at a premium 
if it had not been obtainable at par. 


Credit Currency. 


“I desire to say a few words.with ref- 
ence to so-called credit currency. I do 
not, however, like the term credit: cur- 
rency. I prefer it to asset currency or 
emergency currency, though thev all 
mean ahout the same thing. The most 
common objection to any additional -cur- 
rency legisiation fs that the notes wduld 

unsafe. This objection might be good 

if there were no other security proposed 
than the ordinary liability of the bank 
eee 7 ponuntely. however,. no one, 
now, proposes to stop with

“T now want to emphasize the necessity 
for an element of elasticity in our cur- 
rency system. It has been said that our 
present system is nonelastic. This is true 
in the sense in which the term is. em- 
ployed, but in another sense it is a mis- 
take. Unfortunately, however, the _ vol- 
ume contracts just when it should ex- 
pand, and expands when it should con- 
tract. This is not a captious criticism. 
It is the naked truth. e get a slight 
expansion of circulation whenever we 
Pave an excess. But whenever interest 
rates approximate 8 per cent the banks 
maintain their einer - a nh ae 
financial] joss. A very strong uce 
exists, therefore, for the Banks to retire 
their circulation, and we experience a 
contraction of currency whenever money 
is scarce. 

7 And now. what are the essentials of 
an elastic currency? First, its prompt 
retirement when not needed; second, its 
equally prompt reissuance when needed. 
Currency sufficient to do the business of 
the country is not inflation. A redundant 
eurrency, be that much or little, 
ways dangerous. Unemployed money is 
not only an obstruction to commerce, but 
an inducement to speculation. What we 
want is a side track for unemployed 

oney. 
ee. Vhat is needed is the right to issue 
a limited amount of currency without 
encroaching upon the available funds or 
the assets already in the bank, but with 
such safeguards as will insure its abso- 
tute safety and its prompt retirement 
shen the demand ceases. 
wer his eannot be accomplished under 
the present system of national bank cir- 
culation. Bonds are too scarce and the 
price too high, and there is no way either 
to induce additional circulation when the 
demand increases or its‘retirement when 
interest rates are low.

Hoar To Introduce a Bill. 
Much interest is being manifested over 


the announcement made by. Senator Hoar, } 


of Massachusetts, that some time during 
the holidays ae would introduce an anti- 
trust bill. His request that he should 
be allowed to introduce the bill when 
the senate was not in session is consid- 
erably outside of the usual method of 
procedure. His purposé has created more 
than tne ordinary amount of talk, be- 
cause, just before congress met, Senator 
Hoar declared that in his judgment there 
would be no trust bill at this session. The 
Massachusetts senator is chairman of the 
committee on judiciary, which must pass 
upon any such Dill. : 

It is announced by those who have his 
confidence that the Massachusetts sena- 
tor has not only not yet decided when he 
will draft his bill, but he has not decided 
what he will put in it. He has ‘aad sev- 
eral talks with President Roosevelt, one 
of them upon this particular subject of 
anti-trust legislation, and it is his an- 
nounced purpose to have a consultation 
with Attorney Genefal Knox before he 
introduces his bill. 

This announcement has led to the con- 
clusion that Senator Hoar expects to 
follow in his bill the general lines laid 
down by the attorney general in his 
Pittsburg speech of October 14 last, which 
has been much referred to. 

Knox on Trust Evils. 

In that speech the attorney general 
suggested the following as being the 
“conspicuous obnoxious features of 
trusts, existing and possifble:’’ 


Over capitalization. 

Lack of publicity ef operation. 

Discrimination in prices to 
compefition, 

Insufficient personal responsibility of 
officers and directors for corporate man- 
agement. 

Tendency te monopoly. 

Lack of appreciation in their manage- 
ment of their relations to the people for 
a benefit they are permitted to ex- 
st.

“Corporations and joint stock or other 
associations depending upon any statu- 
tory law for their existence or privileges, 
trading beyond their own states, should 
be required to do business in every state 
and locally upon exactly the same terms 
and conditions. There should be no dis- 
crimination in prices, no preferences in 
service. Such corporations, serving the 
public as carriers and in similar capacti- 
ties, should be compelled to keep the 
avenues of commerce free gnd open to 
all on the same terms and to observe 
the law as to injunctions as to stifling 
competition.

In view of his pur- 
pose to introduce an anti-trust bill, it 
will be interesting to note that Senator 
Hoar declares the evils of trusts to be 
as follows: 

Destruction of competition. 

The management of industries by ab- 
sentee capital. 

Destruction of local public spirit, 

Fraudulent capitalization. 

Secrecy. 

Management for the private benefit of 
the officers. 

The power to corrupt elections and in 
some cases to corrupt the courts. 

Indifference to public sentiment. 

In this speech Senator Hoar took to 
himself the credit, or much of it, for the 
Sherman anti-trust law. He _ revealed 
the fact that the section of that law 
Which defines the offense was framed 
by: him whiie the bill was before his 
committee. 

Senator Hoar also made some interest- 
ing suggestions reiative to possibie fu-

“We have the right to require, in all 
interstate and international transactions.

empktyai by the state of Massachusetts 
in regard to our locai corporations. Bui 
We have the right also to prohipit ail 
transactions of interstate cr international! 

‘We have the 
right to impose on them any conditions 
that may be thought fit. We can compel 
them to Keer accounts, we can submit 
them to g>vernmental inspection, we can 
prohibit the watering of stock, and, abuve 
all, we can enact that unless ali regu- 
lations be complied with the exemption 
of all personal liability for their stuck- 
holders shall nut exist. We ean re juire 
every corporation, great and small, to do 
the bidding of congress, under ihe peril 
of exposing its members to individual 
liability for all its debts and obligations 
and of being prohibited from doing inter- 
State business tog2ther. So, Il, myself, 
find no trouble in the matter of legisia- 
tive power and see no necessity’ of any 
constitutional amendment.”’

MORGAN KNOCKS 
PANAMA ROUTE 


Senator Pleads for a Canal 
~ Aeros Nicaragua, 


) He Asserts That if United States | 


Continues To Depend on the 
Panama Route, There Will 
Never Bea Canal 
Built. 


Washington, December 20.—After a ses- 
sion of less than three hours the senate 
today ,adjourned until January 5 next. 
Today’s session was largely given up to 
an address by Senator Morgan upon the 
question of the construction of an isth- 
mian canal. The senator declared that it 
would be in the interest of the United 
States to resume negotiations with Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica, with the view of 
utilizing the Nicaragua route, for the 
reason that, as he believed, if we should 
continue to depend upon the Panama 
route we would never have a canal. 

A number of bills were passed and a 
conference report providing for the 
payment of the expenses of the anthra- 


cite coal strike commission was agreed 
to. 


Mr. Morgan contended for the making 
good of contracts entered into by Presi- 
dent McKinley with Costa Riea and 
Nicaragua. The negotiation of these 
agreements he characterized as a mas- 
terful act and said they were about to 
be trodden under foot. .He then went on 
to express apprehension that if the 
United States did not avail itself of the 
opportunity to build a canal by the Nica- 
ragua route none would be built. 

Action Important. 

Action at the present congress he con- 
sidered important because any person 
familiar with congressional proceedings 
knew that a minority could preyent ae- 
tion in the one session only that must* 
come after the present before the expira- 
tion of the canal appropriation. .Atten- 
tion was jalso called to the fatt that un- 
der Colombian law onty the congress of 
that country can ratify. a treaty. There. 
had been no congress there. since 1899, 
and there was not likely to be any soon” 
uniéss thé Pdnama Canal Company 
should pay its expenses out of the $3,000,. 
000 on hand of the $40,000,000 protnised by

“Yet all the world knows that 
interests are opposing the opening of any 
canal through the American isthmus, and 
these combinations are relying upon a 
minority of the senate to destroy all ef- 
forts to construct such a canal.”

Former Soldiers Fomenting Re- 
- Dellion in the Philippines 


Discharged Negro Soldiers Act as 
Chiefs and Are Organizing the 
Natives in a Military 
Way—Situation Is 
' Serious. 


Washington, December 20.—Advices have 
reached here from Manila to the effect 
that bands of Ladrones which are harass- 
ing the rural population of the islands 
are in many instances ted by negroes who 
have been discharged from thg army and 
are employing thelr military knowledge 
in drilling the Ladrones and organizing 
them in a crude military way. 

In the province of Balucan, it is under- 
stood, a band of 500 Ladrones, led by an 
American negro, are scheming to wipe 
out the constabulary and that four miles 
out from the town of Classoocan, four 
American blacks are engaged in drilling 
a large number of highwaymen in mill- 
tary tactics. 

Because of the increasing activity of 
the Ladrones, the continued withdrawal 
of the troops in the isiand is causing 
apprehension among the inhabitants. 
Ladrones ate said to be notoriously bold 
and numerous in Rizal and other pro- 
vinces and recently called on Adjutant 
General Heistand for relief. He also has 
appealed to Governor Taft.

HEBREW “GET” 
IS HELD VOID 


Mosaic Divorce Does Not 
Save Chicago Jew from 
Bigamy Trial. 


Chicago, Iils., Deeember 20.—(Special.)— 
An ecclesiastical Hebrew divorce was de- 
cided to be invalid by a jury in Judge 
Horton's court today, where Maz Graber 
was oti trial for bigamy. 

Graber is a Russian Jew, and came to 
this country several years nugo, leaving a 
wife and four children in Russla. After 
‘iving here for a time he fell in love 
with another woman and secured from a 
rabbi upon the payment of three hundred 
rubles a ‘‘get,’’ or divorce,’’ under the 
Mosaic law. This document he sent to 
the Russian town where his wife lived, 
and after the local rabbi there had en- 
tercd it upon the records it was mailed 
back to Graber. Whereupon he married 
his second love. 

Meanwhile his first wife had accepted 
the decree of separation, and thought it 
binding. She came to this country to 
live and learned that the ‘‘get”’ her hus- 
band had procured would probably not 
be recognized by the American Jegal au- 
thorities. Acting on advice, she had 
Graber arrested and indicted for bigamy, 
and after a hotly contested trial he was 
found guilty. 

The case is a novel one. Ther- are no 
suvreme court rulings upon the question 
at issue, and it will be carried to the 
higher court. Graber’s attorney tried to 
introduce the Bible as an authority on 
the Mosaic laws relating to divorce, but 
Judge Horton ruled it out. This will be 
one of the claims of error raised py the 
defendant. The case has been watched 
with much interest by the Chicago Jews 
and by the legal! talent cognizant of it 
The practice of procuring these divorces 
as Graber procured his is said to be very 
general among Russian Jews in Chicago 
and elsewhere.

Macon. 


Constitution Bureau, Macon Ga., De- 
cember 20.—Now that the Central City 
militia has put out_a hand for the en- 
campment with rifle range work for rext 
summer, it’ seems that other cities are 
coming along with bids and requests for 
the assemoly of troops. 

Griffin, with its (amp Northen, a mili- 
tary home used not.only by regiments of 
the state, but utilized by United States 
officers as a training ground upon which 
recruits were beaten in shape for the 
Spanish-American war, wants the en- 
campment. 

In presenting its claim for the gather- 
ing of the soidiery of the state, the capi- 
tal of Spelding shows an inclination to 
withcall the rieht of the state to the 
use of the grounds and the buildings by 


deciaring that the grounds were given up 
by the city for encampment purposes only 
and that if they were not used for that 
purpose the land should reyert to the 
city, though nothing of that kind was 
specifically stated 

Macon has a camp ground equal to, 
if not superior to, any in the State, while 
the rifle range has been inspected and 
approved by commissioned officers of the 
regular army. 

Then, too, the citizens of Macon are 
ready to do as much for the accommo- 
dation of the soldiers of the state as any 
city in Georgia. There is no city in the 
State better equipped to care for the 
militia of the state than is Macon, and 
the probabilities ‘are that the encamp- 
ment will come this way.

The boy 
sprang from his wheel, as he was going 
very slow up a steep nill, and placing 
the wheel between himself and his as- 
sailants he walked up the hill as fast as 
he could. 

The, negroes then opened fire on him 
and four more shots were fired at him, 
but all luckily missed their aim. 

Harry went on to a store, which was 
opened, and from there he telephoned to 
the police barracks about the affair. 

Call Officers Doyal and Tibbs hurried 
to the scene on their wheels. They rode 
down Georgia avenue to the Connolly 
street bottom. They heard pistol shots 
off in the woods to the south of Georgia 
avenue. They left their wheels and slip- 
ped through the woods on foot. The ne- 
groes continued to shoot their pistols and 
the officers were easily guided to their 
whereabouts. 

The officers finally closed in upon the 
negroes. There were four of them. One 
was captured and three made their es- 
cape. The place was very dark and the 
undergrowth was dense. 

The negro captured was sent to police 
barracks, where he gave his name as 
Will Garfield. He said that two negroes 
whom he did not know had the pistols. 
He would not furnish any names to the 
police. 

Harry Hurd js 13 years of age and he 
lives at No. 131 Central avenue. The 
officers say he displayed remarkable 
nerve and tact in acting as he did. 

The police hope to catch the other ne- 
gro outlaws today.

The ently portion of the bill which 
being opposed by southern senators has 
no real bearing upon the militia. As has 
been explained in these dispatches, Sen- 
ator Pettus, of Alabama, has moved to 
strike out section 24 from the bill, and 
Senator Baccn has taken a very active 
part in the support of this motion. Both 
Senator Bacon ard Senator Pettus, who 1s 
a merber of the committee on miiitary 
affairs. are supporting the main pro- 
visions of the bill.

The portion objected to provides for a 
reserve force of trained men which shall 
be ready for immediate service whenever 
called for, and organized under the au- 
thority of congress.

The Organized Militia. 

The organized militia is to embrace the 
regularly enlisted, organized, uniformed 
active militia in the different states and 
territories, whether known as national 
guard, militia or otherwise. The organ- 
ization, armament and discipline of this 
organized militia shall be the same as 
that which is now, or may hereafter be 
prescribed, for the regular and volunteer

‘tary of war may detail one or more of- 
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armies of the States, provided 


that the president in time of peace may 
fix the minimum number of enlisted men

When ever the United States is invaded,

by this act for the president to call 
forth, for a period. not exceeding nine 
months, such a number of the militia a» 
may deem necessary, which force 
slfall be under his orders. 


Arportioned Among the States. 

When the militia of more than one 
state is called into actual service of the 
("nited States by the president, he may 
apportion them among such states and 
territories according to respective popy-~* 
lation. Every officer or enlisted man 
who shall be called for and found fit for 
military service shall be mustered or ac- 
cepted into the United States service 
by a duly authorized mustering. officer 
of the United States, and it is provided 
that any officer or enlisted man of ‘the 
militia who shall refuse or neglect to 
present himself to such mustering officer 
upon being called for as herein pre- 
scribed shall be subject to trial by court- 
martial. The courtmartial for the tia’ 
of officers and men of ‘the militia shall 
be composed of militia officers only. 

There shall be appointed in the states 
and territories and the District of Co- 
lumbia an adjutant general who shall 
perform such duties as may be prescribed 
by the laws of the state or territory and 
make returns to the secretary of war 
of the, strength of the military and of 
such other reports as the secretary may 
desire, an abstract of this to be sub- 
mitted to congress, 

Armed By the Government. 

On the requisition of a governor, the 
secretary of -war shall issue«such a 
number of the United States standard 
service magazine arms, with the netes- 
Sary accoutrements, for arming all the 
organized militia, without ‘cost to ‘the 
state, and to exchange ammunition and 
old arms for the new. These shall -re- 
main the property of the United States 
and shall be»receipted for whenever it

Tactional 
contest between two white men for a 
federal office. One of these men belongs 
to the liy white or reorganization faction 
and has the indorsement of Senator 
Pritchard, while the other stands with 
the negroes and those who objected to 
their being ruled out of the councils of 
the committee. 

The office over which this contest is 
being waged is that of collector of cus- 
toms at Newberne, the incumbent of this 
office being Mayer Hahn, a white man of 
wealth and standing, who has long been 
identified with the republican party. He 
was a delegate to the famous state con- 
vention at Greensboro, at which the line 
was drawn not only at negro delegates 
but at somé of thé white men who pos- 
sessed the same_credentials as the ne- 
groes. Hahn was a member of the same 
delegation as ex-Congressmen Cheatham 
and O’Hara, who are negro leaders. Be- 
cause, under the provisions of the consti- 
tution of North Caroliha, there were no 
votes back of this delegation, it was 
thrown out by Sénator Pritchard and his 
lieutenants. 

Clarkson In It Again. 

Now Senator Pritchard has indorsed a 
Mr. D. H. Patrick for the collectorship 
held by Hahn. Patrick is identified with 
the lily white side of the controversy. He 
is a man of high standing and seemed in 
a fair way to victory when Collector 
Hahn. arrived in Washington. Seeing 
that things were going against him, the 
collector at once enlisted the services of 
General Clarkson, who .is looking after 
southern matters for the administration, 
and the lines between Pritchard on one 
side and the administration politicians 
‘onthe other, have been drawn again. 

One. thing which militates against Sen- 
ator Pritchard’s candidate in this partic- 
ular contest is that he does not live at 
Newberne, his residence being some dis- 
tance away. Some time ago, when the 
collectorship at Wilmington was under 
Consideration, the president ruled out-one 
of the prominent candidates on ~the 
ground that he was not a resident. It is 
among the possfbilities that in:orfder to 
escape a direct decision as between the 
two factions, the president may base 
his decision in this case upon the question 
of residence, thus: ruling out Senator 
Pritchard’s man. : 


Pritchard Standing Firm. 
“The North Carolina s¢nator gives no 
signs of weakness in his determination 
te-.earry through his programme to make 
the republican party of North Carolina 
a white-party. — 

This contest over federal offices is: re- 
garded here as really the preliminary 
fight for the control of the southern 
delegations in the republican national 
convention of 194. The administration 
Politicians, with Genérat Clarkson at .«.:eir 
head, “have deserted’ those. southerners 
whom the president encouraged to stand 
for the lily. white movement. 

Sendtor Pritchard's agreement to Sena- 
tor Quay’s idea that the representation 
in the national convention should be 
based upon the number of republican 
votes: cast is regarded . here as a rather 
“shrewd move to bring home to the ad- 
ministration the fact that the North 
Carolina and Alabama lily white moye- 
ment is based on exactly the same argu- 
ment that Senator Quay and Postmaster

Senator Pritchard has said to Postmas-

A Gay and frivolous Paris? Yes, 
but that is not all of this sparkling 
city. Mrere* 4s -something of gayety in 
staid ol4 London,:and even in New York, 
and while mentioning the principal cities 
of the world the suggestion occurs and 


there is no frivolity even in greater At- 
lanta?. ' 

We associate, Paris always with effer- 
vescenge, but it need not always be_ bad- 
ness. Perhaps this wonderful city is as 


not devoid of good, and we know that 
it possesses much of fascination. 

There are Americans whom we have 
met in other places who indifferently 
said, “‘Oh,..we do not.«are for Paris,’’ 
and they have come here and. remained 
for days, which were, extended into 
weeks, which were prolonged to months, 
after which an effort was required to 
get away at all. And we have met some 
whom we met here years ago. 

The gay, giddy, sparkling Paris pos- 
sesses.charms for those who do not care 
for its ‘‘badness’’ any more than they 
would for the same wndesirable quality 
of New York city, These indifferent peo-

| MAKES REPORT 


New Superintendent of Edu- 
cation Recommends Many 
Changes in Schools. 


GOVERNOR DUBIOUS AS 
TO APPOINTIVE RIGHTS 


‘Chief Executive Has Heretofore Ap- 
pointed Notaries with Power of 
Justices, but New Consti- 
tution Provides for 
Elections. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 20.—(Spe- 
rial.)—State Superintendent of Education 
H. C. Gunnells is extremely close to the 
new state superintendent, Hon. I. W. 
quill, and the presumption is authorized 
that his recommendation in his report 
now being printed will be backed up by 
his successor, who will be in office when 
the legislature meets. Three of Mr. 
Gunnell’s recommendations were sent out 
in advance, but the full report shows a 
number of others almost as important. 
One of these is that the scholastic ‘year 
should begin January 1 instead of Qcto- 
ber 1. Under the present date of begin- 
ning the law requires the township trus- 
tees to make their contracts and open the 
schools before the apportionment can be 
made and before they know how much 
money they are going to have. 

He also recommends that the common 
rural schools should be graded accord- 
ing to the branches taught,’ and that 
it be made a violation of law for a 
teacher to teach branches on which he 
has not stood an examination. <As it is 
now, third grade certificates are held 
by many teachers engaged in teaching 
subjects away above their grade. Along 
with this would go graded salaries, so 
that the first, second and third grade 
teachers would be paid according to their 
grade. 

Mr. Gunnells also thinks the terms of 
county superintendents should be _ uni- 
formly four years and should begin Jan- 
wary 1. 

One of the most interesting if not im- 
portant of his recommendations is that 
some fiyed qualifications are necessary 
for the county superintendents. A good 
spice of politics comes into this. Other 


gsiate superintendents have recommended | 


the same thing; the educational depart- 
ment of the Woman’s Federation makes 
jt a leading reform, and bills have been 
_ before more than one legislature on the 
subject. But the county superintendents 
ére ‘men of influence in their counties, 
‘@id there are always a number of good 
citizens looking forward to being can- 
didates for a job they think anybody can 
fil, and the members of the legislature 
find it easier to reSist one state superin- 
tendent and a few ladies than the infiu- 
ence of practical] politics.

As the legislature has not yet decided as 
between justices and inferior courts in 
the big towns, and as the constitution 
itself does not authorize the election of 
any justices except in tae precincts out- 
side of such towns, the gap is left down 
to question the legality of many appoinct- 
ments already made in these towns. A 
case for the courts is likely to be sprung 
at any time by some aggrieved litigant. 
Railway Companies Combined? 

The impression is universal here among 
the people that the old and new street 
car companies have gotten together and 
that consolidation is only postponed. It 
is easier to get francaises and rights 
to lay third. tracks and privileges of 
various kinds when there is rivalry and 
competition, and as soon as the two con- 
cerns have gotten aH that is worth hav- 
ing the public expects to see the mask 
thrown off. The officers of the com- 
panies either decline to talk about it or 
deny in a mild sort of way as if tue 
denial were based on technical points. 

Schedules Badly Kept. 

Never before have the railroad sched- 
ules been so illy kept as now, the chief 
derelicts being the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, both north and south, and the trains 
from the east. whica come in over the 
Western from Atlanta. The gratifying 
feature about it, however, is that it @ces 
not come from bad management or fault 
in the track or roadbed, but from pros- 
perity. There is simply more freight, 
especially on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, than a single track can handle. The 
track is being doubled from Birmingham 
to Calera. but the worst crowded division 
is said to be that between Montgomery 
and Flomaton to the south of here. At 
Montgomery the Western delivers an 
enormous amount of eastern freight to 
the Louisville and Nashville and trains 
crowd the line ten minutes apart. At 
Flomaton a big part of it switches off 
to Pensacola and relieves. the main line. 
It is said in railroad eircles that the dou- 
ble track from here to Flomaton Is: rec- 
ognized as a prime necessity, and is de- 
layed for want of rails and material, 
which cannot be gotten in this country. 
Enormous shipments of rails have been 
landed at Pensacola from Germany and 
Belgium and are hard to get over there.

Decision for the Road. 

The shippers of the state ore much 
interested in a decision rendered a few 
days ago by the Alabama railroad com- 
mission in a case brought against the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany by T. H. Johnson & Co., of Bir- 
mingham, with a view of holding the road 
responsible for delay in making delivery 
of freight. ‘The shipment was a car 
load of lumber from Ocampo, Ala., con- 
signed to Avondale, but billed to Bir- 
mingham. It was not delivered for twen- 
ty-eight days to the connecting line. The 
commission rules that “no demurrage can 
be collected from the railroad for fail- 


line under the bill of lading.’’ 

Continuing, the commission says: 

“To avoid delays in cases of this char- 
acter, the consignee should make a new 
contract with the connecting line, or name 
the point of final destination in the orig- 
inal bill of lading. Should damage accrue 
to consignee under circumstances of this 
character it would hecome a matter for 
adjudication by the courts instead ‘of a 
claim for demurrage before the commis- 
sion.”’ 

The point made by Johnson & Co. was 
that as the railroads charged consignees 
for delays in unloading cars the shipper: 
should be taken care of in the same way 
when the road was responsible for de- 
lays. Mr. Johnson says that the matter 
will be brought to the attention of the 
legislature. when it meets. next month, 
and this case would be taken as an illus- 
tration why the railroad commission 
should be vested with more’ power. 

A Third Sky Scraper. 

The contract has been let for another 
ten-story building to be built on the north- 
east corner cf Second avefiue and Twen- 
tieth street. It will be occupied by tha 
First national.bank, and will be known as 
the F'rst national] bank building. Dirt 
will be broken ‘about January 1. The 
building will cost $700,000, twice as much 
as the ten-story Woodward building here, 
and it is promised that the new one 
will be a handsome affair. The First na- 
tional bank, William H. Woodward and 
Joseph H. Woaedward are said to be the 
principal stockholders. W. C. Weston, 
who planned the Woodward building, is 
the architect, and Mr. John Griffith, the 
contractor for the Woodward building, is 
the contractor. Orders for the steel 
frames, etc., have already gone forward, 
and it is stated that the building will 
be ready for ocupancy next October, The 
building ‘will be 100 by 140 feet in dimen- 
sions.

Company Will Build Railroad from 
Valdosta to Douglas—Work To 
Commence:'in January. 


Vaidosta, Ga.,. December 20.—(Specjal.)-— 
The decisive steps in the organization of 
the Valdosta Construction Com- 
pany, .-waich will build the rail- 
road from this city to Doug- 
las, in Coffee county, were taken at the 
meeting of the board of trade this week, 
Hon. W. 8S.

Birmingham, Ala., December ”.—(Spe- 
cial.)—H. I. Wellman, @ prominent bank- 
er and. capitalist of Huntsville, Ala., and 
chairman of the republican state execu- 
tive committee, has been in the city for 
the past few days, returning to his home 
this morning. He is a prominent “‘lily 
white’ and did considerable figuring on 
politics while here. Before leaving for 
home he submitted to an interview in 
which he defined, for the first time since 
the administration’s denunciation of the 
new movement, just where the republican 
He said: 

‘There having been so much discussion 
in the newspapers about the advisability 
of calling a meeting of the republican 
state commitee, I, as chairman, addressed 
a leter to each member of the commit- 
tee, requesting hig views as to the ad- 
visability of calling the meeting, and have 
received answers from about four-fifths 
of the members, and more than a major- 
ity of the whole committee have unquali- 
fiedly advised against making a call at 
this time. Not a single non-officeholder 
has advised calling a meeting of the com- 
mittee. I have also had correspondence 
with leading republicans of the state who 
are not members of the committee, and I 
believe that nineteenth-twentieths of the 
republicans of Alabama who are quali- 
fied voters are opposed to any committee 
meeting at this time. 

“As viewed by the republican voters of 
Alabama the committee would have no 
powers to undo anything done by the 
convention, and to atempt to do so would 
put the members of the committee in the 
ridiculus position of undertaking to dis- 
eredit the action of the convention that 
named them as members of the commit- 
tee, all of whom were members of the 
late convention and all of whom voted in 
favor of the report of the committee on 
credentials—not a single objection having 
been made. In my opinion the next con- 
vention will be called just as the last 
one was, which will admit to the party 
councils only republicans who are quali- 
fied voters under the laws of Alabama. 

‘The only body which can change the 
policy of the republican party in Alabama 
will ‘be a subsequent convention, and it 
is absolutely absurd to contend that the 
next convention will do anything to dis- 
credit the action of the last convention. 
A committee meeting at the present time 
would doubtless result in saggy cme gy 
and it might tend to create discord in 
the party, which is now harmonious and 
practically united on all questions of par- 


ty ?: 

“The question of a delegation to the 
next national convention is not being 
discussed. The convention will take care 
of that at the proper time. I have heard 
of ‘but one candidate so far. Our party 
is of supreme importance, and we intend 
to lend every energy to keep our organil- 
zation intact and to upbuild the party in 
this state.”

Tne lecturer concluded with aa appeal 
in favor of European federation, which, I 
am afraid, is committing the mistake 
made by most peace somieties who obtain 
nothing, because they ask for too much, 
and even for the impossible. 

If all the rulers of Europe would abide 
by the decisions of The Hague tribunal, 
we might very well be satisfied with tae 
result—for the present, at any rate. 

Whatever may be the faults and short- 
comings of the French, they are, even the 
humblest, a nation of artists ever jealous 
of the work whica they produce. 

I have to record this week two suicides 
which will illustrate to what length the 
French carry their professional scruples. 

History tells us how Vatel, the famous 
cook of the great Conde, committed su- 
cide because no fish could be found for 
the dinner which his master was to give 
to Louis XVI. 

A few days ago, in Paris, a lady in- 
vited several friends to dinner. Wishing to 
have an especially good menu, she pro- 
posed to hire a male cook for the day, to 
help Maria, the cook, but the latter felt 
so indignant at tae idea that her mistress 
thought her incapable f preparing a 
good dinner for Wer guests, that, after 
some hesitation, the ladv allowed herself 
to be persuaded to leave the whole re- 
sponsibility on her cook. 

If poor Maria’ had confined herseif 
strictly to tae dishes with the confection 
of which she waS well acquainted. alli 
would prebably have gone well; but her 
ambition to surpass herself led her to 
shut herself wp in the kitchen with a 
cookery book. and to concoct the most 
complicated disnes she could find. 

Alas, the dinner was a disastrous fall- 
ure. When. the guests were gone, the 
kind mistress wished to console her poor 


| cook, who had been ten years in her ser- 


vice. 

She went to the kitchen. but failed to 
find her. Saerthen went up to her room 
and. called her. Obtaining no reply, she 
became alarmed and had the door broken 
open. 

There was poor Maria lying senseless 
on the floor, with a smoking charcoal fire 
burning by her side. Her sorrow at the 
failure of the dinner was more than sae 
could overcome. ; 

She had gone upstairs to her room, had 
closed all the doors and windows and had 
attempted to pass into that world where 
cookery books are not known.

While statesmen are protesting loudly 
and publicly that England cannot afford 
to lose the friendship of the United 
States, the determination of the govern- 
ment to enforce Germany’s claims in 
Venezuela appears to increase in firn-

dent Roosevelt has niot made some sign 
before this that actual occupation of 
Venezuelan territory will not be neces- 
sary tc give Dewey's fieet sterner work 
toan that of mere maneuvering. 


Aristocratic: London society has been 
decimated by the departures for the 
great coronation durbar, which is to take 
place at Delhi at the end of December, 
the. festivities extending well into the 
new year. 

Every ship sailing for India during the 
past month has been crowded with titied 
people and wealthy idlers who always 
follow in their train. Only the very rich 
will see the splendors of the Durbar, on 
which the native potentates intend to 
spend millions. for the cost of the trip 
out to India and the daily expense of 
living in one of the three great Durbar 
camps are such tat only millionaires 
can afford it. : 

The fare from London to India alone 
is $500, while the lowest rate quoted for 
hote] accommodations at Delhi is $100 a 
day. Many wealthy “Americans will be 
guests of the viceroy and vicereine of 
india, Lord and Lady Curzon, during the 
durbar, 

Lady Curzon, who was Miss Leiter, of 
Chicago, will be, mext to the royal 
duchess of Connaught, the most con- 
spicuous woman at the durbar fetes. 

There has been some question of ‘‘prece- 
dence,’’ but the viceroy’s wife, with her 
American common sense, has not raised 
it. and the duchess of Connaught, being 
the wife of the king’s representative, will 
take precedence of all otaer wonten 

Lady Curzon has organized a number 
of charitable enterprises for the eneilit 
of native Indians and visiting royalties 
and peers and peeresses will be expected 
to patronize native arts and industries 
liberally during their stay. 

Although the duchess of Connaught 
will outrank the Chicago vicereinc, the 
duchess will not outrank her in béauty, 
for Lady Curzom is one of tae most 
beautiful women of the British peerage, 
and can shine even in tle presence of the 
beautiful duchess of Marlborougli, who, 
with the duke. sailed for India this week. 

While the Indian gcvernment and the 
native princes will snend an immense 
sum upon tne durbar fetes. the visitors 
will indirectly contribute large sums to 
native arts and industries. which will ina 
measure offset the extravagance that has 
been severely criticised, for millions of 
the natives of India live perpetually in 
the shadow of starvation.

Germany continues to suffer from th® 
hard times following a long period of in- 
dustrial depression. Destitution is wide- 
spread, because hundreds ‘of thousands 
of men are out of work. 

Tae people are heavily taxed to support 
the army,and the vast naval plans of the 
kaiser, and taxes must be paid, however 
hard the times. A German statistician 
has been making some estimates of th« 
financial burden incident to a general] 
mobilization of the army. 

The tota] of the armed forces of the 
empire is more than T),000,000. Taking as 
a basis tae $1.40 per-man per day, which 
Was the average cost during the war with 
France, it is estimated that the daily 
cost would be $16,000,000—a price that, to 
quote President Kruger, would ‘stagger 
humanity,” and Germany as well. 

Fortunately Germany hasn't a ‘‘chip on 
its shoulder” nowadays, so the dverbuf- 
dened taxpayer hasn’t occusion to dream 
of what nis burden would be weft the 


emptre to be involved in war with a great 


power. 


The Grand Duke Micheli Alexandrovitck 
of Russia, whd is reported to be ill ot 
consumption, is well known in Englana, 
where he comes more or less frequently. 

The grand duke ts the dniy brother of 
the present fragile czar. The grand duke 
is muca more of a man physically and 
mentally than his brother. the czar, and 
is far more liberal in his views. 

He is reported to have heartily oposed 
the czar’s policy of crushirfg Finland and 
the unconstitutional and autocratic 
methods adopted to attain that end. 

The Finns would be very glad to see 
tae Grand Duke Michel become czar.

The prince ig a thorough railroad man, 
and knows the business ‘‘from the ground 
up.” He learned ft all in the United 
States. where he started in the railroad 
business as a jocomotive fireman, 

Next he became an engineer, and from 
that post he worked up to a superinten- 
dency. He also worked six moaths jin an 
iron foundry, so that he fs now competent 
to manage the vast nejwork of railroads 
that Russia has built or is building. 


Prince Khilkoff subscribes to all the 


American railroad papers, and is as taor- - 


oughly informed of what Is going on in 
the American ratiroad world as if he 
were still on an American payroll. 


The biggest sale of London real estate 
recorded in a cenwiry has just been fin- 
ished. A tract of 82 acres in the Earl's 
court district of the West End ‘was sold 
by auction for a trifle under $3,000,000. 

It contains 1,450 houses, blocks of flatz, 
shops and hotels. with renta averaging 
from #0 to $10,000 a year. Tae total 
ground rent comes to néarly $100,000 a 
year.

They all 
pay ground rents. 

The crown owns huge tracts of land in 
the most eligible residenti@] districts, and 
it never sells, Even historic Stafford 
siouse and Montague House pay ground 
rents to tae government. 

The syndicate that bought the Lord 
Kensington estate got it ‘‘dirt cheap,’’ for 
it will, when present leases expire, be abie 
to re-rent the sites occupied by the houses 
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at prices that will Dring in an annuai 
total revenue of $800,000 a year. Many of 
the leases will not, however, expire for 
thirty years, 


A curious old custom still exists in one 
of tae London suburbs, Every trolleyman 
and conductor employed on the East 
Ham electric lines has to be examined, 
measured and have the color of hig eyes 
reccrded annually.

It didn’t fit the latter; monarca 
and was disposed of. 

The crown made for George IV and the 
one made for Queen Adelaide, King Wil- 
liam IV's consort, are also in Lord Am- 
herst's collection. Lord Amherst thus 
has more kingly crowns than King Ed- 
ward himself.

That Is the Way Germans View 
Venezuelan Situation 


Verestchagin’s Great Picture of Na- 
polean Viewed by Kaiser, Who 
Says Such Paintings Will 
Help Prevent War. 

Czar Buys It.

Berlin, December 2.—‘Now for a test 
of the Monroe doctrine”’ 

Thus may be expressed the thought 
which fas been in all German minds dur- 
ing the last few days, inspired by the un- 
expected silence of the United States 
government while the German ileet is 
sinking Venezuelan war vessels and the 
allies are destroying Venezuelan proper- 
tv. There has been a distinct revival of 
spirits since my letter of last week noting 


the feeling that the kaiser had gained no 
more tnan temporary support as a result 
of his visit to Engiand. 

That feeling was mainly engendered by 
the cordial attitude of France and Eng- 
land toward each other on the arbitra- 
tion question. Officialdom is still uncom- 
municative, but the press echoes public 
sentiment when it now sees in the friend- 
lv overtures of France a disposition to 
join all. Europe in making use of this 
opportunity to see whether the United 
States will stake all in support of ‘ner 
contention that the western continent s 
for the western nations only. 

With characteristic impulsiveness many 
Gérmans are already anticipating the ar- 
rival in Caribbean waters of additional 
Jerman-and English warships, and squad- 
rons from the French and Italian, and 
perhaps the Russian, navies. Never bes 
fore has the deep ‘Aatred of the Monrose 
doctrine by the mass of Germans who ap- 
prove the kaiser’s colonization policy, 
been so clearly illustrated. Little else is 
talked about, though, of course, in diplo- 
matic circles there is an appearance of 
serene ignorancé that anything unusual 
is going on. 

Baron Exkardstcin, who was until re- 
cently attache to the German embassy in 
London. is the recognized leader of tne 
new political party which is being organ- 
ized in Germany to support the emperor 
and the crown against the reactionary 
platforms of the agrarians on one hand 
and the socialists on the other. The 
baron is the new party’s candidate for 
election to the reicastadt. from Hesse, 
where adherents of the scheme are pre- 
sumed to be strong enough to guarantee 
him a seat. 

The other principal forces behind the 
movement are members of the court, 
ministers of the royal cabinet, large 
bankers and industrial representatives 
who do not stand. sufficiently far from tae 


‘agrarians to bring them among the social 


democrats. 
The time is believed to be opportune by 


such means to rescue the government 
from its former ridiculous position by 
seeking support from the socialist in or- 
der to pass necessary legislation, a thing 
that happened when the Brussels sugar 


bill was passed. 


Emperor William has lately viewed the 
pictures of Napoleon by Verestcnagin, 
which have been bought by the czar of 
Russia to occupy the place of honor in 
the St. Petersburg palace gallery, and 
remarked on the cherished traditions con- 
cerning. the great warrior which these 
paintings would tend to overthrow. It 
was the pathetic picture of the “Retreat 
from Moscow,” a picture of greatness in 
despair, which moved the kaiser to gaze 
silently upon it for some minutes and to 
say, as he turned away: 

“And in spite of that there will still 
be men who want to govern tae world, 
but they will all end like this.” 

To the great painter William said: 
“Pictures like ane are our best guaran- 
tees against war.’ 

That is what Moltke thought, evidently, 
when he forbade German officers to at- 
tend Verestchagin’s exhibition in Berlin. 

The new Napoleonic pictures sa0ow more 
than ever that Verestchagin is with his 
brush what Tolstoi is with his pen. In 
the interest of truth he has again risked 
‘nis fame and the safety of his paintings, 
if they are ever exhibited in France. Be- 
fore setting to work on this series the am 
tist spent ‘a-year in Paris reading up on 
Napoleon’s history. He painted the first 
of the fifteen pictures in France, then 
finding that he must have Russian snows 
about him, he went home to tne great 
plains about Moscow, which are today 
as they were fn 1812. 

Amid all these Russian scenes of that 
disastrous campaign Napoleon is repre- 
sented unlike he appears in any other 
paintings. Not onee does he appear an 
emperor, or in the familiar smart pelisse 
of silk and fur, with its stylish openings. 
Verestcnagin knows that thus he would 
have been frozen to the lungs. The fact 
is that the great soldier-emperor wore a 
long, plain pelisse and a samoyede hat, 
and he did not ride, but walked with his 
men, because the army grumbled at his 
carriage. 


Trustworthy advices from Rostoff indi- 
cate that tne recent labor disturbances 
there were of a much more serious char- 
acter than appeared from the official ac- 
counts...

Premising that every sane person 


_- who seeks such salvation knows that 
_ the condition precedent to it is a sin- 
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occasion when the Monroe doctrine would be put on trial for its life be 
tween this country and the old world powers. The doctrine contains in 
its very terms ah offense to every such power. It says to them that they 
may not make territorial gains upon, or assert new sovereignty over, 
any part of the western hemisphere not held by them on the day of its 
pronouncement. ; 

Up to the present time the doctrine has stood fast, though not with- 
out friction. France was made by us to release the attempted usurpa- 
tion of Mexico by Maximillian and England was successfully deterred 
from a seizure of disputed territory between one of her ancient posses 
sions and Venezuela. So far, so good; but within two weeks we have 
been brought face to face with a situation in South America that we can- 
not escape dealing with on the foundation of the Monroe doctrine in a 
way that will try our diplomacy crucially and test the famous doctrine 
to the core. 

The incidents leading up to the attitude of the powers—England, Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, Holland and Spain—toward Venezuela are imma- 
terial in this writing. They have presented claims against that country 
and demanded prompt payment of them. Venezuela has refused to yield 
compliance under what she asserts is unwarranted aggression. England 
and Germany began the initiatives of war and Venezuela proposed arbi- 
tration—through the medium of the American minister at Caracas. The 
allies say they will admit the principle that their demands are arbitra- 
ble, and are content to have the United Statés arrange the arbitration, 
provided it will make the arbitration seriously worth their while by 
guaranteeing the compliance of Venezuela with its findings. 

It cannot be denied that the powers have acted in this affair either 
with admirable pre-concert and present intent, or that they have since 
seized the opportunity to compel the United States to absolutely define 
and defend its position on the Monroe doctrine. The dilémma in which 
they have placed us is a chef-d’oeuvre of artistic or accidental diplo- 
macy. Anyhow, in plain language, they have brought us into the situa- 
tion at a point where we must make good with Monroeism, or find a 
way of escape from its obligations. 

Will we say to the European powers that they may not use their 
own devices to collect their claims against powers on this side of the 
world? If we do, it is as sure as shooting that they are disposed to con- 
test that international right with all the men and ships and guns that 
can be allied for the purpose and we will have to fight the issue out 
with the combined creditor nations of the Old World. 

Or, will we consent to conduct the arbitration of South American in- 
ternational dues on’ the terms proposed? That means that we must guar- 
antee the good faith and perfect performance of the awards made 
against our proteges. Since the creditor countries of Europe have 
some $20,000,000,000, or twosevenths of the entire wealth of the United 
States, invested in South American securities and debts unsecured, we 
would stand to underwrite every dollar of that tremendous sut. total. 

If we refuse—as the American people certainly will—to assume this 

latter attitude, the question recurs in the acute form—what are we to do 
about it all? 
' Unless Venezuela backs down at once and settles matters to the sat- 
isfaction of her creditors, or the Europeans kindly let us out of our 
dilemma by refraining from making reprisals from Venezuela to satisfy 
their demands, the United States may be called on to take a hand in the 
final argument. Castro can compel us in that event to foot his bills or fight 
over them against the whole European combine! 

If we are to stand rat for Monroeism we must define it to mean that 
no European power under any conditions, whether of debt, insult or ag: 
gression on the part of a South American power, may make war upon 
the latter. The former may vindicate their rights and collect their debts 
peaceably, if they can, but forcibly—never! When we assume that broad 
interpretation Europe will give us at once the fight of our .ives to main- 
tain it. 

Otherwise. we can only say that the Monroe doctrine holds good no 
longer than it is tolerated and that it means nothing when menaced by 
contempt and war. : , 

The measley little republics in South America that always hate us 
and patronize eur rivals in seasons of peace are not worth a pound of 
powder or a sack of shot to us, but the principle of Americanism an- 
nounced by Monroe we do stand sponsor for and to make good with it 
is the issue with which we have pow to deal—perhaps once for all 
time, . 
In dealing with it, in the last event, we will as a people take into 
account the general attitudes of the South American countries to this re- 
public. They have kept as far frOm us as possible in sentiments and in 
mutuality of interests and clung to their Latin-European associations. 
They have opened their lands and commerce to Europe and laughed our 
efforts to deal with them on reciprocal terms to scorn. But whenever 
political troubles menaced them they have held out their hands to us for 
help.and cried to us for defense. We owe them not one whit of debt 
or gratitude—our only concern with them is to keep monarchy off the 
hemisphere as a guarantee of safety to our own republican interests. 

It may cost us worry, wealth and possibly war to get this Monroe doc- 
trine exactly adjusted so as to be a standard of action for the nations 
in the future, but one of the events of the settlement will be to fix the 
South American troubles so that the perils they make they will be ex: 
pected to pay for every time! 

The hape of this country is to avoid trouble and wars and we sin- 
cerely hope diplomacy and the mutuality of national interests will be 


efficient to that end in the present case.

The suggestion that the United States | 


shail guarantee that Venezuela will abide 
by the award in case the current dis-. 


\putes are submitted to arbitration is re- 


perted not to be well received at Wash- 
ington. That is not in the least surpris- 
ing. On the contrary, it would be sur- 
prising if the suggestion were entertain- 
ed and accepted. For thus there would 
be ereated a new precedent in interna- 
tional litigation,. one ffaught with grave 
possibilities of embarrassment and one on 
the whole not calculated to promote the 
cause of international arbitration. It is, 
of course, permissible for Great Britain 
and Germany to decitfne arbitration with 
Venezuela. despite the intimation that 
their acceptance of it would be gratifying 
to the United States. Or they may dis- 
criminate among their various claims, 
holding that some are and some are not 
arbitrable. But for them to ask, that the 
United States shail guarantee fulfillment 
jaf the arbitra] decree seems to be a pro- 
cedure in excess of all former practice 
among sovereign states, and one not to 
ibe commended to favor. 

It is a fundamental principle of inter- 
national arbitration, as indeed of other 
international relations and actions, that 
the obligation of the award rests upon 
good faith. There is no legal sanction 
nor coercion behind it, as there may be 
in the case of arbitration between indi- 
vidual citizens of the same state. The 
good faith of the parties concerned and 
the constraining foree of world-wide pub- 
lic opinion afford the only guarantees of 
fulfilment of the award. Nor are these 
to be Hghthy dismissed as inadequate. 
They have hitherto invariably proved ad- 
equate. There is no record of the repu- 
diation of an arbitral verdict between na- 
tions. The only approach to it is in the 
case of our northeast boundary dispute 
in 1827-42. It ig true that the United 
States declined to accept the findings of 
the arbitrator, but that was because the 
king of the Netherlands in hie decree 
exceeded the terms of the reference. In- 
ternational lawyers recognized that his 
award was properly voided, as such a 
one would have been in a private suit. 
Even that, then, was not a repudiation 
of award. The award by its own terms 
annulled itgelf.. In all the rest of the 
record there is not even so muca of an 
approximation to failure of arbitration. 
There have been dozens of arbitrations 
since the treaty of Ghent. Some of them 
have involved states of less responsibility 
and trustworthiness than Venezuela. In 
gome of them the verdicts have been 
most unwelcome and even repugnant. But 
they have all been loyally accepted and 
fulfilled. That is an impressive fact, and 
it is one of the most encouraging facts 
connected with the whole subject of inter- 
national arbitration. 

So far as Venezuela individually is con- 
cerned it is not to be denied that she 
has in other things been neglectful of her 
obligations. For her delinquencies and ill 
doings she has been criticised here, even 
in the columns of The Trfbune, as sharp- 
ly as in London or Berlin. But so far 
as international-arbitration is concerned, 
that country does not seem to have for- 
feited her title to credit. We can recall 
three international arbitrations to which 
she has been a party. In two of them 
the verdicts were against her, and in the 
third the arbitrators practically ‘split the 
difference.’’ But we have heard no com- 
plaint that she repudiated or attempted 
to repudiate any of the awards. The 
last of the three suits was with France. 
The judgment was against Venezuela. 
But Venezuela behaved so well in the 
case that France has been willing to en- 
ter into arbitration with her again on 
later maters of -controversy, and is in 
fact at the present moment thus engaged. 
In these circumstances it is difficult: to 
perceive any good reason for the unpreéc- 
edented proposal which has been made 
by one or both of the allied powers now 
operating against Venezuela. If the case 
is to be arbitrated at all, and it is to be 
hoped it is, it Is worthy to be dealt with 
as all other international] controversies 
have been when submited to arbitration. 
There certainly seems to be no reason for 
the United States to indorse the notes of 
Venezuela. 
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| MONROE DOCTRINE ORIGIN. 


(From The Philadeiphie Inquirer.) 

So, much misinformation about the 
Monrpe doectrine exists that a brief 
history or it is important at 
this time. That doctrine is _§ sim. 
ply that European nations must not ac- 
quire more territory and extend their 
political institutions in the western hem- 
isphere. It grew out of the Napoleonic 
wars and was originally suggested by 
Great Britain as a result of the conti- 
nental+ wars with Napoleon. England 
said that we ought to give our moral 
support to the contest, and thought ou 
complaints of impressment of seamen of 
little account compared with the great 
issue involved. Napoleon, with his mar- 
velous capacity for deceit, maneuvered 
so as to appear the friend of this coun- 
iry and throw on Great Britain the onus 
of destroying our commerce, though he 
was perhaps the worst offender in this 
respect. In settling that war and bring- 
ing about peace George Canning. of the 
British ministry, was a prominent factor. 

When Napoleon was sent to St. Helena 
Great Britain was satisfied, but Spain 
yas not. During the wars she nad lost 
all her American possessions except Cuwha 
and Porto Rico, and she wanted to get 
them back, but was handicapped by a 
revolution in the peninsula. At the con- 
gress of Verona the holy alliance was 
formed to establish legitimacy in Europe 
and help Spain get back her colonies. 
This did not suit Great Britain, who was 
content that whatever gains had been 
nade in the way of liberalism should 
stand, but her power in the premises 
seemed limited. When Canning was made 
secretary of the foreign office he com- 
municated to our Minister Rush the im- 
portant news that if President Monrme 
would take strong grounds on the sub- 
ject of the independence of the South 
American republics he would receive the 
moral support of Grat Britain. 

The few sentences which announced the 
famous doctrine were originally written 
by John Quincy Adams, secretary of 
state, and with slight amendments were 
placed in Monroe’s message. The result 
was that the holy alliance gave up its 
plans so far as this hemisphere was con- 
cerned. As Great Britain had borne the 
brunt of the Napoleonic wars, it was 
useless to start a war with her and this 
eountry. against the doctrines of liberal! 
government. Canning’s hint to this coun- 
try came most opportunely. We had at 
that time recognized most of the south- 
ern republics, but close investigation 
showed that they were mere oligarchies, 
as most of thom have remained to this 
day. Nevertheless we could not sée them 
disturbed with composure, but to defy the 
whole of Europe was a task that made 
Monroe hesitate. We had just escaped 
| from the war of 1812, where we made a 
rather poor showing against a small por- 
tion of the British army, though in a few 
battles we had shown that American gol- 
ciers could defeat Wellington's veterans, 
Nevertheless there was no desire for an- 
other war, and the moral aid of Great 
Britain tendered by Canning was as grate- 
ful as it waS unexpected. It settled the 
question of the hour, and although Great 
Britain has often said that it was a purely 
temporary affair which ccvered only the 
particular situation of the time, and 
though other foreign nations have pro- 
tested against it and France once defied. 
it the doctrine has been maintadned in its 
integrity up to this time. It is unfor 
tunate that the southern republics for 
whom we have risked so much have 
shown little appreciation of our effort 
on their behalf. There is not a repubiic 
south of us worthy the name. Dictators 
or oligarchs rule the nations in the Inter- 
est of private greed, and we have not 
only received little of the trade of those 
countries, but are generally disliked by 
them. 

The Monroe doctrine is simply that of 
America for Americans, barrin g those 
foreign settiementg which were in exist- 
ence at tho time the doctrine was an- 
nounced. It doses not affect Canada or 
the Guianas, but it does mean that for- 
eign governments are not to extend their 
territory or political institutions here. 
And that is all that it does mean. It has 
no reference to the collecting of debts or 
Wars Waged on just considerations. 
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Fewer Southern Delegates. 
(Philadelphia Inquirer.) ~ 

For some years the present postmaster 
general, Mr. Payne, ‘aas favored a radical 
change in the composition of republican 
nationa] conventions, His plan is to base 
the number of delegates allotted a state 
upon the republican vote cast in that 
state. Under the rule that prevails two 
delegates are chosen from each congres- 
sional district, with four at large. As a 
result southern states where an electoral 
vote for a republican presidential candi- 
date is never cast have had undue weight. 
Under the Payne proposition states where 
the republican organization is principally 
on paper and where everything is solidly 
democratic would not be permitted to 
exert a large influence in conventions. 

Naturally, southern politicians have al- 
ways been opposed to the scheme. Once 
in four years delegates turn up, many of 
whom havé quaint and curious creden- 
tials. Among these delegates are usually 
@ lot of speculators wao hope to find in 
the convention an opportunity to pay not 
only their expenses, but to lay aside*a 
comfortable sum and perhaps bag an of- 
fice or two. The scandals which have 
frequently come out of national conven- 
tions most always involve the offering 
for sale of southern delegates, Coulg they 
be reduced in number and not be allowed 
to threaten the views and opinions ag to 
candidates held by the great republican 
States tnere would be less excitement m 
national gatherings. 

The subject is brought up again by a 
remark made to Senator Quay at the 
white house by Senator Pritchard, of 
North Carolina, who has been trying to 
do sumething for republicanism in that 
State. He thinks that the apportionment 
of delegates according to the number of 
yotes cast is the only true method. He 
will find few other southern leaders; or 
would-be leaders) to agree with him, but 
it is a proposition that ought to be adopt- 
ed nevertheless. It is to be hoped that 
Mr. Payne wil] not rest until ne finds a 
convention wifich will adopt his plan and 
give the unquestioned power into the 
hands of the states that furnish the large 
republican majorities.

For the dead man’s muscles were &till 
pliable and responded quite readily. 

No less an ecclesiastical authority than 
the pope has praised this piece of sculp- 
ture highly. When shown an excellent 
photograph of the work he was particu- 
larly pleased with the manner in which 
the muscles were brought out, and when 
told how the sculptor succeeded in reach- 
ing such results, he exclaimed: 

“Ah, the Christ must surely have 
looked this way when He was on the 
cross.”’ 

Another thing that interested the pope 
in connection with Mr. Hamilton’s cru- 
cifix was the support that the ‘sculptor 
placed at the Christ’s thighs. 

When Mr. Hamilton first nailed the 
corpse on a cross the bodv. of its own 
weight, pulled the arms loose. This or- 
eurred several times in succession, and 
each time after only a few minutes’ sus- 
pension. From\ this Mr. Hamilton ar- 
gued than when Christ was crucified His 
body must have been braced somewhere 
so aw to keep the dead weight from pull- 
ing the hands loose, He found by expe- 
rimenting that a slight support at the 
thighs prevented the hands_ loosening, 
and such a support he incorporatéd in the 
monument. 

The pope held that this discovery was 
exceedingly important, so he commanded

Then he 
fell between two moving cars and nar- 
rowly escaped death: A medical clinic 
decided that there was sometaing wrong 
with his brain and an operation at the 
Columbia hospital this week disclosed the 
knife blade, an iNch and a half long and 
half an inch wide.

“I asked him. not long ago why he made 
this trip of at least twenty biocks after 
his lunch. 

““Arn't you satisfied that we safe- 
guard the securities properly?’ I asked 
jokingly. 

“Oh, yes,’ he replied. ‘I know that 
nothing could happen to them, but I 
can sleep better o’ nights when I've 
seen with my own eyes that my fortune 
is safe and sound. That’s why I run down 
here every day.’ ” 


New York Scrubbing Up 

Now that the ordinance against the use 
of soft coal within the corporate limits 
is being enforced again, after having 
been suspended by Mayor Low a few days 
before the miners went back to work, 
_the city is beginning to scrub up. And it 
is paying many a pretty penny in its 
strenuous efforts to get clean. 

One of the best known renovators of 
buildings in the city told me yesterday 
that his firm had contracts under way 
ageregating nearly $50,000, and that hs 
knew of several other houses, each of 
which had as much business in hand. 

‘“‘New York is trying to get clean all in 
a hurry,’ he said, ‘and, as a result, the 
renovating trade is experiencing the 
greatest boom in years. In fact, so much 
work is being shoved at us that we wiil 
not be able to see clear decks, so to 
speak, for months. I1 fully believe that 
the rvsh will keep up for the 
part of a year, perhaps longer, and that 
over a half million dollars will be speiit 
in renovating. 

‘The principal part of our work is on 


and skyscrapers. It takes from two to 
three weeks to clean.a residence, about 
double that period to renovate the aver- 


| age bank building, and from two to three 


or four months to brighten up a skyscra- 
per. The cost of cleaning a skyscraper 
ranges anywhere between $5,000 and $12,- 
000. 


Salt Water for Street Cleaning. 

There seems to be a remote possibility 
that Street Cleaning Commissioner Wood- 
bury’s plan of laying supplementary wa- 
ter mains throughout the most crowded 
sections of the city, into which water di- 
rect from the rivers shall be pumped 
exclusively for the purpose of flushing 
the pavements, will meet with serious 
consideration, 

New York's water supply will be great- 
ly overtaxed within a few years by the 
demands made upon it for household and 
manufacturing purposes, and even now 
the fire department is sometimes ham- 
pered by lack of water. Indeed, that was 
undoubtedly one of the reasons for the 
great loss of life at the Park Avenue ho- 
tel fire. Thus, it is evident that the pres- 
ent supply must not be greatly en- 
croached upon by the street cleaners, not- 
withstanding the tremendous sanitary 
| importance of the work. 

Paris uses Seine water for flushing her 
pavements; London, in some sections, 
uses water from the muddy Thames for 


a special set of mains takes water from 
the “blue” Danube for the same pur- 
pose. 

Commissioner Woodbury estimates the 
cost of his innovation at $5,000,000 for the 
installation of plant and $800,000 per an- 
num running expenses. 

He does not call attention to the 
fact that the river water might also 
be used at fires when necessary, but there 
is no reason why it should not. Salt wa- 
ter will quench a blaze as quickly as 
fresh water. 

Furthermore, there is a possibility which 
he does not mention in his report—that ts, 
of transferring, at a trifling expense, t 
salt water irto a powerful disinfectant. 
The mere passage of a certain variety 
of electric current through salt water 
transforms it into an effective germicide 
similar to that which is‘ now bottled and 
sold for household and medical purposes. 
The mouths of several sewers empty- 
ing into the North river are at present 
thus rendered inoffensive, and et a com- 
paratively trifling additional expense New 
York city might make the salt water 
used for street flushing a means of mi- 
crobe destruction.

Dean of Harvard Makes an 
Unusual Ruling on Famed 
Game. 


BOAT A DOMESTIC ANIMAL; 
ANOTHER UNIQUE DECISION 


Coal Famine Has Fallen Athwart the 
Hub Once More, and the Worst 
of Winter Is Yet To Come.

Boston, December 19.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—‘“‘Chess is a theatrical per- 
formance.” This starting announcement 
is the official ruling of Professor Hul- 
bert, the dean of Harvard college, and it 
has caused no end of comment in the uni- 
versity city of Cambridge on the other 
side of the Charles river. This ruling Is 
unique, and it is sai. by Harvard men 
that the only thing that ever approached 
it was a ruling in the early fifties when a 


| sophomore -was forbidden to keep a row 


boat on Spot pond, under the rule that 
no student should be allowed to keep a 
domestic animal. 

This latest ruling has caused dismay. to 
the hearts of chess experts at Harvard, 
for, if it is interpreted strictly, the uni- 
versity chess team cannot hold tourna- 
ments with chess players of other col- 
leges unless the matches are played in 


Cambridge. So far as intercollegiate chess” 


matches are concerned in themselves, I 
would not write a “‘stickful,’”” but there 
are some features of unusual interest 
surrounding the manifesto of. Harvard's 
dean. Here is the story. 

A few days ago C. T. Rice, a member 
of the graduate school and also the presi- 
dent of the chess club, dropped into the 
dean’s office to receive that dignitary’s 
official sanction to the personnel of the 
team that would compete with the chess 
teams of other colleges. Dean Huribut 
was about to O. K. the Hst when another 
member of the faculty objected to one 
man on the list, saying that this partic- 
ular student was ineligible to compete 
inasmuch as he was on probation. Rice 
argued that the man’s probation had noth- 
ing to do with the case because the pro- 
bationary clause covered only athletics, 
debates and theatrical -. performances. 
Chess, he declared, came under none of 
these classes. After careful and prayer- 
ful deliberation the dean announced his 
decision in the words quoted above. Rice 
was dumbfounded. He is a westerner, 
and has all the honesty and frankness 
characteristic of the natives in that sec- 
tion of the country. He could not un- 
derstand the logic of the ruling, but that 
made no difference to the decision of the 
dean. 

Now here is where the complications 
come in. If chess is a “theatrical per- 
formance,” then intercollegiate matches, 
played outside of Cambridge, are impos- 
sible. There is a rule governing Harvard 
dramatics to the effect that ‘no per- 
formance shall be given in any city or 
town so far distant from Cambridge that 
the performers cannot return to the col- 
lege on the same night. Therefore, if the 
rules are interpreted ‘strictly, no games 
could be played with Yale at New Haven, 
Columbia at New York,-or ‘Princeton at 
Brinceton. Whether an exception will be 
made remains to be seen. 

The tempest the ruling. has caused is 
not confined to chess enthusiasts, buf the

SAFETY OF THE REPUBLIC 
IN VIRTUE OF ITS PEOPLE 


(From The Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

The Social Service Magazine has an es- 
gay upon the ruling conditions and cur- 
gent outlook in the United States from 
the president of the Big Four railway 
system, whica is so suggestive, and 
drawn upon lines so Jeffersonian, as to 
4nvite the serious attention of intelligent 
readers and to justify more than passing 
courmment. Mr. Ingalls isa democrat. Born, 
like go many successful) Americans, @ 
garmer’s boy. he has merged the man of 
affairs enouga withthe man of books to 
evolve in one and the same personality 
both the thinker and the actor upon tae 
_gtage of real life. Whatever he says is 

weighty, because it springs from a mind 
richly endowed and highly trained, 
fortified by varied exp* rience. 

In this latest contribution to tne reser- 
soir of contemporary thought, Mr. 
galls recognizes revolutionized ele- 
wgnents no less than thé momentous prob- 
Jems with which we have to deal. Upon 
Aho very threshold of the new century, af 
fhe clearly points out, political events and 
business conditions are crowding each 
wther so fast that we stop and wonder 
waat is to happen next. New develop- 
snents, new methods, new conditions, new 
obligations, are upon us, To many the 
clouds in the horizon have an angry look 
and they fear for the future of the na- 
tion. While optimists, like Mr. Ingalls, 
may not share their fears, they agree 
that the national safety depends upon tae 
virtue and integrity of our citizens, and 
it js just as well to look the situation 
over and make up our minds as to what 
should be done to meet the danger, if 
there be any. In fact, there nothing 
better for an individual or a community 
than to stop and think. We rush along 
Sn our mad race, heedless of the future. 
To many people tae close of the nine- 
teenth century and the opening of the 
awentieth century is not full of promise 
for the higher ideals of life; it seems to 
them that everything is being sacrificed 
te the desire of getting rich; that re- 
ligion, conscience, truth and virtue are 
at a discount, and tne world only thinks 
of who will win in the race, of pillng up 
millions. It is certainly a time for seri- 
ous thought. Heretofore we have been a 
nation in isolation, a law unto ourselves, 
but fast ships, cables, the intercourse ot 
people, the demands of commerce, cir- 
cumstances over which we had no con- 
trol, have forced us from this position 
and we stand forth today full grown and 
compelicd to take our snare of the re- 
sponsibilities of the world. 
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Thus admirably and truthfully sketch- 
ing the situation, Mr. Ingalls comes down 
to particulars, and in the following treats 
of the first and greatest of our outlying 
dangers: 

“The political ascendency of one party 
by as large a majority as the republicans 
have had for some years is an element of 
danger. The safest condition for a repub- 
lic ie to ‘nave two parties, strong and 
evenly divided; then neither side wifl go 
very far wrong for fear of the opposition, 

“The great danger as to our foreign 
possessions is that. with our colonial 
policy we shall drift along until in a 
fatal hour we will admit these different 
<ountries and islands as ‘territories,’ and 
then it is easy to make them ‘states.’ 
Then where will our republic be, when 
presidents are clected by votes in Cuba, 
Porto Rico. Hawaii and tne Philippines” 
You may say that this can never ‘ve, 
that I am supposing an impossibility, but 
let me assure you that the danger is al- 
ready with us. 

“Hawaii has been admitted as a ter- 
ritory, and if by chance some party in 
power should conclude that it needed an 
electoral vote. it is very easy to admit 
it as a state, and then your presidential 
election may be decided in Honolulu. Do 
you dream that our republic will last 
under such a condition as that? 

“Our mistake will be in drifting along 
witaout providing safeguards against the 
danger I have alluded to. We should at 
once provide by constitutional provisions 
that no state could be admitted to this 
union unless it was composed of contigu- 
ous and adjoining territory. This would 
cut out Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
the Philippines. Then we should create 
a system of colonial government—or a 
protectorate, as you please—so that we 
may hold our trade and commerce in the 
@aribbean sea, on the Pacific and in the 
Orient. For the gake of extending our 
trade we cannot trifle with the life of a 
zepublic.”’ 

The crisis. as Mr. Ingalls shows, is 
upon us. Our fleets and armies are in 
the Orient; we are in possession of new 
Jands and countries; we stand, as it were, 
sponsor for all the republics and nations 
of North and South America. When 
President Cleveland took his stand in the 
Venezuela case and the country sup- 
ported ‘nim we were committed to certain 
duties and responsibilities in reference to 
all our neighbors, and we cannot get 
away from them. The Spanish war and 
subsequent negotiations placed on us the

We quote the following: 

“Is there danger in the future from 
the great business combinations that are 


At every 
gathering men are inquiring and discuss- 
ing it. Has the struggle between capital 
and labor actually commenced and is the 
contest irrepressible? My observation in 
the last twenty-five years has been that 
labor has steadily won and capital iost 


_in the struggle which always exists more 


or jess. The compensation of labor has 
constantly risen, the cost of the necessi- 
ties of Hfe has decreased: On the other 
hand, tne earnings of, capital have grown 
less and less each year, and the rvespon- 
sibility and trouble of keeping it employ- 
ed has increased. The rate of interest in 
this country is only apout one-half what 
it was twenty-five years ago. A citizen 
who retired from business then and de- 
cided to live on his income is today in 
comparatively poor circumstances. In 
other words, if he has stood still ‘ne has 
seen the interest upon his capital cut in 
two, while his expenses have at the best 
stood still. 

“Capital has been able to exist and in- 
crease only when it has been actively em- 
ployed, and if it has been active it has 
aad to employ labor in order to exist. Our 
law of equal distribution of estates and 
the prevention of entails scatters wealth. 
About the only large estate in this coun- 
try today that I recall, which will not be 
Separated and divided’ among heirs 1s 
Carnegie’s, and it looks as though he 
might divide that up himself.. It is rare- 
ly taat large estates last long in a re- 
public. Children left with large wealth 
soon dissipate it. The saying that it is 
only three generations from the million- 


aire to the clerk in shirt sleeves js gen- - 


erally true, amd it is well for society and 
for the nation that it is true. 

“Has the danger to labor increased by 
the organization of the vast combinations 
of today? Tae trust is no new danger. It 
is an aggregation of capital under a new 
name. It may be a greater one, but it !s 
only a large corporation—the outgrowth 
of business and competition. How to 
contro! it Is the question. 

“Publicity and taxation, all agree, is 
one way of controlling and keeping the 
trusts within the limits. Let the ful: 
light of day be turmed on all their ac- 
tions, and provide either by a franchise 
or license tax that they shall pay their 
fair share of the burdens of the people. 
Our case is somewhat different from that 
of England or other countries, and there- 
fore precedents do not always apply. In 
England, for instance, they have practi- 
cally free trade, and there is nothing 
waich the trusts watts from parliament 
Here we have a tariff, and to a certain 
extent it is used as a protection for the 
corporations is that these great aggrega- 


tions of wealth may endeavor to control 


legislation and do things that smaller 


, bodies could mot attempt.’’ 


These are pregnant words. They touch 
the marrow of the question treated. Here 
is another passage which is full of wise 
Suggestions. Again we uote: 

“After all, this danger must be met, as 
all dangers in the republic must be, and 
must be overcome by the virtue of the 
people. We must, so far as possible, pro- 
tect our small landholers. In their hands 
is the future of the republic. If you wil] 
read the history of the empires and re- 
publics that have perished you will find 
that their failure dates from the time 
when the lands drifted into large holdings 
and were cultivated by tenants or slaves, 
So far, therefore, as it can be done by 
legislation our small property holders 
should be encouraged and they should be 
protected; their burden should be made 
as light as possible and capital should be 
made to pay its fair share of the burdens 
of the state. Large ownerships of land 
should be discouraged and prevented. 

“Our system of taxation is the crudest 
on the civilized earth, with possibly the 
exception of Turkey and some of the 
Oriental countries. The laws of every 
state are different, and by means of this 
large aggregations of capital avoid pay- 
ing tneir share of the cost of govern- 
ment. We are just learning that ‘a fran- 
chise tax is the easiest collected of any, 
and probably one of the fairest ways of 
raising revenue. Of course, those who 
manage corporations will object, as 
everybody does, to paying taxes, but, 
nevertheless, it is right and proper. Those 
that have the pfotection of the state 
should bear taeir share of its burdens. 

“T have always believed in an income 
tax, and have thought that the decision 
of our supreme court against the consti- 
tutionality of such a tax was one of the 
most unfortunate occurrences of the age. 


‘We ghould have a tax on all incomes, 


large or small, exempting a moderate 
amount of property from execution and 
levy. This country is so rica that with 
a fair system of taxation ang economy 
in expenditure, the tax rate will be so 
low that it will not be oppressive, and 
thus we will encourage and protect our 
stgal] property holders.’’ 

Here is Mr. Ingalls’ conclusion: 

“The doctrine of state rights is not a 
popular one, but I sincerely beHeve that 
we must come back to It if we would pre- 
serve our government. Our fathers were 
wise in their day, and they provided a 
system of checks in order to preserve the 
liberties of the -people, and taey also re- 
served to the people all rights not ex- 
pressly granted. The conflict to deter- 
mine whether this country should be all 
slave or all free nearly destroyed these 
checks. It made the doctrine of state 
rights unpopular, and for a quarter of a 
century we have been drifting toward a 
strong government at Washington. Otr 
people rusa from state legislatures to 
congress, from state courts to United 
States courts. Under one pretext or an- 
other the right of the state is broken 
down, and the cry is always for a strong 
government, forgetting that the more you 
condense and crowd into Washington the 
more dager of corruption and wrong. 
Change this and keep as much home as 
you can, so you can watch waat is done. 
Then, indeed, shall we transmit to our 
children this fair heritage that We Tre- 
ceived from our fathefs. 

“It is the last hope of man, and iff it 
fails here then there is no more chance 
for free government for centuries. Tne 
seeds of liberty that were sown on the 
shores of the stormy Norta seaand trans- 
mitted here by our fathers, planted by 
them, nourished and cemented by their 
blood and handed down to us must not be 
lost. If we do our duty as citizens they 
will be preserved to ourselves and our 
children for this twentieta and succeeding 
¢enturies.”’ 

Rare indeed do we find a great railway 
magnate, closely connected as he must be 
with the great capitalists, seeing so clear- 
ly and talking so frankly. But Mr. In- 
galis is first of all a good citizen and a 
good American, a thinker as well as an 
actor. And, he is a good democrat, too!

The sermon last Sunday night follows: 

Text—“and Adam called his wife's 
mame. Eve; because she was the mother 
of all living.’’—Gen. iii, 20. 

“As has been previously announced, 
we begin tonight a series of Sunday 
night lectures on ‘The Historic Women 
of the Old Bible." »fy main reasons are 
first, a connected study of the Old Tes- 
tament scriptures.

He says he is now 
buying, not selling, brood mares: that in 
the future he will sell no yearlings unti 
they are tried out, and his sales here- 
after will only be that of tried horses. 
Hamburg Place is but a nursery to re- 
plenish from year to year his extensive 
racing stable. He has, owing to the in- 
crease of mares on his place, withdrawn 
rom the public for the season of 1903. the 
services of his, great stallion, imgorted 
Mirthful; the Kentucky. Derby winner, 
Plaudit; imported Sandringham, the 
brother to Persimmon, leading winning 
stallion in England this year; Jack Point, 
and imported Ogden, winner of the futur- 
ity, and these great horses will only be 
bred to mares owned by this astute horse- 
man. 

Mauiden will have close to 100 horses 
in training the coming ‘year. Probably 
7 or 80 of these are 2-year-olds, and as 
usual they will be culled down to about 
twenty head for the eastern division of 
his large stable, the best of the others 
being booked for western racing and the 
others will be sold-Gut as buyers for that 
class of horses are found. There is a 
chance that some he will let go. will 
prove stake horses, the case of Jackful 
last year being an illustration, as wkere 
SO many are tried out in one stable a 
rare jewel is often overlooked. Madden 
has ‘set his heart on winning the Futurity 
with a home-bred colt. He has trainea 
two winners of that, the richest classic 
event of the American turf, but he longs 
to lead home as the victor a colt filly 
bred at Hamburg Place. 

So far In the horse business Madden has 
accomplished all he has undertaken, and 
it is reasonable to expect that he will 
turn out a home-grown Futurity winner 
after a few years of breeding.

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WHAT MRS. STEPHENS SAID 
ABOUT HIGH SCHOOLS 


HE minority report of Mrs. J. M. 
“T steonens of the lady board of visit- 

ors of the public schools, has at- 
tracted attention. Mrs, Stephens ‘took 
issue with the majority report on the 
subject of the high schools. 


Mrs. Stephens’ report was, in full, as 
follows: 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: To 


that part of our report which says, ‘‘If these 
institutions,’” referring to the high sehools, 
‘are weak and tottering,.it is. your duty to 


know why,’’ I take :ssue. 
As f have been a pupil’ in both grammar 
and high school, then a teeaeher, now a 


mother with children in the schools, and aiso 
baving the honor to be a member of your 
toa.d, I have visited the schools as often as 
possible and have carefully examined intwo 
their condition and progress, and, haying an 
accurate knowledge of facts, it wouid seem to 
me poth ungrateful and unjust not to speak 
a word in praise of a system so excellent. 

The Poys’ High school has a good, roomy 
Luilding, a well-furnished laboratory, and an 
enthusiastic faculty that is not surpassed by 
any in the etate.. Its Members are men who 
have spent years in college and university 
halls to equip themselves for efficient work. 

The frequent mecting of the faculties of 
both high schools, the every Saturday meet~- 
irg of the teachers, the constant revision of 
the courses of study, have resulted in a very 
wide-awake attitude on the part of teachers, 
miost excellent courses of study, methods of 
instruction, wise and up-to-date, and thorough 
discipline. 

No one should forget in the heat of opposi- 
tion that to state a thing and to prove it are 
two different mattere, and that a. statement 
unsupported by evidence may disturb the im- 
agination for a moment, but leaves no lasting. 
impression on the mind. 

Justice should be done eaoh and every one, 
no matter from what part of the country he 
hails. 

Results show that the Boys’ High school has 
done, and is doing, great things. The eye that 
is free from ignorance, ulterior selfish motive, 
or prejudice is compelled to see the wonderful 
work, which illumines the records of this ad- 
mittedly superior school. Atlanta today is an 
evidence of whet this school has done. Her 
citizens have made her what she is, and the 
school has made the citizen. Any bluw to the 
schools is a blow to the city. 

Here are the names of a few men whose 
lives demonsirate the usefulness of this inati- 
tution. They are the alumni of the school: 

Judge John 8S. Candler, recently elected as- 
sociate justice ef the supereme cuurt of Ceor- 
gia: Hon. Clark Howell, twice president of the 
senate, former speaker of the house, and 
editor in chief of The Const‘tution; Llon. John 
M. Slaton, chairman of the general judiciary 
committee of the house of representatives, and 
an able lawyer; Hon. John A. Hynde, a mem- 
ber cf the city council: Hon. James L. Mayson, 
city attorney of Atlanta; Hon. E. P.* Burns, 
of the board of education; Hon. Nash R., 
Broyles, the city fecorder; Hon, Reuben R. 
Arnold, an able lawyer; Lacien L. Knight, 
orator and editor of note, who will be a min- 
ister of the gospel; Hon. E. R. Black, the 
city solicitor; Morton Smith, the assistant 
manager of The Atlanta Journal; T. W. Reid, 
the editor of The Athens Banner, and very 
any others renowned ih law, journalism, the 
ministry, teaching and business. 

Among the younger graduates of distinction 
is Marion H. Smith, son of Presidént Hoke 
Smith. This young marr won the medal in the 
high school as its best debater. 

There are Charles I. Ryan, Milton Hirsch, 
Leonard Haas, Veazy Rainwater, Dr. James 
McD. Gaston, W. A. Hirsch, Jr., W. M. 
Goodwin and many more engaged in the hon- 
orable walks of life. ‘ 

The boys who are the pupils of this school 
come from. every circle in Atlanta. Heré are 
the sons of the wealthy and prominent. who 
patronize this schocl because of its exceilence. 
Also the son of the deeclate widow and the 
poor mechanic’s boy. The forlorn mother and 
honest, hard-working father have the rainbow’ 
of promise held out tu them that their song 
may become cultured” citizens, able law- 
makers and ornaments to the state that gave 
them birth. 

The enroliment in the Boys’ High school, as

Principal to the superintendent, is 188. These 
boys are promoted from the grammar 2.

If the grammar ‘schools had promoted 231 


4s 


boys, and if the above percentage had been 
maintained, 161 boys would have. been en- 
rolied in the first grade, instead of 98. The 


official reports in the superintendent's office 
furnish these figures. 

In the face of these figures, we cannot see 
the justice or truth tn characterizing the Boys’ 


High school as ‘‘weak and tottering.’’ The 
language ts a misfit. It is not based on 
facts. 


Necessity obliges many boys to go-to work 
as soon as they have finished the grammar 
schools, for the supporil of themselves and 
farm:lies, while their sisters continue at 
school. This is an industrial town, and conse 
quently there ts a growing demand for boys 
to enter business. The boys feel obliged to 
accept these opportunities. A thorough busi- 
ness department should be added to the Boys’ 
High school. 

Again, it is well known that within the last 
several years the demand for technical edu- 
cation has greatly increased, consequently 
many boys, who, under the ideas of educa- 
tion existing up to five or six years ago, would 
have taken a high school course, now seek 
technical training. This fact has had a great 
influence on the attendance at thé schuol, 

But in the face of al] these adverse condi- 
tions, for none of which is the achool re- 
motely responsible, the percentage of boys in 
&ttendance on the high school is larger than 
anywhere else in Georgia, and greater than 
in many of the leading cities of the United 
States. In many other cities the giris in the 
high school eutnumber the boys, four, . five, 
six, even ten to one. In some high schoolg 
there are no graduates but giris, all the boys 
having dropped out to go to work to support 
their parents, and to enable their sisters to 
continue in sch>ol. 

At present the graduates of this school who 
have taken a g¢.0od stand in their classes can. 
with about a month or eix weeks of additional 
study, cnter the sophomore class in any col- 
‘ege in Georgia. 

Chancelor Hill, of the University of Georgia 
who attended a public debate of the school, 
said that iH eurpassed intercollegiate debates 
which he had heard. 

Risho}. Candler once wrote in a letter that 
he wished there were ‘‘a thousand such 
rchools in Georgia.”’ e 

President Hoke Smith, in an“address at the 
opera house last summer on the occasion of 
the graduation of the claas of 1902, said that 
this school was the best in the state, if not 
in the south. 


Girls’ High School. 

In’ the Girls’ High school the number en- 
rolied in 1902-1903 is 537. The number en- 
rolled 1889-1890 wae 319, showing an in- 
crease of 218. The number of graduates since 
1873 te 1.136. 

Of the 218 teachers employed in the public 
schools of Atlonta, 146 are graduates of the 
Girkts’ High school.

“It is but just to say that the school that 
best puplile as a class is the 
Atianta High School for Girls 

‘"My visite to the school have shown me that 
it ie admirably organized, adminictered, and 
taught, and that In an unusual degree it is 
worthy of public confidence.’’

Therefore, it does seem to an unbiased mind 
that such language as ‘‘weak and tottering,” 
when applied to these institutions, comes from 
those who ‘‘see through a glass darkly.” 

What a spectacle Aflanta would he without 
its high schools! To abolish them would be 
madness in the extreme. Surely, no blindness 
eo dark, terrible and debasing will ever come 
upon our city. I do not Believe that it has 
ever been seriously contemplated. I feel that 
a mistake has been made, and that the ques- 
tion was purely a financial one. 

Atianta will ‘take no backward step. Over 
her templce of learning will ever be written in 
letters of gold, ‘Seek and ye shall find; knock 
and it shall be opened unto you.”” Her citizens 
are men—

Their Total Value Amounts to Almost One 


Million

More dwellings and better dwellings

The figures show

efforts of the builders during 
the vear to supply residents of Atlanta 
dwellings have been wel! worthy 
of note. 

These facts are found in the records 
at the office of Building Inspector Frank 
A. Pittman, who is one of the hardest 
worked officials of the city, despite the 
fact that he has two assistants in his 
office. The building inspector and his 
two assistants are kept on a run from 
morning until night and it is difficult to 
secure a half hour with any of them. 

When the office closed yesterday efter- 
noon 692 permits for dwellings had been 
issued during 192. Last year. which es- 
tablished a new record, 691 permits were 
issued and, therefore, ~ot only is a new 
record already established, but each per- 
mit for a dwelling that is issued from 
now until the end of the vear will aid in 
establishing a new record on dwellings. 

The estimated value of the dwellings 
erected in Atlanta this year so far is 
$966,869, while last year, during the entire 
twelve months, th@ estimated value of the 
dwellings was $805,180, and last year was 
a record breaker on dwellings in the 
office of the building inspector. I: wil] 
be noted. however, that the estimated 
value of dwellings this year is already 
much more than the estimated 
values of last year and Building In- 
spector Pittman declares that there is 
a chance this year to break all previous 
records by nearly $200,000.

He Has Just Established a New 
Record in His Office.

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sued during one month has reached the 
$100,000 mark. Two months broke the rec- 
ord this year—May and June, as will be 
noticed from the statement—and May es- 
tablished a record of $132,666, which wili 
probably not equaled for a number of 
years. Before this year the record for 
one month was held by October, 1901, 
when $97,285 was the estimated value of 
buildings erected under permits issued. 

The average cost of dwellings in At- 
lanta, according to the records of the in- 
spector’s office, is about $1,000. In 1902 
the average cost of dwellings went up to 
$1,160, while this year the average cost 
has advanced to %,393, which shows that 
the class of homes built under permits 
granted this year has been excellent. 

Building Inspector Pittman is very much 
gratified by the records of his office this 
year, 

“There is one record,’ he sald ‘‘which 
shows the exact prosperity of the city. 
When this record shows an increase then 
the city is growing larger. I am refer- 
ring to the records.about dwellings in 
my office. 

“It is possible for the building records 
of the city to show permits issued for 
$1,000,000 of buildings in one month, but 
that figure might be reached by issuing 
permits for three or four large office 
buildings, and would represent the work 
of two years. 

“When, however, there is an actual 
and substantia] increase in the records 
for dwellings there must be an increase in 
the population of thé. city. The 692 per- 
mits issued this year mean that 692 homés 


have actually been erected inside the city” 


and these homes are being lived in and 
shelter familis. That 1s why I say that 
the dwelling records are important. ®@ 

“In common with all citizens of At- 
lanta, I am proud of the building record 
of the city. It is true that the estimated 
value of the buildings does not represent 
their actual value, because everyone who 
builds a house appears to believe that 
the real estate assessments are based up- 
on the values estimated in this office, 
while as a tatter of fact the tax asses- 
sors never see my books and do not care 
to. It is also true that a house invariably 
costs more than the first estimates. For 
this reason our books do not show the 
actual figures, but we endeavor to make 
careful estimates.”’

COLONEL REVILL WILL BE 


PUBLIC BUILDING KEEPER 


OLONEL W. T. REVIUL, of. Green- 
(- ville, Meriwether county, was yes- 

terday appointed by Governor @er- 
rell keeper of public buildings and 
grounds for the year beginning January 
1, 1908. 

Colonel Revill was Governor Terrell’s 
school teacher, and some of his friends 
intimate that this is perhaps a reward 
to the colonel for never having thrashed 
the present chief executive when. he was 
a schoo) bey. However that may be, the 
appointment is an interesting and worthy 
tribute to an able and an honored citi- 
zen and a lifelong friend. 

The appointment is not made for a 
longer period than one year on account 
of the fact that there is a bill pending 
in the legislature the object of which 
is to require the Keeper of public build- 
ings and grounds to be an architect, and 
which proposes to increase the salary 
from $1,500, the present amount, to $2,000. 
This bill was suggested by the appropria- 
tions committee of the house with a view 
to securing for the state the services of 
a practical architect who shall be re- 
quired to visit all the public buildings 
In the state at least once every six 
months.

doubt the popularity of Santa Claus, 

that good hearted old man who 18 
the delight of the childish heart, all they 
have to do is to consult the nixie depart- 
ment of the Atlanta postoffice, to which 
place al] mail not properly stamped or 
addressed finds its way, and they will be 
thoroughly convinced. For during the 
past few days and within almost every 
mail has been received a large numbel 
of letters addressed to ‘‘Dear Santa,”’ 
messages of &trong and touchi:.g appeal 
for -a visit from that generous friend of 


the children. 

As far as the Atlanta postoffice is con- 
cerned, W. B. Hunt and Miss Emma 
Blodgett, in charge of the nixie depart- 
ment, have been designated “Banta 
Claus,’”’ for they receive and take charge 
of all mail addressed to that historic 
persorage. Such of the letters as are 
properly stamped and sealed are forward- 
exl to the dead letter office in Washing- 
ton, where in turn they are destroyed, 
while those that are not stamped or seai- 
ed are kept in the local office or de- 
strcoyed. 

Old Santa is never bothered with mail 
but once a year, but when the crush of 
Christmas mail begins to passa througa 
the postoffice then santa’s correspondence 
begins to pour in. Already many of his 
letters have been confiscated andl Mr. 
Hunt stated yesterday afternoon that’ he 
expects many more to come into the 
office between now and Christmas day. 

Hundreds of little children, with hearts 
brim: full of happiness and joyful antici- 
pation, mai] these letters and then im- 
patiently wait in blissful expectancy fot 
the great loads of presents they have re- 
quested Santa to bring them on Christ- 
mas eve night. Earnestness and im- 
plicit confidenee that their desires will 
be gratified by the good St. Nicholas can 
be detected in every line, although some 
of the appeals, penned by the iittle tots. 
are elmost illegible. Nevertheless they 
know that Santa Claus is a great man, 
and they have jittle fear that he will fali 
to discern any of their wants. 

Some of the letters contain requests 
for a varied assortment of toys and other 
articles, and the manner of expressing 
the requests is sometimes humorous, 
bringing smiics to the faces of those who 
peruse the letters. Others, however, far 
from being laughable, express a sentiment 
pathetic, causing the hearts of those 
who read them to throb with tender sym- 
pathy and arouses a desire ts take San- 
ta Claus’ place and supply the gifts them- 
selves. “For it may be that Santa, with 
his wide territory to cover and with his 
great load of presents, may fail to reach 
the homes of some of the little fellows, 


who huve sought his generosity through | 


the mails. It is announced, however, that 
it is believed Santa will be able to visit 
the children whose letters have come into 
the Atlanta office. 

The letters come not only from Atlanta, 
put from other sections as well, and from 
ihe addresses it would seem that old 
Santa is well supplied with homes, Most 
children appear to be convinced that his 
home, or méin dff'ce, is located eat the 
north pole; and their letters are addressed 
accordirgly. Other letters are addressed 
to “Santa Claus, Fairyland,”’ and one let- 
ter bore this . unique address: “Santa 
Claus. Under the Bridge.’’ A letter was 
received during the past week from a 
chiki in a south Georgia city, and, not 
knowing the exact whereabouts of Santa 
and teeing cspecially desirous that the 
message should reach him, the sender 
addressed it thus: ‘“‘Santa Claus, Wher- 
ever He Is.” On one corner of the en- 
velope was carefully written the send- 
er’s address. When the letter was turned 
into the nixie office, Mr Hunt marker . 
it, “Cannot be found,’’ and returned it. 


| Thé child will not probably send a letter 


s 


addressed to the north pole or Fairy- 
land. ' 

Not only are the addresses striking, but 
the contents of the letters are equally or 
more remarkable. The extracts given 
here are obtained from letters unstamped 
or unsealed, which have not been sent 
to the dead letter office, but have found 
lodgement in the nixie office. There is 
one mark of similarity in all of the let- 
ters, and that is the children stress the 
fact that they are ‘“‘good.’ 

One youngster expresses his Christmas 
wants in this respect: 

“Dear Santaes: Please send me a trin. 
and a ritin.desk, a gun and a tul chest 
and a bullie goat and a wagon.” Hethcn 
signs his name and place of residence, 
and to make the address more explicit 
adds: “Middle chimney. second floor.” — 

Here is an extraordinary request from 
a little girl: 

“Dear Santa: I want you to bring me 
u nice pretty doll with lilac hair. My 
sister has a lilac dress and I think ita 
so pretty and I want something Iilac. 
Now please bring me a doll with Milae 
hair so I will have something she hasn't 
got.”’ 

Another little girl, with, an evident 
strong penchant for handsome things, 
after enumerating a long list of wants, 
concludes as follows: 

‘Now dear Santa my papa and mama 
live in the same house with me and if 
you have anything left I wish you would 
bring them something. My papa is @ 
yery good man, but Mama 1s gooder.” 

A little boy, whose letter to Santa had 
been answered with a disapproval of 
some of his wants, was bold enough to 
write a second time, and although the 
second letter was somewhat tinged wita 
disappointment, he seemed to think that 
Santa Claus knew best what he should 

ave. ; 

“Of course Dear Santa I want those 
things,’ he wrote among other things. 
“Rut then if you think a boy my age 
should not have a shot gun and a pistol, 
I will do without them and will be satis- 
fied if you bring me something else nice, 
I received your letter this morning. 
Mama made me clean out the fireplace 
and I found it in the ashes.”’ 

There are many others; but these few 
samples will serve to give an idea of the 
nature of Santa Claus’ correspondence. 
You can judge from this the responsibil- 
ity resting on the old man. After work- 
ing pard all year making the thousands 
and hundreds of thousands of presents, 
just before he hitches up his reindeers 
and starts on his annual tour he must at- 
tend to this vast correspondence, answer- 
ing such letters as demand ay answer. 

Postmaster Blodgett, in speaking yes~ 
terday afternoon of the Santa Claus mail, 
expressed the hope that the hundreds of 
letters will receive recognition and that 
Santa will visit the homes of all good 
children: that the juvenile heart in the 
per, cheerless home will be rendered 
light and happy on the joyous Christmas 
morn, as well as in the home of the rich.

SUGAR WAS THE FEATURE 


It Was Strong on Prospect of the 
Adoption of Cuban Reciprocity 
Treaty — Market Almost 
Wholly in Hands of 
Professionais. 


New York, December 20.—There was 
not much significance to today's desul- 


| tory trading in stocks, which was almost 


wholly in the hands of professional op- 
erators. Commission houses reported a 
falling off in the recently renewed busi- 
ness. This market is disposed to take 
on an attitude of waiting after the week’s 
covering movement, realizing that the 
money market still has heavy demands 
to meet, notwithstanding the feeling of 
Sreater confidence in its ability to do 
SO as a result of the existence of the 
bankers’: protective pool. The bank state- 
ment emphasizes the desirability of con- 
Sefvation in the use of credits. The loan 
contraction of $3,510,200 was received with 
satisfaction, but the resulting increase in 
reserve requirements was still  insuf- 
ficient to offset the shrinkage in cash, 
which was $1,762,100. This still leaves the 
surplus at over $8,000,000 compared with 
$5,785,327 a year ago. Next week $10,000,000 
subscriptions to the Western Maryland 
Syndicate must be met, followed by other 
syndicate requirements and the prepa- 
rations for the yearly disbursements. 
The stock market rallied sharply after 
the selling incident to the bank state- 
ment and closed firm. A sudden spurt in 
Sugar to 129 helped the final rally. That 
stock had been strong throughout, appa- 
rentsy on the ground of the prospect 
of the adoption of the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty. There was also an animated 
speculation in Texas Pacific, which rose 
to 41 7-8 and then fell to 39 3-8 under 
very heavy offerings.

Comment on Bank Statemnt. 


New York, December 20.—The New York 
Financier this week Says: 

“Accerding to the estimates of known 
money movements in and Out of New York 
last week, the banks gained over halt 
a million in cash, but the bank state- 
ment of Saturday, compiled on average, 
showed a loss in cash of $1,762,100. This 
decrease, in as far as it affected surplus 
reserves, was offset in targe part 
by a reduction of $5,875,200 in deposits, the 
excess reserve. falling only $293,300 to 
$8,903,600, which is $2,000,000 above the total 
cf a year azo. The decrease Is. $5,510,200 
in loans, a belated record of the previous 
week’s liquid&®tion, as nothing of import- 
ance has occurred in the present market 
to indicate much of a change either 
way, so far as bank loans are concerned. 
The deposit decrease coincides with the 
loss in money and tovan contraction, and 
is thus accounted for. The total of loans 
is still in excess of deposits by $8,000,000, 
but when it is recalled that the national 
banks of New York alone have increased 
their capital and surplus within the past 
year by $41,000,000 the slight excess of 
loans loses any importance tha¥ otherwise 
might attach to it. Speaking in general, 
the bank position for this’season is sound. 
The early movement of money from the 
interior, noted :n the previous week's 
statement, continues, the banks having 
gained from this source alone within six 
days over $2,000,000. There is every indi- 
cation that this movement will ‘be con- 
tinued, although the activity of business 
at all centers and the changirg condi- 
tions in the positions of country banks 
may interfere with it to some extent. It 
is not to be overlooked that loans of 
banks outside of reserve cities have ex- 
panded 
which is a larger increase than reported 
by the reserve centers themselves, and 
this foreshadows a general demand for 
funds in what may be designated coun- 
try districts and which may retard the 
flow of money to this and other import- 
ant points. Still the metropolitan banks 
have never failed to gain heavily in cash 
with the beginning of each year, and the 
same experience is to be anticipated now. 
The heavy dividend period now approach- 
ing may result in some shifting and dis- 
tunbances in the market for a week or 
two, but these will be only temporary. 
The formation of the bankers’ pool, the 
fal! in exchange and the completcd liqul- 
dation in the stock market led to the 
logical conclusion that the money market 
for a few weeks at least will cease to be 
the center of absorbing interest in finan- 
cial circles. With the gradual fal] in 
interest rates, however, the exchange sit- 
vation possibly wil: strengthen to the 
point where gold exports will have to be 
taken into consideration. Such exports 
are not regarded as immediate factcrs#

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, December 2.—The stock 
market opened weak with a threatening 
break in prices, which promised a renewal 
of the demoralized conditions of last week 
during the pertod of forced liquidation. 
The announcement was made Monday of

000. This sum was to be placed at the 
digpesal of President Baker. of the First 
national bank; President Stillman, of the 
National City bank, and J: P. Morgan as 
a committee and to be liable for loans on 
call in case of an emergency in tne money 
market.

All efferts to find Mrs. Ballinger after 
the affair failed. Police Matron Bohne- 
feld stated last night that she had been 
informed Mrs. Ballinger had left the city 
for Jacksonville. 

Says She Is Insane. 

Mrs. Ballinger’s friends say that Mrs. 
Wood is insane and has mase a terrible 
mistake. If Mrs. Ballinger had left the 
city, they say it wes because she wanted 
to get away from the publicity into which 
she Las been wrongfully thrown. 

Wood and his wife have been separated 
several months. He was arrested at her 
instigation on the charge of beating her, 
and was bound over for the offense. 
/Wood, at the time, claimed his wife was 
insane, and he denied having struck ‘her. 
The case ageinst him for wife beatiag 
is pending in the state courts, although 
his wife has asked that it be with- 
drawn. 

It is said that Mrs. Wood is insanely 
jealous of her husband, and that her 
jealousy is what unsettled her mind.

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HE suvreme council of the Royal 
Arcanum was organized in Boston, 


Mass., on June 23, 1877, by Dr. Wil- 


aon, one of the founders of the order. who 
installed the original nine into the re- 
spéctive positions assigned to them, viz: 
John A. Cummings, printer and publisher, 
was the first past supreme. regent; Dr. 
Darius Wilson, first supreme regent; Ju 
lius M. Swain, a merchant, supreme vice 
regent; Professor George W. Blish, an elo- 
cutionist, supreme orator; W. O. Robson 
a professional stenographer, supreme sec- 
retary: Charles K. Darling. a merchant 
and treasurer of many Masonic, Odd Fel- 
lows, and other bodies, supreme treas- 
urer; Rev. William Bradley. a life-long 
philanthropist, supreme chaplain, Dr. 
J. H. Wright. then a medical student, 
supreme guide; Ezra M. Crawford, of Bos- 
ton, a bookkeeper, supreme warden; and 
William Goodhue, of Boston, supreme 
sentry. (Some of Mr. Goodhue’s friends 
were so convinced that the Royal Arca- 
num would be a failure and were so op: 
posed to his taking pert in the organi- 
zation that he withdrew and did not 
attend the second meeting.) The supreme 
council worked as a voluntary associa- 
tion for some months and obtained a 
charter from the state of Massachusctts, 
Noveypber 5, 1877, 

All the members of the supreme council 

underwent the usua! medicai examination - 
at the meeting on June 23, and paid the 
fees prescribed for admission to mem- 
bership. They all went in as members 
of Alpha council, No. 1. of Boston, on 
June 25, when the degree was conferred 
upon Brother M. J. Chapin, the first ini- 
tiate. 
' Many long evenings of that hot sum- 
mer of 1877 were spent by the committee 
on laws, consisting of Brothers Cum- 
mings, Swain and Robson, in rearranging, 
improving. and perfecting the code of 
constitutions and laws. One of the first 
principles adopted was that the Royal Ar- 
ceanum should be a society governed by 
law, to which all departments should 
strictly adhere. the highest officer and 
the humblest member to stand upon an 
equality in this respect. 

It would be useless to attempt to ana- 
lyze the underlying motives which brought 
these nine founders of the order together. 
At least seven came primarily because 
they were invited, and because they were 
willing to give time and service in a 
good cause for the benefit and elevation 
of their fellow men. 

Dr. Wilson believed there was a public 
demand for such an order, and Brother 
Cummings was determined that the con- 
tribution of Massachusetts to the supply 
should be first class. How well they in- 
terpreted public sentiment may be judg- 
ed by the record shown at the first an- 
nual meeting, in April, 1878, of three 
grand councils (Massachusetts, Ohio, and 
Michigan). sixty-four subordinate coun- 
cile, and three full ($3,000) death benefits 


In 1879 afi act of the legislature au- 
‘thorized the supreme council to meet out- 
side of the state of Massachusetts, and 
the third annua! session was held under 
that authority in May. 1880. in Detroit, 
Mich., when grand councils had been 
organized in New York, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Illinois, Virginia, 
Maryland, Tennessee and Georgia. There 
were 470 councils and 20,400 members. ‘The 
annual sessions were thereafter held in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1881: in Baitimore, 
Md., in 188: in Richmond, Va., in 18x38; in 
Chicego, Ill., in 1884; in Buffalo, N. Y¥., in 
4885; in Philadelphia, Pa., in 1886. 

At the tenth annual session in Boston, 
June, 1877, the membership was nearly 
75,000, with 1,013 subordinate and sixteen 
Brand councils. An act was procured from 
the Massachuset’s legislature t» enable 
the supreme council to meet in the Do- 
minion of Canada, and the eleventh ses- 
sion was nelid at Toronto, in 18k8; the 
twelfth session was at Atlantic City, N, 
J., in 1889; the thirteenth at Milwaukee, 
Wis., in 1890; the fourteenth at Atlanti¢ 
City in 1891; the fifteenth at Providence, 
R. I., in 1892; the sixteenth at Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., in 1893; the seventeenth at De- 
troit, Mich., in 1894; the eighteenth at 
St. Louis, Mo., in 189%: the nineteenth 
at Savannah, Ga., in 18986: and the twen- 
tieth at Bo:ton, in 1897, when the mems- 
bership had grown to 195,000, with 1,728 
subordinate and twenty-one grund coun- 
cils.

HAVE never known a worthier repre- 
| sentative of fhe thoroughly cultivated 
southern gentleman. than. the subject 


of this short memoir. And I propose to 


| Justify my opinion by telling the tale 


of his life simply, briefly, I wish I could 
add nobly, as it really was. 

His parental ancestors were natives 
of France. Eight generations ago, ear- 
ly in the reign of Louis XIV, their home 
was in Paris, where the family name, in 
its original form, Ranc, is still a familiar 
one. They were Huguenots, a name 


synonymous with heroic gouls. They were 
agherents of the ancient Moravian faith, 
and with a noble band of gentle Mora- 
vians from Saxony sailed from Holland 
in the English vesel Morton House, and 
landed at Philadelphia, August 24, 1728, 
and settled in what is now known as Lan.- 
caster county, Pennsylvania. Samuel 
Ranck, the great grandfather:-of the sub- 
ject of .this sketch, was a member of 
Colonel James Cunningham's battalion, 
known as the “Flying Camp,” during the 
revolutionary war. and crossed the ice 
gorged waters of the Delaware with 
Washington, and was one of the cold and 
hungry victors of the battle of Trenton. 
He was at the battle of Germantown, 
Qctober 4, 1777, and aided the cause of 
the revolution in every way. 

Our subject was the son of Solomon R. 
and 8S. A. M. Ranck, grandson of Samue!] 
Ranck. second, and great-grandson of 
Samuel Ranck, first, who was a soldier of 
the revolution and son of John Michael 
Ranck and Anna ‘Barbara. The former 
was born of French parents, Huguenot 
refuges of 1680. 

Our subject was the son of Solomon R. 
and S. A. M. Rancks grandson of Samuel 
Ranck, second, and Mary Aultz, great- 
grandson of Samuel Ranck, first. 

He was a student at Shelby college and 
at Kentucky university. His excellence 
not only in the usual course of study, 
but in general force and seope of intel- 
lect, was universally admitted. 


He settled at Lexington, Ky., October 


3, 1865, and was a teacher in the academy 


of Kentucky university and was elected 
principal in 1868. The same year he was 
chosen editor of The Lexington Observer 
and Reporter, succeeding Colonel W. C. 
P. Breckinridge. Soon he became its 
proprietor as. well. as chief editor, but, 
owing to delicate health retired in 1871 
and spent two years in collecting his- 
torical material, and in the fall of 1872 
published his useful and valuable “‘His- 
tory of Lexington, Ky.” Three years 
later he published ‘O'Hara and His Eli- 
gies.’’ October 31, 1878, he largely con- 
tributed to the organization of the Ken- 
tucky Historical Society, and in 1879 de- 
livered the first annual historical ad- 
dress. In 1882 he wrote some chapters for 
the “History of Fayette County, Ken- 
tucky.”’ In 1891 he published ‘“‘The Trav- 
eling Church,” and in June, 1892, he pub- 
lished in Harper’s magazine lis widely 
read centennial article on “How Ken- 
tucky Became a State.”’ In 1896 Mr. 
Ranck deMvered the memorial address 
on the dedication by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution of Lexingtog 
chapter of the stone commemorative of 
the famous Bryant’s Station spring, 
which was afterwards published under 
the name of ‘“The Story of Bryant's §Sta- 
tion.’’ In 1898 he published a revised 
edition of *“‘O’Hara’s Eligible,” calling it 
“The Bivouac of the Dead and Its Au- 
thor.”” In addition to being a member 
of the Filson Club, fhe representative 
historical society of Kentucky, Mr. Ranck 
belonged to the Virginia Historical So- 
ciety, the Massachusetts Historical So- 
clety and several others. 

In the spring of 1901 his last and most 


noted work, *“‘Boonesborough,” was pub- 


lished by the Filson Club. The spirit of 
this charming book, written at the re- 
quest of the famous Filson Club, is gen- 
uinely American and very liberal in its 
political coloring, its tone of refined and 
accomplished culture, its quick, bright 
sketches of character, its Jove of nature, 
its picturesque descriptions of. frontier 
habits and institutions, give both variety 
and refinement to ite pages and will al- 
ways be placed in the front rank of his-

torical sketches. Mr. Ranck in _ this 
charming and valuable work covered the 
entire historic field, embracing every fact 
and fiction that need be known, and in- 
cluding biographic sketches of some of 
the leading characters of those stirring 
and.perilous times. Old and rare manu- 
scripts and scarce books and _ forgotten 
newspapers have been searched and the 
whole story is told inca most beautiful 
and exquisite style.: The book 1s most 
elegantly illustrated with half-tone pic- 
tures. It is in every way a strong, val-' 
uable and enduring work and all Ken- 
tuckians owe him a lasting debt of grat- 
itude. The author @id his work faith- 
fully and well and deserves all honor 
for his accuracy, faithfulness and won- 
derful research and rare Skjil in narra- 
tion. 

Mr. Ranck was engaged 
historical data when he met 
oN eee Soe That a life so 
ag aay m and pure should 

ave ended in tragedy staggers, distresses 
and unnerves one. He was a thoroughly 
clean and upright man in al! the walks 
of life, a citizen of lofty and exalted type, 
a friend to be relied upon with implicit 
corfidence. He encouraged and applaud- 
ed every noble and worthy deed. He was 
fearless in his advocacy of the right, and 
in all-respects was true, manly and brave. 

This accomplished and knightly gentle- 
man, scholar, historian and author, met 
his tragic and lamented death in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., August 2, 1901. This amiable 
and elegant gentleman was my friend, 
sincere, true and tried, and my fondaess 
and affection for him were like that of 
a devoted brother, which grows with each 
passing year. 

I first met him in Macon, Ga., where 
he and his interesting and lovely family 
spert several winters, and was drawn to 
him instantly. We were often together, 
and I had excellent opportunities to ob- 
serve him in all the relations of life, and 
found him to be a kind and devoted hus- 
band, 2 tender and watchful father, a 
irue and loyal friend, and in every re- 
spect a model citizen and thorough gen- 
tleman, Years before our meeting I had 
become familiar with his writings, first 
with his delightful biography of Colonel 
Theodore O’Hara, whom I had tamiliarly 
known as colonel of the Twelfth Alabama 
volunteers while I was detailed temporar- 
ily as his sergcarit major, and afterwards 
with his charmirg history of the vener- 
able and classic city of Lexington, for so 
many years Mr. Ranck’s home, and 
where he now sleeps in his honored grave. 
The south owes Mr. Ranck a debt of 
gratitude for noble and successful efforts 
in re#scuirg from obscurity the memory 
of the chivalric man whose deathiess lines 
are familiar to every scholar and read- 
er throughout the civilized globe. Mr, 
Ranck has contributed generously to the 
aero-saving work of rescuing, reviving, 
restoring and exploring the south’s own 
treasures for her grateful attention and. 
constant enthusiasm and loyal prais¢. 
The beautifully printed and illustrated 
little volume gives us a scholarly essay 
on this one greatest of all martial lyrics, 
the one absolutely perfect and. universal 
martial elegy that the world has ¢ver 
known. These wonderful words, ag shown 
by this enthusiastic and eloquent biogra- 
pher, have permeated the whole worid 
and been employed by English speaking 
people everywhere to celebrate the hon- 
ored dead, who passed away in battle. A 
great monument to Englisa heroes in 
Crimea is marked by O’Hara’s shining 
and matchless words— 


in searching 
his most un- 


“On Fame's eternal camping ground 
Their silent tents are spread, 

And Glory guards with solemn round 
The bivouac of the dead.”’ 


More recently tae federal government 
unable to find suitable words from Long- 
fellow, Whittier or other northern poets, 
has used the heroic lines in lavish fashion 
in memorializing the dead of the union 
army at Arlington and elsewhere. Very 
probably if they aad known O'Hara was 
once a gallant and dashing corifederate 
colonel the government would never 
have used thia noble product of the geni- 
us of a soldier and officer of the southern 
side. No poet of the north has ever com-

incomparable poem is engraved over the 
gateway of the national cemetery at 
Washington and at Sharpsburg and other 
national cemeteries. The entire poem is 
reproduced, stanza by stanza, on slabs 
placed along the driveway. 

A northern writer said recently that ‘‘a 
stroll through any ef our national cem- 
eteries will suggest the idea that the war 
depariment has officia] knowledge of but 
one elegant poem.” This indicates that 
the war department fully agrees with Mr. 
Ranck in his statement that this famous 
lyric ts ‘‘perfection.”’ 

It is a singular dramatic circumstance 
that the graves of thousands of brave 
men of alien races and of those who 
fought against him are made sweet by 
O’Hara’s inspired poesy, while he himself 
lies, voiceless, under a stone which says 
only— 


THEODORA O'HARA, 
Author of 
“The Bivouac of the Dead.’’ 


As Mr. Ranck, his eloquent eulogist, 
States, the south does not realize the 
honor of her claim upon the immortal 
elegist, and he brings out the fact that 
in the face of this world-wide acceptance 
of the wonderful lines, O’Hara lies in the 
burying ground at Frankfort with not a 
line of his great poem  blazoned 
near, and not an allusion upon the slab 
whick covers him to his authorship of it. 

Ow'ng to Mr. Ranck’s delicate health 
he spent several last winters of his life 
in Mobile, Ala.; Savannah and Macon, 
Ga.; and his last winter was spent in 
Atlan‘a, where the writer had the pleas- 
ure of meéting him frequently and be- 
came more and more intimate with him, 
and he became more and more endeared 
to me. 
by cataract, and his hearing bad grown 
somewhat defective, but his genial cheer- 
fulness was not diminished thereby. The 
last three evenings of his stay in Atlanta 
were spent with me in joyous, genial so- 
cial intercourse, and as I write I feel 
deeply touched by memories of those de- 
lightful hours. I was proud of and grat- 
ified by his friendship. 

While passing the summer in Lexington 
he became interested in gathering histor- 
ical data for and in preparation of an 
address to be delivered before the Sons 
of the Revolution of Kentucky. He and 
I were fellow-members of the Savannah 
Sons the Revolution. He was engaged 
in profound thought, walking along the 
railroad track, with an umbrella raised, 
and which obscured the view in front of 
him and cut off sound to some extent, 
when the Louisville and Nashville pas- 
Senger train engine struck Mr. Ranck 
with great force and ended the life and 
useful career of one of Kentucky’s no- 
blest and best citizens, while literature 
lost one of its most devoted advocates 
and accomplished votaries. 

He married, in 1868, the beautiful Miss 
Helen Carty, of Lexington, daughter of 
John and Mary E. Carty, one of the 
oldest, most influential and most re. 
spected families of the state. He left 
surviving him his devoted wife, two 
daughters, Mrs. Mary R. Ross and Miss 
Helen C. Ranck, and one son, Edwin C. 
Ranck, who seems to have inherited 
much of his father’s attractive character 
and useful influence. The ability and vir- 
tues of Mr. Ranck have exerted a most 
beneficial influence upon his times. He 
was a man of uwnostentatious, gentle 
piety, which sought rather for - 
points of sympathy which unite all Chris. 
tlans, than those differences of opinion 
which divide so many churches. His la- 
bors, his attainments and his character 
attracted the regard and won the confi- 
dence of all who came in contact with 
him. His courtesy, his sweetness of dis- 
position and his charity were noted by 
all. There was as much firmness as gen- 
tleness in the discharge of his duty, and

I learned his eyes were troubled ; 


Red Man center. Even before the city 
was laid out this was a great trading 
point with the original Indians, who conr- 
gregated in this vicinity in great numbers, 
When the red man was pushed across 
the Chattahoochee by an advancing civ- 
ilization, Columbus was still their trad- 
ing post. After the establishment of the 
city of Columbus the Indians continued 
to trade here, and this was an important 
Indian center until the tribes were car- 
ried west in 1835 by the government. 

The original article, the genuine Indian, 
has been followed by the modern Red 
Map;and today the streets swarm with 
them, just‘es they did in 1827, when Co- 
umbus was hut a trading post. The or- 
der has prospered grectly here. There 
are fully five hundred Red Men in Co- 
lumbus, Phenix City and Girard, a fine 
membership for any secret order in a 
community of 30.000 people, Creek tribe, 
No. 11, is the oldest tribe. and, by the 
way, is said to be the richest in Geor- 
gia. It has about two hundred members. 
Pawnee tribe No. 27. is » so in a flour- 
ishing condition. It has about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five members. . The 
tribes across the river will easily swell 
the total membership to five hundred. 
The Haymakers are here in strength, and 
their parade was one of the leading events 
of Columbus’ recent fall festival. 

McIntosh degree council, No. 1, Im- 
proved Order of Red Men, has a mem- 
bership of about fifty. There are only two 
degree councils in the state, the other 
one being in Atlanta. Judge D. L. Palmer, 
a well-known young lawyer, is at present 
sachem of McIntosh degree council. He 
is an enthusiastic Red Man and a tire- 
less worker in the order. He is one of 
the leading members of Creek tribe, 
and hae been connected with the order 
twelve years, He was one of the man- 
agers of the recent trading post, which 
proved to be such a success. 

The Columbus tribes have always been 
prominent in the great council of Geor- 
gia Red Men. This city has furnished 
quite a number of officegs for the great 
council and at present the two local 
tribes are prominently represented in the 
list of offcers. M. ¢. White, the well- 
known Columbus newspaper man, is at 
present great sachem, holding the high- 
est office in the gift of the Georgla Red

' You may well conclude that the week 
before Christmas is the busiest time of 
the street car men—and on theSe cars at 
such a time is the place to see human 
nature as it is. 

There can be no harm in letting suca 
men as run the street cars out of Atlanta 
know that we appreciate them—if one of 
them does a smal] wrong thing, we are 
all ready to abuse but we too often for- 
get the good that is in them. I have been 
thrown with many men in different 
spheres of life, but never have I met 
wita such a great body of men as con- 
stitute the conductors and motormen of 
Atlanta who seem so entirely and unani- 
mously unselfish. They seem good 
courteous, attentive to business and 
cheerful, besides, to a very marked de- 
gree. I have watched them close in the 
last week of rushing travel and I have 
hever heard a word that would bring a 
blush to the most fastidious patron, nor 
I have never seen a single display of any- 
thing akin to rudeness. The truth is that 
“hese conductors and motormen seem to 
Vie with each other in extending every 
kindness possible till an old man like me 
or Brown, who ‘aad sorter soured on the 
rudeness of tne young generation, almost 
envy the seeming nobleness of these 
men and would like to put their actions 
Gown to the credit of old-times. With 
the exception of the good old-time print- 
sand a big “fat take’ was a great

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temptation to make them display a little 
selfishness—with this exception, it is not 
too much for me to say that I believe 
these street car men are tone most com- 
plete set of gentlemen that I ever saw 
among so great a number. There is but 
one thing to mar this bright picture, if 
marred it be, and that is in tae fact that 
perhaps 90 per cent of these street car 
employees are country young men who 
have left the farms with tae delusion that 
they will better their conditions by so 
doing. This I fear, in the long run will 
prove a sad delusion, but I hope not. 

But besides learning the order of our 
street car employees, on these cars is the 
place to observe the public. In the past 
week's crowded travel we have had the 
opportunity to observe the manners of 
hundreds who go to make up these 
crowds. We have spent the whole week 
on the street cars, but on those cars run- 
ning from Atlanta to Decatur is where we 
spent the most time -nd of these we 
would speak. We observe. The beggar 
crouched back in a corner no more es- 
caped our scrutiny than did the finery or 
manners of the ultra fashionadle, and it 
was all in conformity with a desire in 
Brown to see human nature just as it was 
when. off its guard in the rush and whirl 
of busy iLfe. 


We soon came to know every crossing, 
every. switch and every station along the 
tines to Decatur, especially the line from 
Silverman’s corner out the Decatur road, 
as well as tne street car men themselves. 
It did not take us long to discover a fact 
that is well known by all these car men, 
and that is that in all the rush and this 
multitude of travel there is the least of 
pretentious manners where there is the 
greatest acknowledged title to respect. 
At a few places, and I shall not name 
them, there was always an appearance of 
anxiety among the street car men in fear 
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that they might do some little thing dis- 
pleasing. On these occasions at these few 
places, generally, if you wouid notice the 
pompous appearance of some patrons of 
the lines whose good luck or something 
else has lifted them on a pinnacle of finan 
cial prestige and by this into a social po- 
sition that makes: them the terror of the 
street car men, if they are disposed to be 
terrible. I am glad to state that there are 
but few -* these. There sare a few, 
though, and we knew them at once, be- 
cause they were ‘“‘loud’’ in their demands 
and uncompromisingly fretful over any 
little thing that seemed to go wr@neg. 
These people may fool themselvee about 
their own estimate of themselves, 
but they never fool the .shrewd 
street car man. Through all their finery 
and amid all the luxuries that their 
money gives them, there will creey out 
to the watchful observer a supercilicus 
assumption that is never present in truly 
genteel people. This ‘‘assumption”’ is al- 
ways ready to complain, but ninety-nine 
times in a hundred their grievance is 
born of their own egotism, or else from 
the consciousness of the fact that they 
are not able to sustain the role that their 
financial prestige entitles them. Occasion- 
ally this class of people afford some little 
amusement, despite the arrogance which 
always shadows their appearance. When 
a great giant of a young man enters a 
car and spreads himself over enough 
room. for three in the crowded condition, 
opens his paper and appears entirely ob- 
livious to the others around him, when 
an observer, out for observing, looks 
upon such a young man as this and con- 
templates that this august person has 
nothing in the world to recommend him 
save that he is the son of his father, then 
a smile will creep into the observer’s 


face, and all our contempt turns into 


humor—perhaps this Is well. 
I can cheerfully join with the motormen 
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and conductors in thanks to the Lord that 
there are precious few arogant or disa- 
greeable people who ride on the street 
cars of Atlanta, Outside of crowded cars 
at certain hours and schedules of delay, 
which are not chargeaible to these con- 
ductors and motormen, and with which 
I do not pretend to deal, but outside of 
these there is nothing to complain of, 
either in service or the scenes presented 
upon the different lines. We whirl away 
from Silverman's corner on a Decatur car, 
after the announcement from the conduc- 
tor that there will be no stops to let any 
one off till we arrive at Hurt street, 
nearly half way. We soon swerve around 
the corner and scoot down the Decatur 
road, very often running along with a 
Georgia train neck and neck. Along 
here is a stretch dotted with beautiful 
lawns and pleasing landscapes, and a 
background of pleasant cottage homes 
where all the graces of domestic life 
seem to spread its charms like witchery 
from cottage to cottage.

M= C. T. ‘PARKER, of Atlanta, 


whom I have intimately and fav- 

orably known for the last fifty 
years, relates’ some very interesting 
reminiscences in which he was a prime 
factor during the late civil war which 
will doubtless be read with much interest 
iby all Georgians. ’ 

Although by birth a northerner, a native 
of Connecticut, he in early youth migrated 
south, finally settling at Kingston, Cass 
(now Bartow) county. Being an excellent 
mechanic, he soon found plenty of wor« 
in the neighboring towns. in the cary 
part of the war, owing to their scarcity, 
he conceived and carried the plan into 
successful execution the expediency of 
manufacturing matcaes. He had no ma- 
chinery whatever suitable for the pur- 
pose. He procured a white pine dry 
goods box from a merchant. He pro- 
ceeded to saw the planks up into blocks 
of sufficient size and shape, out of which 
to make a fourth of a gross of matches 
to a block; these blocks he nad closely 
matted and saweds them into matches. 
These he carefully dipped into a solutian 
of phosphorous. He had no other aid ex- 
cept that of his good wife, who most 
cheerfully assisted nim, her principal 
work being to carefully dry and wrap 
this fourth of a gross blocks. This busi- 
nes was carried on for many months in 
a little shack on the outskirts of the 
town. The matches found ready sale at 
7% cents per gross, or 20 cents per 1-4 
gross block. (The reader must remember 
that this is 75 cents for a gross of 
matches and not blocks of matcaes). The 
same match now put up in better style 
can be bought at wholesale for at least 
75 cents per gross of boxes, showing that 
Parker's matches brought just 144 times 
as much as matches sell at today, and it 
must be remembered that this was in the 
early part of the war before confederate 
money was depreciated mucna. At this 
high price there sprung up a great de- 
mand for his matches; they were sought 
for from near and far. 

Parker soon found himself not only 
making a comfortable living, but he was 
beginning to accumulate some cash. He 
thinks that he must have received some- 
taing over 300 letters ordering the 
matches, to which he could pay no atten- 
tion. His stock of dry goods boxes in 
and near Kingston being soon exhavsted, 
he resorted to all the neighboring saw 
mills. He soon *used up all the slabs, 
which heretofore, being of no use, had 
accumulated in great piles. He then re- 
paired to tne mountains of Georgia for 
the purpose of using the spruce pine, 
which he found most suitable for his pur- 
pose. His business increased to such an 
extent he decided to use machinery for 
the purpose of converting the wood into 
the proper shape. He improvised a mode! 
and carried it across the country to 
Knoxville, Tenn., where he made and 
perfected the machine very much 1!‘ 
old-fashioned straw cutters that farmers 
had used for the last fifty years, which 
answered his purpose most admirably. 
From this machine he began to pour out 
blocks of matcnes to such an extent he 


was enabled to deliver by wholesale to a 
large number of merchants, besides sup- 


plying severa] other large houses in At- 
lanta. The two drug firms, Hamilton, 
Markly & Joiner and Massey & Lansdale, 
sold thousands of blocks of Parker's 
matches. In this grand enterprise the 
fact must not be lost sight of that Par- 
ker nor his wife had ever seen.a match 
manufactured or taken a lesson in chem- 
istry. He had no guide by.which to be 
governed, but good judgement, an ordi- 
nary education, his experience as a me- 
chanic and an old copy of Comstock’'s 
Chemistry, which had at that time begun 
to assume an antideluvian shape. Parker 
soon found that his supply of phospao- 
rous was giving out. He constituted Mas- 
sey & Lansdale, wholesale druggists, At- 
lanta. Ga.. with authority to buy all of 
the phosphorous within the limit of the 
confederacy. They at once sent runners 
to every important town that was acces- 
‘sible (say Charleston, Savannah, Rich- 
mond, Mobile, Nashville, Memphis, ete.), 
even then the supply threatened to give 
out, and they constituted one of their 
neighbor merchants, a Polish Jew, by the 
namie of Kantrowitz, to run the blockade 
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for them by what was known as tae 
overland route. In due course of time 
they heard from him coming through the 
Hnes and they sent Mr. Parker to meet 
him at Lynchburg, Va. Parker met him, 
got his phospaorous, which consisted of 
ten 1-gallon cases, for which Kantrowitz 
was paid $800. For phosphorous Parker 
was induced to try chlorate of potash to 

ake his matches. With this material he 
manufactured a far better and more 
salable match, but aad some lively ex- 
perience. To this day he vividly remem- 
bers. some of his amusing if not danger- 
ous experiments. On. one occasion he and 
his good lady had put out in the sun a 
laree lot of freshly-dipped blocks to dry. 
The warmth of the sun soon ignited the 
whole lot and Parker remembers the ex- 
plosion — detonation te this day as an 
, me 


of stuff into which the matches were to 
be dipped and ignition- and consequent 
explosion occurred, thus 100 gross burned, 
entailing a heavy loss, besides causing 
muca fright. Mr. Parker, having lost 
his wife, who was his principal ass‘stant 
in the manufacture of matches, enlisted 
in company I, Sixty-third regiment, from 
which, He says, “I was permanently de- 
tailed by the secretary of war and as- 
signed to duty as courter at headquarters 
military distriet of Georgia, serving’ there 
under Generals McLaws, Mercer, Jack- 
gon and others. It may be; of interést 
to some that a few days before I got my 
first furlouga, while «some of the boys 
were dredging for oysters in St.’ Augus- 
tine creek, they lahkded a“ huge tooth or 
molar and my recollection is it measured 
8 or 10 inches across the face. It had 
three prongs or roots, one ef which one 
of the boys had broken off before I got to 
see it. I carried it home with me to Bos- 
ton county and learned when I returned 
after tne surrender that it had been car- 
ried off by the yankee soldiers at the 
time they destroyed my match factory. 
Upon my return to the company I learn- 
ed that Lieutenant Colonel Block, of our 
regiment, hearing of the find of the tooth, 
had continued the dredging and recover- 
ed almost an entire skeleton of a masta- 
don, which ‘ne sent to his home in Au- 
gusta.’’ (I would suggest that the tooth 
Mr. Parker speaks of was the tooth of 
the great “leviathan,’’ often spoken of 
and written about in ancient times. I 
have seen several of these teeth when 
visiting St. Simons-island.) 

Before Parker entirely abandoned the 
matca business the demand became so 
great that the price rose to $75 per gross, 
He was able to get an occasional fur- 
lough after h@ went into service. On one 
of these occasions he hired one little girl 
and nine boys to aid him in his match 
factory, which consisted of a 10 by 12-foot 
room, unceiled, and from the proceeds of 
their conjoined labor he realized $500 tn 
one day. This was as much money as he 
wanted, so he ran the factory only for 
the day. Matches came into use during 
the thirties of the last century. I find yet 
that some people are now living wao re- 
member the means resorted to for the 
purpose of keeping fire from bed-time till 
morning or the expedients in use to pro- 
duce fire when needed.

tells about in his youth that often the 
flint and steel were used. Take a flint 
rock and strike it with a steel over a lot 
of powder which would readily ignite and 
burn any lignt material on hand, paper 
or dry wood. Of this a kindling would be 
made, Once’ he remembers that his face 
was too close when the powder flashed up. 
For many weeks thereafter he was minus 
hair and eyebrows—he felt like ‘‘a singed 
cat.” 

Mr. F. M. Leverett, aged 89 years, says 
that in his day the filnt and steel was 
used to ignite punk. which was a dry 
fungus. often found in abundance’ on de- 
cayed trees of the forest. The punk was 
gathered and kept dry. It.at that time 
constituted as important household ar- 
ticle as any other, ranked with sugar, 
coffee, salt or cheese. When the good old 
women went to church the, always pro- 
vided for a smoke by carrying along taeir 
pipe, flint and steel and spunk and “‘ter- 
bakker.” At bedtime his parents would 
eover up a chunk of fire about 6 to s 
inches deep with ashes in the back of the 
fireplace so as to have fire in the morn- 
ing. Sometimes tnis fire would burn out 
or go out. so then some member of the 
fartly would be compelled to run to a 
neighbor’s house at doublesquick to get a 
caunk of fire and back in all. haste, 
Hence the otigin of the expression, 
“What did you come for; did you come 
for a chunk of fire?’ when a neighbor 
called on another and left in a hurry. 
These good old peopie would carry their 
flint, steel and punk in their pockets. 
They would cut off the ignited piece of 
punk and place it in tae pipe. Once he 
remembers that an old man had cut off 
the ignited piece and placed the rest in 
his pocket, not knowing that there was 
still a spark in it. This spark ignited the 
whole piece of punk and soon burnt the 
old man’s coat until it could not be used

THE HOLIDAY LARDERS 

\ \ order the hausekeeper must or- 
der the cake making. Christmas cakes 
are supposed to be a trifle more elaborate 
than those which grace less festive occa- 


sions. Fruit cake indigestion is permitted 
to seize in its clutches whom it will. 


There is no sure way of avoiding the con- 
sequences of indulging in this delicacy; 
but the chances are lessened if the cake 
is made according to the best rule, which 
that given below is claimed to be. At 
any rate, the cake wiil be so good that 
paying the piper afterwards will seem 
less trying. All the cakes described will 
keep fresh for weeks if stored in air- 
tight stone jars. 


Black Fruit Cake. 

Weigh one pound of butter, one pound 
of light brown Bhgar, one pound and two 
ounces of flour, two pounds of dried cur- 
rants, two pounds of ordinary seeded 
rasins, two pounds of Sultanas and one 
and a half pounds of citron cut into 
Strips. Measure one gill of cream, one- 
half pint of brandy, two teaspoonfuls of 
ground cinnamon, one each of mace, 
cloves and allspice. Grate two nutmegs. 
Break a sufficient number of eggs to fill a 
pint measure. Rub the butter and sugar 
together, but do not beat them. Whip 
the eggs until perfectly smooth and thick 
and stir them with the cream into the 
butter and sugar, adding one-third at a 
time and working until perfectly smooth. 
Mix the flour with the spices and the 
fruits until they are evenly distributed: 
then add them to the mixture and stir 
lightly together. Add one tablespoonful 
of orange flower water and beat the 
whoie vigorously. Bake in a moderate 
oven for three hours. Do not turn out 
of the pan until cold: then rub lightly 
with flour and wipe off with a dry cloth 
and store away until needed. 

This cake is improved by age, and many 
persons make them a year ahead of time, 
Lady Cake. 

Old fashioned lady cake is delicate and 
tempting and by right of usage belongs 
io the holiday scascn. 

Shell six ounces each of sweet and 
bitter almonds and measure one gill of 
rose Water. Blanch the almonds and 
bruise them to a paste with the rose 
water in a mortar, pounding a few at a 
time and adding the rose water little by 
little. Rub one pound of butter and one 


in 


é 
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the almond paste,again beating thorough- 
ly. BreaK a sufficient quantity of eggs 
to yield one pint of whites and whip these 
until stiff. Weigh and sift one and one- 
nalf pounds of flour. Add the flour and 
the whites of the eggs alternately to the 
mixture, a little of each at a time. Stir 
in one gill of rich cream and beat long 
and well until the cake is very light. Pour 
into shallow square or oblong pans and 
immediately set in a moderate oven. Bake 
an hour or more, according to the thick- 
ness; then cover with paraffine paper 
and let cool gradnally without running 
— the pan. When cold, ice With lemon 
cing. 

' To make the icing, stand the whites of 
two eggs in a refrigerator unti) very cold, 
and weigh one-half pound of powdered 
Sugar. Beat the eggs until frothy: then 
sift in the sugar a little at a time while 
beating continually. Add one teaspoon- 
ful of lemon juice and cont:nus beating 
until the tcing is firm and stiff enough 
to stand alone. Spread over the cake 
with a knife dipped in ice water. Let 
stand twenty-four hours before cutting. 


Cider Cake. 

A thoroughly delicious holiday cake and 
one not over rich is made with good 
Sweet cider. 

For a generous sized cake allow one 
pound of dried currants, half a pound 
of powdered sugar, six ounces of butter, 
one grated nutmeg, one tablespoonful of 
ground cinnamon, one pint of cider, four 
eggs, ten ounces of flour and two tea- 
spoonfuls of saleratus water. To make 
this last dissolve one ounce of saleratus 
in one-quarter of a pint of water and 
stand aside until it has settled. Clean 
the currants carefully and dredge with 
flour. Beat the eggs together unti} very 
light. Rub the sugar and butter to a 
cream. Then add to them the spices 
and half the cider. Finally add the 
eggs, alternating with the flour, a little 
at a time. Stir until perfectly smooth: 
then add slowly the rest of the cider and 
currants and, lastly, the saleratus water. 
Stir vigorously, pour into a greased pan, 
and bake in a quick oven. 


These little Christmas cakes are as 
pretty to look at as they are good to 
eat. They are certain to prove fascinat- 
ing to the chfidren.

After the funeral Rear Admiral Rog- 
ers, who was then a captain and Inspec- 
tor of the third light house district, found 
out that Mrs. Walker wanted to be ap- 
pointed keeper of the light house.

SHE NBVER TAKES A VACATION. 
Her son Jake has been assistant keeper 
for about ten years, and, although she 
has been entitled to ten days’ vacation 
a month since that time, she has not 
taken advantage of the regulation for a 
single day. She has never been absent 
from the light house for more than six or 
eight hours at a stretch. 

In all the years that she has been in 
¢harge of the light house Mrs. Walker 
has not received a reprimand or had a 
‘complaint entered against her, despite the 
fact that she has charge of a light which 
stands in,»one of the world’s busiest har- 
bors. Hér light house has’ the reéputa- 
tion of being the cleanest and best kept 
in the third district. . 

Mrs. Walker is very modest about her 
record. In her quaint, broken English 
she says to those who compliment her: 

‘You think it fine? I am giad. But I 
like to work. It keeps me contented and 
happy. And why don’t I take a vacation 
once in a while and let Jake take care 
of the light? Ach! I wouldn’t know what 
to do with a whole day on shore—and 
then, I love the light.’’’

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WHERE TOYS ARE MADE 
AND WHAT THEY COST 


HERE do they all come from? 
W =: millions and millions of toys— 

dolls and woolly lambs and bark- 
ing dogs 2nd elephants and fittle tin men 
and horses and tea sets and chairs and 
wagons and horses and rubber balls? 
For you know not only are there all 
these stacks and stacks that you see in 
the big stores. but in every city and 
town and village are just as many— 
Santa Claus must have them ready to 
his hand as he comes saying over the 
snow in his sleigh, and hurrying on from 
one housetop to the next. You 
suppose he could carry all the things for 
all the little boys and girls in that one 
big sleigh? No, indeed! He must have 
reay stations where he stops and takes 
in fresh loads, then on again like the 
wind. 

And where do they all come from? 

You will have to stop and think about 
it, perhaps, to realize that all the year 
long, from Christmas until Christmas 
again, hundreds of thousands of people, 
not only in our own county but in dis- 
tant lands, are busy working every day to 
have all the things ready. Most of the 
dolls you see, and all the little woolly 
lambs and dogs, and nearly all-the Noah's 
animals, were not made here at all, but 
came marching across all the way from 
Germanhy—or if they didn’t march, they 
got here some way, over the land and 
the sea. For, you see, these things are 
made mostly by hand, and Americans 
don’t like to do things with the hands; 
what they can’t do by machinery they 
prefer to have somebody else do for 
them—so it was German hands that fash- 
ioned the little woolly sides of the lambs 
and painted the dollies’ cheeks. In Ger- 
many it is often the case that the father 
and mother and sisters and brothers all 
work. together in the home; they sit 
around whittling with their knives, and 
painting and glueing the toys and wood- 
en animals—and no doubt it will be some 
of these very ones that Santa Claus will 
put into your stocking! And don’t you 
Know the funny, fat little German girls 
with their round faces and flaxen plaits 
down their sturdy little backs, laughed 
as the pigs and cows and horses were 
stood in a row before them—all ready 
for their journey across to the little 
American children? 

In Brooklyn a section of the city is 
called Williamsburg, and in Williamsburg 
live a number of German families who 
have. followed the procession of woolly 


Jambs and woolen animals over the sea, 


and do their work here among us. The 
women and children chochet those funny 
little red and blue woollen garments sbme 
of the dolls wear—and they don't make 
much money at it, either. Though thev 
are much better paid than they would 
be at home in Germany. There, where 
a whole family works at toy-making, the 
combined earnings are vnly from $3 to $6 
a week. Though living with them is not 
so expensive as with us. Perhaps no na- 
tion in the world is so extravagant as 
We are. 

Take, for instance, the matter of toys. 
The total sale of toys alone has been 
estimated at $20,000,000 in one year. 
Doesn't that seem a great many toys 
And many of them are made abroad. 
though of late years America has come 
more and more to manufacture them—and 
certain other toys, as wooden wash sets, 
furniture, wagons and the substantial 
things which can be turned out by ma- 
chinery. The best tin and iron toys are 
made at home, too, even being exported 
to the very countries that must send us 
other things. But to show how much is 
expended for the children's pleasure, 
France, besides making enough to go 
round among the little French boys and 
girls, has sent to England 1,785 tons of 
toys,.and to other countries 9,700 tons—the 
greater part coming to the United States. 
All in one year! And when Germany and 
Switzerland and the Austrian countries 
were added up, it was found they had 
shipped 26,000 tons of toys, which had cost 
the United States and Great Britain 
$62,000, 000, 

Isn't that just more money almost than 
you can imagine? You go down to the 
stores and you see so many things, and 
they are so wonderfully cheap, and you

buy, maybe, one of those mechanical toys | 


which cost you 50 cents, and is cheap at 
the price, for they are made in Europe* 
where things cost so much less; and a 
whole set of doll furniture for a quarter 
of a dollar—it really is remarkable how 
our American machinery can make it at 
that; and a little pewter tea set, all the 
pieces there, for just 5 cents! It used to 
be that nearlv all the pewter dishes and 
toys were brought from Switzerland, but 
after stamping by machinery was invent- 
ed it was as cheap to make them our- 
selves. And the dolls and soldiers and 
drums and engines—everything so cheap! 
We can hardly understand how the 
year’s expenditure for such little things 
runs up into the millions. Yet that ig 
what K is—millions and millions of dol- 
lars! 

Almost since there have been 
girls there have been also dolls. 
the Egyptian mummies show, some of 
them, the little Egyptian children with 
their ivory dolls. Most of our dolls in 
wax and china and bisque come from 
across the water; we haven't yet learned 
to make them as they do there—the pret- 
ty, delicate things, so lovely we clasp our 
hands and cry “Oh! Oh!" in sheer de- 
light. But we are learning. They are 
making some dolls now in New York: and 
in Philaceiphia they make what they call 
an “indestructible doll.”’ It is of a spe- 
cial composition into which steel enters 
mainly. The head is in two pieces, the 
shoulders forming a third. Great bars 
of this composition are cut into oval 
discs, which are fed into a machine from 
which they come out bearing the per- 
fect impression of a human face: and 
when finished up, there you have a doll 
which cannot be broken! 

In Philadelphia, too, are made a great 
many of the tin tops—the little painted 
men and carts and wagons and trains. 
The painting is done by women and 
boys, and so quickly is all the work ac- 
complished, going from one department 
of the great-factory to anotHer, in two 
hours from the beginning the toys are 
all finished and ready to be sent to the 
dealers. The embossed tin used in the 
toy kitchens comes in sheets which have 
been .already stamped, and they are 
painted red or blue by being passed 
through a machine which is like a print- 
ing press.

Iengland and not a few in 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and the 
Carolinas; but when this has been said, 
the fact remains that large 
‘mill in complete running order to which 
we may point wita pride, and say, there 
stands the model them all—a cotton 
mill which is up-to-date in all respects. 
True, but a short distance away, there ig 
in process of construction, a mill to pe 
similarly equipped, and one which will 
probably be its equal, except as to size 
and productive capacity; but the new 
Soule mill, at New Bedford, is the only 
one in actual operation that May be 
truthfully described as above. For sev- 
eral years to come the Soule mill is likely 
to serve as a model, marking the high 
tide in all the elements of perfection 
which modern textile ideas have devel- 
oped. 

One of the foremost manufacturers ™ 
New England told a legislative commis- 
sion not long since tnat a man could not 
afford to accept the gift of a cotton mil! 
in perfect order, with machinery of the 
style of twenty years ago. Some of the 
solons who heard the remark thought it 
savored of exaggeration, and one o2 
them, half in jest. remarked that he 
would not mind taking tae risk should 
such an offer be made to him. Neverthe- 
less, the statement made by the manu- 
facturer was well within the bounds of 
reason. Strictly speaking, no mill can 
long remain up-to-date unless frequent 
changes are made in its equipment, for 
improvements in machinery and processes 
follow each other so rapidly that only 
the most progressive manufacturer can 
hope to keep abreast of taem. 

The time to improve the equipment of 
a mill is when the fact is forced home 
that the equipment ought to be improved, 
Nowhere in the United States will this 
statement be more quickly indorsed than

right ‘Aere in the south, where develop- 
ment of the cotton manufacturing indus- 
try within the last ten years has been 
little short of marvelous, and where the 
growth continues to' be noteworthy. 
Southern mill owners are among the most 
enterprising in the world, and now that 
wita them the era of timid experimenting 
is over, they are steadily forging to the 
front, with better, mills, better equip- 
ments and a more diversified production, 
the latter including finer grades of goods 
than they attempted to manufacture a 
few years ago. 

Before giving a brief description of the 
Soule mil] at New Bedford, the: ‘“l'wen- 
tieth Century Mill,” as some one has, nou 
inaptly, called it, let me tell the reager 
of a visit made by the writer to ong of 
the plants of the Saco & Pettee macanine 
shops, whence came most of the ma- 
chinery now in operation in the Soule 
mill. The Saco & Pettee concern is widely 
and favorably known taroughout the 
south, there being scarcely a cotton mili 
in all this region in which there is not 
more or less of its machinery in use. The 
carding and spinning rooms of some of 
the largest and most prosperous of our 
mills are entirely equipped with its m*f- 
cWinery. Although well aware that tne 
Saco & Pettee was one of the principal 
manufact#rers of cotton machinery in the 
United States, my visit to its plant at 
Biddeford, Me., furnished a number of 
surprises 

The Saco & Pettee machine shops em- 
brace two entirely distinct plants, one 
situate at Newton Upper Falls, Mass., 
near Boston; the other and larger of the 
two, at Biddeford, a tariving manufac- 
turing city of twenty thousand inhabit- 
ants, at the head of tidewater-on the 
Saco river, séme 90 miles gortheast of 
Boston. The Biddeford plant was the 
original Saco Water Power Machine 
Shop, which equipped. some,of the first 
cotton mills erected in the souta. About 
five years ago this plant was consolidated 
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with the Pettee Machine Works, of New- 
ton Upper Falls. Both corporations had 
long been prosperous, but the two to- 
gether, in their most prosperous years, 
never approached the volume of business 
which was done last year under consoi- 
idation, and waich was the largest ever 
done in any one year by any cotton ma- 
chinery plant in the United States. 

At Newton Upper Falls 600 hands are 
employed in the manufacture of pickers, 
revolving-flat cards, and drawing-frames. 
At Biddeford between 1,200 and 1,300 hande¢ 
are employed in the marking of al] other 
machinery necessary for a complete 
eqipment for carding, spinning and spool- 
ing. Although twenty-eight buildings of 
various dimensions are now _ occupied, 


‘others are imperatively needed in order 


that the corporation may keep pace with 
the growth of its business, and two such 
are to be erected at once. One of the 
new buildings will be constructed of 
brick and stone and will be 600 feet long, 
70 feet wide, and four stories high. It 
will be a fully equipped machine shop, 
independent of other buildings comprised 
in the plant. ‘The other new building will 
be. a power house, also a substantial 
brick and stone structure, 100 feet long, 
40 feet wide, and three stories high: it 
will have caparity for nine upright boil- 
ers and provide tne power required to 
run the entire plant. There is in use at 
the present time an electric plant of con- 
siderable power, but it is not adequate 
to the demands made upon it. 

Extensive improvements have been 
nade in the Piddefond shors since their 
consolidation witn the works at Newton. 
and it is doubiful if .here as another plant 
in the country which is mere compact or 


better situated and arranged: for carrytug- 


on a jarge manufacturing business with 
System and economy. The Boston and 
Maine railroad runs through the Saco and 
Pettez vard, and spurs connecting with the 
main line are so laid as tO enable the 
corporation to handle its raw material 


~~ 
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} and its finished product promptly, con- 


veniently and with a minimum of labor 
and expense. 

The writer visited the several depart- 
ments from the foundry to the erecting 
and shipping.rooms, finding the work in 
each department thoroughly systematiz- 
ed, and special machinery of the Saco and 


Petiee’'s own design ih use in the various © 


operations. The cleanliness and order ob- 
servable throughout the shops impresss 
one favorably, and the same may be said 
of the personnel of the working force. 
Here American labor is seen at its best, a 
large body of highly intelligent men, 
working with the best tools and = ap- 
pliances, in acerdance with the best meith- 
ods and under the most favorable con- 
ditions. To give a detailed description wf 
the numerous buildings comprising the 
plant, cr of the meny departments into 
which the work is divided is hardly prac- 
ticable within the space at my command. 
Doubtless, the average visitor would find 
the ¢recting rooms more interesting than 
the machine rooms, the foundry, the forg- 
ing rooms or the power house. Thefe 
are two of these rooms. In one, roving 
frames are erected, in the other spinning 
frames, spoolers and reels. Here tas 
mill man may see the machinery which he 
has ordered, complete in every detail, 
exactly as it will appear when sct up in 
the mill. Fach machine is thoroughiv 
inspected and tested by experts, and af- 
terwards, if found’ to be perfect in con- 
struction, and operation, is taken apart, 
turned, over. to. the shipoing department 
and forwarded. to its destination. . This 
minute examinaticn of: the finished pred- 
uct is characteristic af the Saco & Fettee 
shops, and. is.an essurance to ihe. pur- 
chaser that when the machinery is in-

This affords the management opportuni- 
ties to observe, at close range, the opera- 
tion of its own machinery. The Pepper- 
ell mills. close at hand, one of the oi- 
est, largest and most prosperous cotton 
manufacturing concerns in the United 
States, operate more than 200,000 spindles 
(on white goods), all of which are of 
Saco & Pettee make. The York mills, 
just across the river, also an old and suc 
cessful plant, operate more than 60,(0 
spindles (on colored goods), all of them 
manivfactured by Saco & Fetiee machine 
shops. The Pepperell mills not oniy use 
Saco & Pettee roving and spinning frames 
exclusively, but operate 700 of their iatest 
improved revolving flat cards. 

The revolving flat card made made 
the Saco & Pettee people at their plant 
in Newton Upper Falls is, undoubtedly, 
the most popular card on the market, as 
is amply demonstrated hy the fact that 
the number of these cards in use in the 
United States is double that of ali other 
makes combined.

The drawing and spinning frames made 
by the Saco & Pettee machine shops are 
so well known throughout the mill re- 
gion of the south that*it.is not necessary 
ta make detailed mention of tHem in 
this article. They are used in the most 
successful mills in the country, north 
and south. and none better are made 
anywhere in the world. The fact is, all 
Saco & Pettee machinery is designed 
with a view to simplicity, durability and 
the best results possible to be obtained 
in the mill. 

The Soule mill, alluded to at the be- 
ginning of this article, operates 90,000 
spindles and 1,300 looms and was de- 
signed to turn out the finest goods that 
it is ‘possible to make in the United 
States. The plant embraces four build- 
ings grouped together upon a plot of 
land ample to accommodate them with- 
out crowding. The spinning mill is 404 


feet long, 130 feet: wide and four storie# 
feet long,

high. ‘The weave shed is 
2950 feet wide and one story high. Two 
other buildings are used as a power and 
repair house and for office purposes. All 
of the buildings are constructed wf brick 
and stone in the most substantial man- 
ner. This mill is the only large one in 
the countny whose machinery is driven 
by electrically transmitted power. It 
enjoys the unique distinction of being 
the only mill-in New Bedford without 
a chimney. The smoke from. its fur- 
naces helps to heat the mill. and when 
it has served this useful purpose is 
foreed through moistened coke until it 
becomes a cool and colorless gas. Then 
it is released into the air through a 
stack...which .careely rises above the 
roof. «

As for the machinery In the Soule mi, = 
no cotton mill in the world better 7 
equipped. The spinning and card rooms % 
were fitted out by the Saco & Petteg 
machine shops. On one floor are 2 ef 
their spinning frames of 2234 spindles 
each. The frame alleys run crosswise 
insteafl of lengthwise of the room, this 
arrangement, it is claimed, affording bet. 
ter light and greater economy of. spaca 
In the card room are 120 of the Saco @ 
Pettee revolving flat cards. There are 
two processes of drawing, fitted with 
stop motions, and having eight frames of 
fifteen deliveries each. The speeders are 
in four processes, all from the Saco @ 
Peitee shops, embracing six slubbers af 
64 spindles each, ten intermediates of 1% 
spindles each, twenty-four second infer. 
mediates of 144 spindles each, and sixty. 
four jacks of 200 spindles each. All of 
this machinery is of the latest improved 
patterns and runs like clock work.

Christmas day will fird them still 
handing packages in through front doors, 
and still strangers to rest and slecp that 
they have not indulged in for forty-eight 
hours. Similar conditions prevail among 
the delivery men for the departinent 
stores. Generally distributing a few hun- 
dred packages a day, they now are com- 
pelled to scatter a thousand and more. 

A SANTA WHO GOES ACROSS SEAS. 

While the man whose duty it Is to 
get packages. to their destination is all 
but overwhelmed by an avalanche of 
them, the 300 men in the foreign money 
order department of the New York post- 
office have no spare time on their hands 
as at other seasons. Through this post- 
office is cleared all the money orders sent 
from tkis country to Europe, and practi- 
cally all other parts of the world, except 
the extreme Orient: and about the ist of 
December these orders begin coming in 
by the thousands.. Last year the holiday 
business was 75 per cent above the aver- 
age, and so far this year the amount of 
money sent abroad shows. about a if per 
cent increase over last Christmas. 

On only four ‘‘closes,”’ or sailings, last 
December, 159.457 “advices.” or orders, 
calling for $1.866,601.38, ‘were sent to Eu- 
rope. Of this amount, $915.354.14 went to 
4,921 persons in Great Britain, and 20,- 
606 Germans received $298,590.07 as gifts 
from their American relatives. Sixteen 
thousand seven hundred and twenty-one 


Swedes got $178,562.58; $112,922.08. went to: 


4,1 Italians; $57,140.16 to 3.867 inhabitants 
of Norway; $70,287.23 to 2.923 Hungarians: 
$87,607.10 .£6 5,574 Austrians, and »$24,541.26 
to 2,489 Danes. Five hundred and forty- 
two of Wwueen Wilhelmina’s subjects were 
made glad with $4,661.93: 4,295 dwellers

And 
there is that in the perfect faith and complete ban- 
ishment of doubt and worry on part of the child, 
which teaches to wiser heads lessons of value and 
consolation.

Ladies of Herod's evil 
court supported the Master with their 
substance: Mary Magdalene washed His 
feet with her tears; two sisters provided 
for Him a home in Galilee, and during 
the strain of passion week, soothed Him 
in the quiet of Bethany; the wife of the 
Roman governor pleaded with her hus- 
band the cause of innocence; and women 
received His body from the cross and 
laid it reverently to rest. When one re- 
members what women have done for 
Christ, one is tempted to agree with the 
French sentimentalist, but mm a nobler 
sense than he intended: ‘Divine power 
of love—sacred moments in which the 
passion of one possessed gave to the 
world a resuscitated God.”’

EW of us can dorget the 
fascination with which, in 
our childhood’s days, we 
listened to those early nar- 
ratives in the first three 


gospels which modern ecrit- 
icism refers to somewhat 
contemptuously as the 
“birth stories.”” It is ever 
one of the penalties of our 
adult life that the tender. 
glamour of our youthful 
imagination fades away, 
and the sweet simplicity 
which enwrapped our early fancies in a 
poetic halo is lost beyond recall. Iom 
Hood's pathetic lament finds only too 
many points of application: 


I remember, I remember 
The fir trees dark and high— 

1 used to think their slender tops 
Were close against the sky; 

It was a childish ignorance, 
But now 'tis little joy 

To know I’m farther off from heaven 
Than when I was a boy. 


The second chapter in the first gospel 
especially impresses itself upon young 
hearts, by reason of the contrast between 
the romance of the first half and the 
tragedy—so generally exaggerated—of the 
Segond. Nor can there, be any question 
that up to recent times this has been the 
feeling prevalent throughout Christen- 
dom, It will be no small relief to many, 
to be assured that we may wismiss the 
gruesome sequel to the visit of the Magi, 
with the fairly guaranteed estimate that 
not more than twenty children would 
suffer through the cruel jealousy of He- 
rod.. In those days, moreover, the whole 
tragedy would seem much less a ecrmme 
than it appears to our modern thought. 
But the process of. time can scarcely be 
said to have made it easier for us to 
understand and appreciate the recorded 
journey of the ‘‘wise men from the east,’ 
or the reasons which led them to under- 
take so strange a journey. 

Certainly, »the ungarnished simplicity 
of the narrative, as compared with what 
eise we find in the Christian “Apocry- 
pha,” disarms criticism, and almost com- 
pels. the belief that we have before us

a sober and authentic account of evenis, 
But when, under the resistless pressure 
of the modern “historical methods,’ end 
exchanging the poetry of childhood for 
the prosaic accuracy of later years, we 
ask, who were these’ wise men? Whence 
did they come? What was the nature of 
the actual vision which caused their 
earnest quest?—it is by no means easy 
to find satisfactory replies. If, indeed, 
we were disposed to give ear to tradi- 
tion, we should obtain marvels enough ¢t? 
construct a romance in striking contrast 
with the severely simple narrative of the 
evangelist. The number of the Magi 
was fixed at three, or sometimes twelve; 
ihey themselves were kings; their gifts 
were significant. symbols; their personal 
identity was announced; their bodies—in 
the fourth century—were discovered at 
Constantinople; thence they were taken 
to Milan, and finally to Cologne, where, 
to this hour, the shrine of the three 
kings is one of the most highly venerated 
treasures of that far-famed cathedral. 
Such traditions, howexer, do not satisfy 
present day inquiry, so that we must 
turn elsewhere if we desire a basis of 
fact for our faith, 

It has been customary to identify} 
these “Magi’’ with Median priests of 
Zoroastrainism, but it is by no means 
clearly made out. Nor can it be deter- 
mined finally whether they came from 
Arabia, Persia, Media, Babylon or Par- 
thia. The evangelist does not appear to 
be at all concerned about such details. 
We can only infer that they were astrol- 
ogers who, whatever be the modern scorn 
for astrology, watched the face of the 
hea with as unwearying a scrutiny as 
any astronomer of today. 


Current Expectation of Great 
Events. 


Tt accords with this, that the rendering 
of Matthew ii, 2, adopted by some of the 
best scholars, is rather, “We saw his 
star in its rising,’’ than “in the east.’’ 
As they were always watching, nothing 
unusual in the appearance of the hcavens 
would escape them. If, then, to this thcir 
acknowledged keenness of observation we 
add the generally accepted statement that 
there was during all this period a defin- 
ite feeling of expectation—derived ovigi- 


nally from Babylonian Jews—that, a pro- 


tentous birth would shortly happen, there 
would be quite sufficient motive for the 
ancient astrologer to intensify his watch- 
fulness and be ready at any moment to 
respond to what he saw. It it true that 
the oft-quoted words of Suetonius and 
Tacitus, concerning a vetus et consans 
opinio that a mighty ruler should appear, 
seem rather to point to Vespasian, more 
than seventy years after. Still, it is 
quite impossible to confine within strict 
time limits so nebulous a thing as a 
widespread expectation, especially in such 
lands and at such a period, We are war- 
ranted, therefore, in believing that the 
astrological bent of these “‘Magi,” to- 
gether with the conditions of their men- 
tal environment, would abundantly suf- 
fice to prepare them for the apprecia- 
tion of some such phenomenon as is here 
recorded. If it be difficult for us to dis- 
cover at this distance the precise nature 
and extent of the prevalent expecta- 


tion, it is at least easy to understand 


how, granted such an expectation and 
some exciting cause, these watchers 
would journey to Jerusalem to satisfy

at once their curiosity and their relig- : 


ious instincts. 

But what was actually the exciting 
cause? That is the query which in our 
own days is most often and most urgent- 
ly asked. Have we here merely a natura! 


occurrence, as emphatically noteworthy, | 


indeed, as for us an éclinse of the moon 
or a special conjunction of the planets 
might be, yet after all only a physical 
rhenomenon appearing according to the 
usual lews of astronomy? Or is there 
implied the definite happening of some 
supernatural event, brought to pass by 
Divine power, with the distinct purpose 
of conveying to these children of nature 
some intimation of the transcendant cycle 
of events just beginning to unfold itself 
in Judea” Or may we find an alternative 
to hoth of these, in the suggestion that 
the whole story is orly mythical, and 
therefore calls for no probing inquiry? It 
must be frankly owned that an absolutely 
decisive answer to such questions is not 
forthcoming.

NE of the best books on 
government ever publish- 
ed is the “Thirty Years’ 
Workings of Our Govern- 
ment,’”” by Thomas Hart 
Benton. It includes in its 
historical record that fa- 
mous period of our coun- 
try’s history lying between 
1820 and 1850. Benton was 
born in 1782 at Hillsboro, 
N. €., but in 1815 moved 
to Missouri. In 1820 when 
Missouri was admitted to 
statehood he was sent as her representa- 
tive to the United States senate, and 
continued to represent the state for thirty 
years. He delivered some notable 
speeches on the currency question; he 
and Calhoun invariably opposing each 
other on the floor of the senate. His 
speeches on the currency were widely 
copied in this country and Europe and 
created a profound impression. 

Louise Manley, in her “Southern Liter- 
ature,”’ says “Benton’s style a3 an orator 
Was easy, full and etrong, showing him 
well acquainted with his subject and 
confident of his powers. The ‘Thirty 
Years’ View’ is noted far and wide for 
its excellent arrangement and a style 
easy and fluent, yet not diffuse. It is a 
suceession of historical tableaux, -giv- 
ing an account of men and measures 
during an intensely interesting period.” 

A statue has deen reared in honor of 
Benton in the city »ark at St. Louis. 
His death occurred in 1858, after a long 
and faithful service to country and state. 
That the reader may get an idea of the

“I withdrew a little way into the woods 
and kept my eyes fixed on Mr. Randolph, 
who, 1 then knew, to be the only one 
in danger. I saw him reeéive the fire of 


discharge it in the air; heard him say. ‘J 
do not fire at you, Mr. Clay,’ and imme- 
diately advancing, offer his hand. He 
was met in the same spirit. They met 
half way, shook hands, Mr. Randolph say- 
ing, jocosely, ‘You owe me a coat, Mr, 
Clay’ (the bullet had passed through 
the skirt of his coat), to which Mr. Clay 
promptly responded, ‘I am glad the debt 
is no greater.’ The joy of all was ex- 
treme at this happy termination of a most 
critical affair, and we immediately left 
with lighter hearts than we.had brought.”’ 


John L. Dagg:.: 


Of the early religious contributions to 
the literature of our land, one work 
stands out particularly prominent. Dr. 
Patton, of Princeton university, is quoted 
as saying that “John L. Dage’s work 
on moral philosophy is surpassed by no 
similar work in the world.” This is in- 
deed strong praise. Dr. Dagg was a 
Baptist clergyman, born with an exceed- 
ingly roving and restless disposition. He 
was a Virginian by opirth, having been 
born there in 1734, but @ number of years 
of his life was spent in each of the states 
of Georgia, Florida, Tennessee and Ken 
tucky. 

His works were few, but all of an ex- 
cellent character, evidencing a mind capa- 
ble of sound reasoning. Certain passages 
in his “Moral Philosophy” are exceed- 
ingly brilliant, but these are rare, the 
major portion of the work being in a 
steady logical style. The greatest charm 
of the work lies in its absolute simplicity 
and freedom from any spirit of bitterness. 
In discussing his book a short time before 
his death in 18é, Dr. Dagg said, “Mora] 
philosophy simply means a harmonizing 
of the laws governing our daily living 
with the higher laws of the universe. 
Evidentiy this is eminently proper, for 
these higher laws are unchangeable and 
immutable; and failure to harmonize with 
them on our part will sooner or later 
result in a collision; which must inevi- 
tably mean a destruction of our hopes 
and ideals in this life and the next.” 


John P. Kennedy. 


The first really great novel descriptive 
of the life and work of the Tories in 
South Carolina came from the able pen 
of John Pendieton Kennedy, its title be- 
ing “Horse-Shoe Robinson: A Tale of 
Tory Ascendancy.” It easily holds its 
own in comparison with any other novel 
dealing with this subject. Not long since 
quite a prominent author has seen fit 
to harshly criticize Kennedy for what 
he terms his “lack of enthusiasm in han- 


diing a subject so filled with fire and 


brimstone.” 
It is just at this point that Mr. Ken- 
nedy has shown himself superior to the 


majority of novel writers; he has han- | 


rather than stir the smoldering fires of 
a@ dying prejudice.. The effect of the 
novel proved most salutatory, and its 
influence was widespread. 

During the lifetime of Mr. Kennedy his 
novels were very popular. Three of them 
give most graphic pictures of peasant 
life. His memoirs of William Wirt has 
been given high praise from authorities 
capable of such criticism; but as a novel 
writer and satirical essayist he did his 
best work. Kennedy was born in Baiti- 
more in 17% and died in 1870, at the good 
eld age of 7a He is said to have been 
much loved by all who came’ in contact 
with him; possessing a most amiable and 
winning disposition. 2

Then the picador enters the game. The 
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part he plays is the most sickening and 
disgusting sight that ever paraded under 
the name of sport. He is mounted upon 
an aged, broken-down horse, so lean and 
weak that it sways under his weight. He 
sinks his spurs into the flanks of his 
miserable mount and guides it toward the 
bull. The latter charges and buries its 
horns in the flesh of the defenseless horse, 
which is blindfol@ed and unconscious of 
its danger until it is too late. The pica-

dor carries a metal-pointed lance and 
makes a futile attempt to ward off the 
bull. The enraged creature tears at the 
horse until the latter falls writhing in 
the dirt, with its life blood spurting forth 
in streams. The picador has armor on 
his legs and escapes unhurt. He is help- 
ed up bowing and smiling and the au- 
dience leaps to its feet yelling and 
screaming its approval. Another horse is 
brought forth and still another. One is 
not killed outright, but is so badly torn 
that it staggers back and forth tripping 
upon its: own entrails which are drag- 
ging in the dirt. What a sight for people 
to look upon, much less applaud! It is 
simply a relapse into barbarism. White 
shirts and store clothes count for noth- 
ing when the smell of blood so arouses 
the savagery in men that they will tol- 
erate and approve of such torture of 
helpless animals. 

And’ what of a woman who will gloat 
over a sight Hke this? One mother laid 
down her suckling babe that she might 
be unencumbered ao applaud. What can 
be expected of the baby who feeds on 
the milk of such a woman? A yankee 
drummer, sickened and horrified, said: 
“My God, but it is terrible! I thought 
I was pretty tough, but I: can’t stand 
this.”” Above him in a box was a Mexi- 
can lady who was ashamed to look, and 
who hid her face behind her programme. 
As the American passed out he snatched 


a rose from the lapel of his coat and 
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tossed it in her lap. A couple of native 
Gandies snickered at what they consider- 
ed fis boldness.

In the closing 
scene the matador advances to the ring 
side and the audience stands up as he 
flamboyantiy declares his intention to de- 
stroy the bull. He dedicates it to the 
public, filings his hat behind him and 
swaggers out to ‘meet and overcome his 
prey. He carries a long, slender sword 
and a bright red mantle. He wares his 
challenge and the bull, frantic with rage 
and: pain. charges him. The matador 
Steps gracefully aside. The bull is game 
and rushes again and again. Trv as it 
will it cannot reach its tormentor. F®nal- 
ly the matador, facing the bull, poises his 
sword for an instant and by a deft thrust 
sinks it to the hilt near the animal’s 
shoulder. The bull pauses in its rush. Its 
eyes start with ferror from the barbs in 
its back and the steel in its. vitals: its 
sides heave with exhaustion and its 
flanks run wet with sweat: the’ blood 
gushes in a stream from its nostrils: it 
backs slowly for a few steps. sways un- 
steadily. sinks to its knees, and rolls in 
the dust at the feet of its conqueror.

Fights. months’ time. There are 
generaliv six men in 
each troupe. Every matador has his own 
assistants and if they have a_ perfect 
understanding of his methods and render 
intelligént cooperation his performance 
will be much more finishéd. The fighter 
generally arranges to bring his troupe for 
a certain percentage of thé gate receipts, 
like ‘our theatrical managers share with 
the owners of opera houses. Others come 
on a guaranteed salary for each perform- 
ance. Some of the more noted artists re- 
ceive as much as $8,000 for a single per- 
formance, the owner of the ring furnish- 
ing the bulls, the horses, the advertising 
and all necessary employees... A good 
bull fighter usually begins when a youth. 
He devotes himsef to a study of calves. 
He plays wth them and torments them. 
He learns their nature and becomes fa- 
miliar with their habits so that when he 
gets into close quarters with them in 
after years he can tell pretty well what 
every movement will be. He generally 
practices the act of killing on beef ani- 
mals whose horns are sawed off. 

The price of admission to a fight ranges 
from $2 to $12. There are two scales of 
prices, one for the shady side of the 
arena and the other for seats in the sun, 
the latter corresponding to the “bleach- 
ers’’ at our ball games. There is general- 
ly a full house and this is worth about 
$60,000. A bull with a vicious and savage 
nature is valuable property in Mexico. He 
will bring from $300 to $400 and his weight 
as beef after the fight. Owners of herds 
of cattle always examine the calves, and 
if by a little ‘teasing one of them shows 
fight he is separated from the herd and 
brought up as a candidate for ring hon- 
ors. Spanish bulls are trained especially 
for the business. More attention is paid 
to their bringing up and they are the 
best fighters in the world. They bring as 
much as $1,000 each. 

The horses used are old, wornout skates 
that have served their term of usefulness 
and instead of giving them a merciful 
death their owners sell them for a few 
dollars to be used in the fights. Frequent- 
ly these animals will not be killed by 
one appearance in the ring, and although 
they may be mortally wounded, they are 
wiped off. hastily doctored and brought 
oe for a final encounter with anothgr 

ull. 

Mexico is going forward rapidly, but 
before it can establish a clear title to be- 
ing a civilized country ‘it will have to do 


of 


away with this bloody and disgraceful 
relic of ‘the darf: ages. No country can 
sit with the elect of the nations and 
countenance such wanton and _ useless 
spilling of blood. Some people excuse thé 
fame because of the courage and clever- 
ness of the men who participate in it. 
Their work is certainly graceful and 


. Skillful, but it recetves nothing like the 


applause that greets the slaughter of the 
horses. This love of cruelty is a weed 
that must be stricken from the hearts 
of any people before they can aspire to 
greatness. It is to the credit of Mexico's 
grand old president that he does not ap- 
prove of the fights and very rarely at- 
tends them. The more intelligent Mexi- 
cans are fast becoming ashamed of them, 
and it is to be hoped that the time is 
near when this growing sentiment of dis- 
favor will become strong enough to cause 
the abolishment of this stain upon the 
good name of our friends and neighbors.

AM now through -with my 


travels in ~ Switzerland 
along. the track of our 
commercial thvasion. The 
trail is fresh and it has 
been easily followed, I 
have visited all the large 


Swiss cities and find 
American goods every- 
where sold: but there is no 
place where in both varie- 
‘ty and quantity their 
sales might not be _ in- 
creased many fold. As it 
is now our goods are making headway 
chiefly by their excellency. They are the 
best of their kind and their very exhibi- 
tion makes a sale. The trouble with 
many articles is that the Swiss do not 
see theni. Their only knowledge of them 
comes from pictures in the English cata- 
logues sént out from the United States. 
Many of the merchgnts can’t read Eng- 
lish and only the fewest will buy from 
catalogues. 

The Swiss are irifty and cautious in 
letting go of their ney. Their acquisi- 
tive sense is as strongly developed as 
that of any people of the world. It was of 
a Geneva woman that this story is told. 
She was drowned in the lake here and 
when taken out was apparently lifeless. 
A mirror was put to her Hps but there 
was no sign of vapor upon it. Her flesh 
was cold, her pulse seemed dead. They 
were about to put her in a coffin when a 
French drummer who had been doing 
business in the city and hyd come in 
contact with the close-ffsted methods of 
the Swiss merchants said: 

‘Wait a moment. I can bring her to 
life.” He thereupon took out a five- 
franc piece and laid it on her palm. The 
fingers convulsively grasped the silver, 
and the woman sat up and put it in her 
pocket. 7 

I do not vouch for the truth of this 
story, but there is no doubt, that the 
Swiss understands the value of the dollar 
and that he will not give it up without he 
is sure he is going to get more than an 
equivalent in return. He will not buy 
Sight unseen, and if American ware 
houses or sample rooms could be estab- 
lished tn the different cities of Switzger- 
land they would undoubtedly lead to a 
rapid increase of our trade. Such rooms 
should be in the charge of men who un- 
derstand the goods and who can speak at 
least French and German and, if pos- 
sible, Italian. 2 

Our people underestimate this market, 
They look upon’ Switzerland as little 
more than a big pimple on the face of 
Europe. They do not realize that the 
Alps - embrace some of 
the -—_— liveliest industrial 
cOmmunities of the con- 
tinent and some of the 
very best spenders. 
Where will vou get peo- 
ple “who compare with 
them? They are only a little over three 
million in number, but itthey have a for- 
eign trade which annually amounts to 
more than $400.000,000, and of this more 
than $220,000,000 are imports. That is, 
these three million odd people buy $220,- 
000,000 worth of goods every year from 
outsiders. They spend more than $60 for 
every man, womah and child in the coun- 
try or more than $300 per family. This is 
their annual contribution to the rest of 
mankind. 

We talk about the Chinese trade. The 
wants of one Swiss are more than those 
of a hundred Chinese, and the - Swiss 
trade is: right at our doors. The people 
have the same wants that we have and 
every class of goods we make for our- 
selves ought to be sold to them. At pres- 
ent the bulk of our trade is iy cereals, 
raw cotton, petroleum and machinery, 
but we ought to ‘send the Swiss every- 
thing under the sun. As it is, some of 
our goods are’ Bradually creeping ae 
have written letters hére on American 
desks. have bought ink ribbons at Amert- 
can typewriter stores and-I replenish my 
camera with. American. films. I found a 
drug store in Lucerne which pridéd itself 
on its American patent medicines, and 
last, but not least. I warmed my chilled 
ponés with a jigger of American whisky 
in a hut saloon on the very top of the 
Alps. , 

In order to get the trade, however, we 
must understand the country. We must 
send our drummers here and let them 
study the people. I had a chat last night 
with Mr. Alfred Georg, the secretary of 
the Geneva chamber of commerce. Mr. 
Georg was at one time connected with 
the Swiss legation at Washington, 80 
that he understands the United States, 
and he has at the same time a thorough 
knowledge of Switzerland and its com- 
mercial relations. Said he: 

“The Tnited States is now annually 
selling about $15,000,000 worth of goods to 
Switzerland. She could sell more were it 
not for the hew regulations which your 
government has lately instituted as to 
our trade. By the ‘treaty of 1850, under 
which we have been working for half a 
eenturv, Switzerland was put under the 
favored nation clause. All concessions 
that were granted to other nations were: 
granted to her, and as a result we ex- 
acted of American imports our minimum 
tariff. Then ‘tthe United States began to 
grant to other countries concessions 
which she refused to Switzerland. We 
protested that this was contrafy to the 
treaty, and you gave us notice that you 
would change ‘the treaty, and did so. The 
result was that we put American goods 
on the general tariff, and your imports 
have not gained. What we need is a re- 
arrangement of our trade relations and 
the establishment of something iike reci- 
procity.” 

“But will 
trade?’’ 

“Tt will. We have to import many 
things, and our yearly imports run high 
into the millions. In 1990 we imported 
$220,000,000 worth of foreign goods, and 
this importation must go on from year 
to year. Much of what we want is raised 
or made in the United States. We cannot 
feed ourselves, and we must have raw 
materials... Altogether we now buy from 
other countries 40 per cent of all we con- 
sume, and our imports are, in fact, from | 
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“Tf that is ‘so,”’ said I, “‘you seem to be 
doing a large losing business.. If you im- 
port $220,000,000 a.year and-only sell $280,- 
000,000 your country must be falling away 
behind every year. Is it not so?” 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Georg. 

“And this has been going on for years,” 
said I. “According to the statistics Swit- 
zerland ought to be bankrupt.’ 

“Yes,” replied the Swiss, “it. ought to. 
be if figures tell the truth, but they do 
not always tell all the truth. According 
to them our aggregate deficience¢s with- 
in ten years have been something like 
$500,000,000, and ‘Switgerland 
was never richer than it is teday.. The 
reason is that we have sources of in- 
come that do not appear in the statistics. 
Our people kave investments in other 
countries which bring In a great deal of 
money. They are noted for their busi- 
ness ability and are not afraid of large 
undertakings. Another source is the 
tourists who drop into our laps $30,000,000 
every year. There are other items, but 
these two will more than make up the 
apparent deficit.’ 

The Swiss have many industries pecu- 
liar to the country, which are more or 
less related to America. Ameérican tour- 
ists spend millfons here every year, not 
only in hotel and traveling expenses, but 
also in purchases. Not long ago a Ge- 
neva milliner in speaking of her business 
said: 

“God biess the Americans! It seems 
that they are really sent from heaven to 
keep up our business!”’ 

Many of our tourists buy wagches here 
to take back to the United States and 
not a few get pearls and furs. Geneva Is 
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we eat almost. $1,000,000 
L-worth every year. e 


ground of Europe, but it is the work 
shop of the Swiss. The tourist business, 
big as it is, 1s a bagatelle in comparison 
with the other industries. Nearly every 
town and city is a beehive of work. I 
have written of Zurich as one of the 
mest prosperous factory towns of the 
continent. Geneva has only 
ple, but it is doing the business of tens 
of millions, and all the country around 
it hums... There are watch factories, 
music..workse and crockery establish- 
ments here which make quantities of 
goods for export. and also establishments 
turning out jewelry and enameled work. 

In Basel, a city of the same size as 
Geneva, on the other side of Switzerland, 
the industries are equally great. Ribbons 
are made there on looms imported from 
America, and there are factories of vari- 
ous. kinds. 

One of the queerest industrial centers 
is Chaux-de-Fonds, in the Jura moun- 
tains. Here the finest of Swiss watches 
aré made, and that largely by hand. The 
town has a population of 32,000, and half 
of its people are employed in making 
watches and watch movements. The 
work is much divided, each man making 
one kind of wheel or part of a move- 
ment. Those who prepare the simplest 
pieces may get as much as B® cents a day. 
wihle the finer workmen will receive 3 
or more. The town turns out something 
like 300,000 watchés every year, an output 
worth more than $7,000,000. 

It is in Geneva that most of the 
enameling of watches is done, many of 
our finer cases being sent there from 
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the United States to be finished. The

a famous pearl market, and it deals 
largely in jewels and precious stones. It 
makes many pearl necklaces and sales 
of necklaces worth a thousand dollars 
and upward to American tourists are not 
uncommon. It used to be that many of 
our ladies got their furs here, and especi- 
ally their sealskin sacques, but the new 
law which prohibits the bringing of seal 
into the United States has broken up this 
trade, and now not fifty seal Sacques are 
sold in a summer. The customs regula- 
tions prohibiting any traveler to bring in 
more than $100 worth of goods have also 
affected Switzerland. The merchants say 
they would have sold three times as 
much to tourists had it not been for this 
law, and that a number of possibile pur- 
chasers of pearl necklaces and costly 
furs had told them that they now had to 
buy in New York, At the same time 
more or less goods are sold to tourists 
who hope to get them through the cus- 
toms house without declaration. 

The Swiss are making fortunes out of 
the condensed milk manufacture. They 
exported more than 62,000,000 pounds of 

such goods last year, and 
Tortunesintheir sales of ccndensed 
Condensed Milk to Great Britain 
aione amount to more 
rn than $2,000,000 annually. 
vented By 
Rando en. This business was found- 
ed by an American, @ 
United States consyl, who opened a fac- 
tory here in 1866. He organized a com- 
pany with a paid up capital of $12,000, 
end in the first year condensed only 
about 23.000 cans. His friends put more 
money into the business. It steadily 
prew and by 1880 it had increased to 
$2,000,000, and it was turning out cans by 
the millions. Branch offices were estab- 
lished in different parts of Hurope and 
later on I believe in the United States. 
The business paid right along and simi- 
lar establishments are now 10 be found 
in different parts of Swkitzerland operat- 
ed by the Swiss. The farmers bring their 
milk to the factories and are paid s0 
much per quart for it. There seems no 
reason why the business should not be 
profitably carried on in the diary regions 
of the United /States. 

Switzerland makes lots %f money ou, 
of its cheese. If ex>orts something like 
60,000,000 pounds annually, and its re- 
ceipts therefrom are more than $8,000,000. 
We ourselves take about 5,000,000 pounds 
every year and pay our grocers on the 
average of 3 cents a pound for it. The 
same cheese sells here for about 16 cents 
9 pound. The duty is only 6 cents, so you 
can see that our grocers are making a 
good round profit 

I am surprised to find that no Neucha- 
tel cheese is made at Neuchatel, although 
Nevehatel cheese is known the world 
over. Neuchatel is a town of 20,000 p2o- 
ple, which 1s more noted for: watch mak- 
ing than anything else. It-has a large 

industry and a number of fac- 
torics and uses many American watch 
cases to inclose Swiss movements. Ths 
only cheese of account that is exported 
from Switzerland ts -the large round 
cheese which we know as Schweitzerkase, 
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Geneva watches are also noted for their 
beautiful construction. They are spoken 
of as jewels as well as timekeepers. Most 
of the watches are of the cheaper va- 
rieties, such as silver and nickel—about 
1,000,000 of each being sent away every 
year. We annually import something 
like 13,000 nickel, 28.000 silver and 4,000 
gold watches from Switzerland, and in 
addition more than 54,000 watch move- 
ments. 

We are accustomed te think of Switzer- 
land as an old country. So it is. It was 
a thriving place in the days of the Ro- 

mans. even then having

mons- Many of the cities here 
were good business places in the middle 
ages. This was the case with Berne and 
also with Geneva, where, during the re- 
formation, John Calvin thundered forth 
his denunciations of the priests. 

Knowing these things, one expects to 
find the Swiss cities hoary and gray. 
They are nothing of the kind. You have 
to hunt for antiquities. Geneva had 
houses in the days of Julius Caesar, but 
it is now almost as modern in appear- 
ance as a boom town of South Africa. 

Geneva is well located. It is a muni- 
cipal jewel in a beautiful setting. The 
mighty Alps look down upon it, the 
frosty head of Mount Blanc rises high 
above it and the emerald Rhone rushes 
through ft. It-has wide streets and fine 
parks, and it makes you think of a fash- 
jonable watering place rather than a 
business town. 

The stores are like those of a summer 
resort. Souvenirs are sold in every block, 
There are windows full of wood carvings, 
photographs and paintings. Women g0 
through the streets wheeling carts of pic- 
ture postal cards, selling them as our 
Italian venders sell fruits. The silk 
stores, jewelry stores and watch estab- 
lishments are especially fine, and every- 
thing is arranged to attract the tourist's 
eye. 

Have you ever heard of St. Gall? It 
has only a little more than 30,000 people, 
but it chews up American cotton by the 
hundreds of bales. It is one of the chief 
towns of industrial Switzerland, situated 
in the eastern part of the country more 
than 2,000 feet above sea level. It is there 
that the famous Swiss embroideries have 
been made for the past 10) years. At first 
they were all made by ahnd, and what 
seems strange to me is that the most ex- 
quisite of them were made by men. At 
present they are made by machinery, the 
hand industry having been almost crowd- 
ed out of existence. Some of the latest 
machines have 326 needles and each 
needle will make 10,000 double stitches in 
a day. so that one machine makes more 
than 3,000,000 stitches per diem. In olden 
times every one of these stitches had to 
be sewed by hand, and you can see what 
an enormous saving the machinery has 
made. On other machines laces are 
Stitched, and especially lace handker- 
chiefs, of which as many as 79,000 dozen 
have been sent to the United States in 
one year. 

Indeed, our imports of St. Gall embroid- 
erles amount to about $7,000.000 a year, 
and this reminds me that until the ad- 
ministration of President McKinley the 
St. Gall exporters were a party to cus- 
toms frauds by which Uncle Sam lost 
millions of dollars in duties. The frauds 
were detected and the system of col- 
lection reorganized by Mr. James T. Du- 
Bois, a former- consul general to Switzer- 
land. who thereby brought a saving to 
the United States government of $1,000,000

From Ray Stannard Baker's article in 
tne July Century: An eastern farmer 
coming to an irrigated valley finds every- 
thing as different from his accustomed 
life as he can well dmagine. He must 
learn an entirely new language of farm- 
ing, and a new set of farming rules. Hig 
neighbor greets him, not with the re- 
mark, “It looks Like rain,’ Dut, “Have 
you neard when the water is coming in?’ 
or. “The ditches are low today.” He 
learns to speak of miners’ incaes and 
acre-feet of water, and he can soon tell 
at a glance whether a ditch is carrying 
fifty or a hundred miners’ inches of Wt- 
ter: he hears wise discussions of head- 
gates, weirs. laterals, zanjes; he finds 
that he is “under” a certain canal, waich 
by and by will come to seem to him 
like an inexorable fate. He will very 
promptly make the acquaintance of the 
kiing of the irrigated land, the zanjero— 
in Arizona called “sankero,” in Califor- 
nia sometimes saortened to “sanky’’— 
the water-master or ditch-rider, a bronze- 
ed man in overalis and a sombrero, whe 
drives about in a two-wheeled cart, with 
a shovel and a long crooked-tined fork 
by his side, and precious keys in his 
pockets. He is the yea and nay of the 
arid land, the arbiter of fate, the dispen- 
ger of good or evil, to be blessed by 
turns and cursed by turns, and to re 
ceive both with the utter unconcern of 
a smalj god. For it is the zanjero wao 
distributes the water. He opens the head- 
gate of each farmer’s canal, and when 
the water has run the necessary time he 
shuts it down again; and again locks it 
securely.

Almost year after year is a renewed at- 
tempt to form a coalition of religious 
interests to get possession of the sacred 
sites. In its latest form that attempt 
comes as a proposition that all the Chris- 
tian creeds combine in a great crusade to 
egliect enough millions of dollars to buy 
the Holy Land from the Turkish sultan. 


But to those who know the motley 
politics and enmities of Palestine’s pres- 
ent owners, the possibility of purchase 
can only appear a faint one. For, in the 
first place, the land is holy to the Moham- 
medan. no less than it is to the Christian 
and the Jew. He would be both an im- 
pious and a daring Moslem ruler who 
would essay to sell the country that con- 
tains the tomb of Rachel and the site 
of the temple of Solomon, held to be so 
sacred by the Turks that they will not 
even permit excavation near them. . 

Even should the Moslem dare it, he 
could not deliver the purchased property; 
for in that tract of 6,000 square miles 
there dwell fierce Arab fighting men, 
some of whom barely acknowledge the 


rule of the Turk while others do not ac- 
knowledge it at all. To seize the land 
from them might well be a bloody per- 
formance—as bloody as the attempt of 
the twelfth century crusaders and, per- 
haps, with as _ little success. 

The dream that was dreamed by 
hundreds of thousands, when the emperor 
of Germany went to Palestine, that he 
would be the modern Godfrey io win the 
Holy Land for Christianity (albeit by 
purchase or treaty and not by arms) has 
faded away. And what may be expected 
in the form of a united Christian move- 
ment can be estimated by viewing the 
strife and feud that exist all the time 
between the Christian sects that have a 
foothold in the Holy City now. The 


Turk maintains an armed guard at the 
church of the Holy Sepulchre itself to 
keep the peace between the adherents of 
the Greek and Latin churches there. 

Tradition has done much to preserve 
the historical asociations of the various 
spots.

Tradition is probably correct 
when it selects a certain errotto in the 
Garden of Gethesemane as the grotto of 
the Agony. 

There is, too, the stone of the Anoint- 
ment on which the body of Jesus was 
prepared dor burial, but, there are many 
doubtful points connected with the vari- 
ous cities and sites of Palestine.

is Christ the Lord.’” It 1s, however, | 


greatly to be questioned whether this is 
how, amongst fairly well educated Cliis- 
tian people, the prevalent conception. It 
is, of course, the simplest explanation; 
and for all such as find reason on other 
grounds to believe in the Divine mission 
of Jesus, there is nothing either impossi- 
ble or Imprcbable in such a conception. 
That ‘‘some supernatural light resembling 
a star nad appeared in some country, 
possibly Persia, to the east of Jerusaiem, 


. to inen who were versed in the study of 


celestial phenomena, conveying to their 
minds a supernatural impulse io repair 
to Jerusalem, where they would find a 
new-born Kine.’ is an account which not 
only satisied the minds of former gene- 
rations, but is in verfect logical accord 
with the general attitude of New Testa- 
ment Christianity. But of late years, 
even where there has been no disposition 
to deny the poss*bility of miracles, or 
object in toto to the supernatural, there 
has certainly developed what has been 
calied the “law of parsimony” in regard 
to such matters. That is, the tendency 
hes grown rather to reduce the 'super- 
natural to a minimum than extend it to 
a maximum. 

Dean Alford, in his well-known and 
deservedly-esteemed Greek Testament. in 
the middie of the last century, expressed 
this most effectively in regard to the 
narrative before us. He insists that here 
“no part of the text respecting the star 
asserts, or even implies, a miracle.’ ‘Then, 
in support of this view, he falls back upon 
4a. suggestion of Kepler (for other pur- 
roses) that in the year 7 B. C. a remark- 
able conjunction of the Planets Jupiter 


and Saturn took place, which could not 


but vividly impress the minds of any who 
were earnestly watching the’ sky. ‘The 
late Professor Pritchard, however, in a 
paper before the Royal Astronomica! so- 
ciety, appears to have quite disposed of 
this suggestion. For he not only demon- 
strated, after laborious calculations, that 
there were three such planetary con- 
junctions between May and December in 
the alleged year, but also that a still clos- 
€ér conjunction of the same planets took 
place in 6 B. C., which ought to have 
produced an even greater impression. 
Moreover, he showed that it was impos- 


tible that svch a conjunction, at sven a. 


time, could have either guided the Magi 


to Bethlehem, or in any sense have 


‘ stood over where the young Child was.” 
Again, Wiesecler Suggested that a colored 
. ariabkle star—by no means an uncoinmon 
celestial phenomenon—may have appeared 
between Jupiter and Saturn, and he re- 
fers to some anciert Chinese tables 25s 
proving such an appearance in February, 
1B. C.. Strauss ridiculed this idea, but 
did not disprove it. Yet again, anoiner 
conisecture is that. of Profeseur Lauth, of 
Munich. to tne cffect that Sirius, the 
dog star’’—always one of the rost btril- 
Hant objects in our hemisphere—appeared 
at sunrise on the first of the Egyptian 
month Mesori, for four years in succes- 
sion, about the period referred to—viz., 
2,422 8.C Pris theory wvuuld accord 
with the age of tho children slaughtered 
by Herod, and the glowing sun might 
well, by “rising’’ at such a time, at- 
tract the attention of men who were 
watching for portenis. 


More than this, it is scarcely possible 
to affirm, so that, however regretfully, 
we must be content to class this alleged 
phenomenon with the many for which we 
seek in vain a full and exact explanation. 
Whether the safer and simpler view be 
adopted that the star of Bethlehem was

suggestion of Dean Alford and others 


that it wes merel¢ a natural event. in- 
vested with unusual significance by the 
intense watchfuwiness and strained mental 
attitude of eastern astrologers, must be 
left to the judgment 2f each individual 
thinker. It cannot fail to be an Interest- 
ing inquiry, but its decision will never be 
of any very great importance. Taken 
alone, its demonstrated .0n-naturalness 
would never carry with it valid conviction 
as to the rest of the miracles in the New 
Testament; whilst to insist upon its nat- 
uralness is no argument whatever against 
the reality of the supernatural elsewhere. 
So that, after all our scrutiny, it may be 
well for us to return to the simpler at- 
titude of our early days, and regard this 
event, in all the poetic beauty of its 
setting, es but one out of many wonder- 
ful happenings by which the Infant Christ 
was ushered into this mortal world. And 
trulv, when we think of all that genuine 
Christianity stands for—as the “Kingdom 


of Hea~en’’ on earth, bringing ‘“‘righteous- 


ness and peace and joy” now, together 
with a glorious hope for the great here- 
after—the most unnatural of all concep- 
tions would be that it should take its 
origin amongst men from a merely nor- 


mai and natural beginning. 


The Tragedy of Forest Destruction. 
Ray Stannard Baker, writing in the 
July Century on irrigation, speaks thus 
of the progress in Western sentiment in 
the matter of forest-preservation, and of 
the need of making more reserves: 
Another scheme of the westerner for 
conserving the water-supply has borne 
rien fruit in the last few years. It isa 
well-known fact that there is no better 
conservator of water than a forest. with 
thick under-growing vegertation, ‘The 
ground is protected, and the vegetation 
holds back and regulates the water which 
falls in rain. Nearly all of the aigh 
plateaus and mountain ranges of the 
west, where the rainfall and snowfal! are 
greatest, and where all the great rivers 
have their source, are coveréd more or 
less densely with veretation, often with 
magnificent forests, hundreds, even thou- 
sands, of years old. If it were not for 
there forests, all the water that fell 
would run swiftly into the valleys, the 
streams would rise to floods, and in a few 
days’ time the channels would be dry 
again. This is actually what now hap- 
pens in many valieys of the west—great 
torrents for two or three weeks in the 
year, absolute drought all the remainder 
of the time. It is, therefore, of vita} im- 


portance that these forests be preserved. 


The westerners, led by wise scientists, 
have taken up the matter, and by good 
fortune the government at Washington 
has been aroused to the necessities of the 
case, and forest reserves and national 
parks have been created, which will not 
only go down to future generations as the 
most notable places of natural beauty on 
the continent, but they will preserve life 
and bring happiness to the valleys be- 
iow. But the work is yet only half done. 
More forests must be reserved, and more 
care be given to protecting them from 
lawless miners and lumbermen. By the 
judicious cutting of the older trees and 
the removal of windfalis and waste, 
which might give food for fires, they 
can be made a souree of lumber for a 
thousand years to come, and that with- 
conservators.
